ffrraungers than of rhep; owne) dove cauſe the infinite 
reſoꝛt of all nations that concinnally is ſene there.

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famonſe titees, that be pꝛiuileged with greaclpbercecs 
foz all ſcholars that come:as Padoa, Bononia,Pauia, 
Ferrara, Piſa, and sthers:in euerpe one of the whpche, 
are excellente lesrned men, waged fo; the readynge of 
Philoſophpe, ok the ciuile lawes , and of all rhe Ipberall 
ſciences, Feſidesercellent maiſfers of muſicke to ſinge 
and plape on all maner of inframentes , and the beſfe 
maſſters of fence at all weapons that can be founde. 
Sa that all kindes of vertne maye there belearned:and 
therfo:e are thoſe places acco:dingly furniſſhed not of 
ſuche ſtudentes alone, as moſt commonly are bꝛoughte 
bp in our batnerſitees(mcane mens childꝛẽ ſet to ſchole 
in hope to lyne bpon hyꝛed learninge ) but fo; the moze 
parte ot noble mens ſonnes, and of the beff gentilmen, 
that ſtudpe moze foz knowlage and pleaſure, than fox 
turioſitee oʒ luker , Foz lightlve there palleth no ſhozf- 
tide without renninge at the tilte, tournciyng, fighting 
at the barciers, and other lpke feates of armes,handled 
and kurniſched after the beſte ſoꝛte: the gresteſt dooers 
wherof are ſchole'rs.

C F pit, to reherſe the conkozmitee of ſpeeche that is as 
mongeſt theim ſelues(conſpderpag what a number of 
dynecſitees they haue in their tounge ) it is a meruaile, 
that in maner all gentplmen do ſpeake the courtiſane, 
Foz notwithanding that betwene the Flozentine and 
Uenetſan is great diuerſitee in ſpecche,as with vs be⸗ 
twene a Londoner and a Vozkechpꝛeman, and likewiſe 
betwene the Pplaſneſe and the Romapne, the Hapoli⸗

C JI graunte, that in the expenſe oꝛ lone of hps monep 
to a Traunger he is ware, and woull be at no moze coſt 
than he is ſure either to laue by , 83 to haue thanke foz, 
wherein Jrather can commende hym than otherwyſc, 
But this is out of doubte, a ſfrannger cannot be better 
enterteigned, noz mooze honourablp entreated than a⸗ 
mongeſt che Jtaltans.

C And if one gentilman happen to defame another, ma 
ny times the dekamed maketß bis deffaunce by a wiitte 
called Cartello, and openlpe chalengeth the defamer to 
fight in campe, ſo that there are (cen ſometime wozthp 
tryalles bet wene them. 
A lt is true, that many peares agoe,ſach contenci⸗ 
| on hath 
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on hath growen amongeſt them, that almoffe the (whole 
nacfon hath been diulded inte parttskynges, as Cuelfi 
and Ghibellini:tmpertall and frenche, wich other lite;

Foz 
wheras tempetance, modeſtpe, and other ciufle vertues 
erceil in the number of the Italian nobilftee,moze than 
in the nabtleter of anve other nation that J knowe: ſo 
vndeubtedly the fleſhelp appetite with banataral heate 
and other thinges iu thepm that be victous , dove paſſe 
all the termes of reaſon oꝛ honeſtye. 

C And pet it is not to be fozgotten, that theſe gentilmen 
generallpe p:ofcffe thꝛe thynges: the fyꝛſte is armes, to 
mainteigne withall his honour, the ſeconde is lone „ to 
chewe him ſelfe genttl and not cruel of nature: and the 


thyꝛde is learning, to be hable to know, to bnderſfande, 
Mtrehmtes and to veter his opinton in natcers of weight.

Ancus Partius reigned.xxiili.peares , and ſubdued 
the Latines, wich dyners other people about Rome, 
Tarquintus Pꝛiſcus reigned, 37. peares, he doubled 
the noumber ol ſenatours, and after he had vaquiſſhed 5 
the Sabines, entred triumphanntlp into Rome, but at 
lat he was ſlapne by the ſonnes of Ancus Martius. 
¶ Seruius Tullius reigned. 34. peres, he oꝛdeined firſt 6 
the paimont of taxes, and thereby kounde that be had at 
that tyme in Rome toureicoze and foure thouſand per⸗ 
ſons, and was ſlayne at laſt by the pꝛocurement of hys 
ſonne in law Tarquine the p:oude, 
Tucius Tarquinius reigned. 35. yeares , he was the /

cles that he had doen,wherfoze Tiberius commannded 
he ſhoulde be woozſhipped as a God: but the ſenatours 
woulde not graunte bnto it, becauſe he had pzoclatmed 
it without theyz conſentes, 
¶ Caius Caligula reigned.ſii.peres and. x monethes. A 
man of ſo yll liuynge, that he ſhamed not to companye 
fleſſhely with his owne ſiſters, and was ſlapne by bys 
owne ſouldlours. 
¶ Claudius reigned.xſii.peres and. viſi.monethes, and 5 
was popſoned , Some wzite, that the ſeconde pere of 
Claudius reigne, Peter the apoſtle came to Rome, and 
there continned,rrv,yeares after. Mhpche other ſome 
doe diſallow, groundyng them bpon Peters age, that 
reckenyng the time, ſt was impollible Peter ſhould line 
ſo longe after Chꝛiſt es paſſion, 
C Neroe reigned.xiiil.yeres and. vi. monethes, whole '6 1 
cuſfomes were odfonſe to the whole wozlve , Be kylled 
his mother, hys wyfe his mayſfer Seneca, and dyuers 
other excellent men:lo that his owne lonloters rebelled. 
agaynife hym and che whole Senate condemned him: 
wherefo2e he fledde, and becauſe He coulde not eſcape, 
deſperacely ſlcwe hym ſelfe,

he delſted in vnnatural vices,and in cruel death ok men, 
lo that he ſlew diuers ſenatours, perſecuted lerned men 
and Chꝛiſtians, had ill ſucceſſe in his warres, and final- 
ly thꝛough conſpiracie was ſlapne. 

13 Perua reigned one pere and. lili.monethes, and was 
the kyzſt ſtraunger (that is to wete no romapne bozne) 
that euer was made Emperour.

Ponethes , ſo benigne 
and courteiſe a pzynce,that foꝛ a pꝛouerbe, men vcd to 
ſap, God make the happier than auguſt, and better 
thi traiane, Foz being ſometime aduertiſed ol bis frevs, 
that he vled him ſelfe to much familtarly, he anſwered, 
that a pꝛince ought to be vnto his ſubiecces ſuch as they 
ſhould be to hym: and geupng the ſwoozde to a Pretor, 
that he had newly made, he lapde, vſe this agalnſt mine 
enemies, but ſee the cauſe be iuſt, and if 3 deale bnfuſt- 
lp, than ſpare not me: Me pꝛoſpered muche in hys war- 
res, and greatly augmented the Nomaine emppꝛe. 
Adꝛianus reigned. xxi.peres, the moſt parte in peace, 15 
foʒ that was his ſtudie. He was wel learned, and pere⸗ 
ly wꝛote a pꝛonoſticacion , he builded a notable lepul⸗ 
chꝛe:whervpon Caſtel. S. Angelo nowe fandeth , And 
in his time there aroſe vppe a falſe Meſſias among the 
Jewes, whyche Adrian oncrcame with muche a dooe, 
Antonius Pinus adopted ſonne vnto Adrian repgned 16 
xxiii.peres, ſo gentyl a pꝛince, that all the wozlde loncd 
hym. Foz he was wonte to ſaye he bad rather pzeſerue 
one of his citeſins, than deſtroy a,1000,0f his enemies 
Marcus Aurelius Antonius refgned, rix,yeares and 17 
one moneth. At the firſt his bꝛother Lucius Verns was 
folgned with hym, but he lyued not longe. This Mar⸗ 
cus was an excellente Philoſopher, wꝛote dpuers geod 
bokes, f pꝛoſpered in the warres, where finally he died. 
Commodus, ſon to Marcus Aurelius teigued. i;. yeres 
moꝛe lyke in condicions vnto Nero, than to his father, 18 
ſo that at laſt he was both poyſoned and ſtrangled. 
CHelius was ſurnamed Per:inar, becauſe he toke the 
empire on him in maner againſt his wpl,+ reigned not 9

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vi.mI1eth?s , but that hys nexte. ſucceNottr cauſed him 
to be ſlatne, 

20 C Didius Julianus reigned not fullye ,vif, monethes, 
foꝛ his next ſucceſſonur came againtT, him dyſcoumfyted 
bis armie, toke him, and cauſed him to be beheaded, 

21 T Deuerus refgaed,rvitt,yeres,and reTozed muche the 
Komatne Emppꝛe from the decay that it was fallen in 
by his pꝛedetceſſours tyme,pzoſpered much in his war⸗ 
res, and dyed in the citee of Pozke : where (it is wzyr- 
ten) he made a dycbe wyth a walle full of toures and 
baſtilions from one ſea to the other. 132 miles of length

nable a man of linpnge , that after he had tryed all the 
Wales of carnall vice, he cauſed hys owne members to 
be cut of, in hope to chaunge hys kynde, Mherkoꝛe hys 
owne ſouldiours ſlewe him, dꝛewe his carcaſſe a longe

25 Alexander Seuerus reigned. riii.peres, ful of vertue 
and good gauernaunce:but becauſe he was ſenere in 
punyſchynge hys ſouldyours offences,they rebelled a⸗ 
gapnſte him, and ſlewe him. 

26 Paximiaus reygned. ili.yeres, and becauſe he was 
created of the armie, without the Senatours conſente, 
therfo2e did the ſenate oꝛdeine new emperours again

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hym,ſo that his owne ſouldiours ſlewe him, 
Goꝛdianus reigned, vi.peres, and pꝛoſpered much in 
his warres, but at laſt foz lacke of bittaples, the armie 
rebelled againſt e him, and elected his ner te ſucceſloure 
Emperour, by whoſe oꝛder Gordianus was ſlayne.

CUtrius-Gallas with his ſonne reigned. li. peares and 20 
were llaine both of theyꝛ owne army, as they were go 
yng againſte Emilianus, that than woulde haue vlur⸗ 
ped the Emppꝛe. 

Ualertanus with his ſonne Galienus, reigned. xv. pe⸗ 
res. But Valerian in the. v. pete was taken in battane oh 
againſt Sapor kynge of Perſia, who put oute his eies, 
and vſed hym alwaſes foꝛ his foote ſtote whan he went 

to hoꝛſebacke: and Galienus became ſo viciouſe, that 

he was fatne to flee from Nome, and finally was claine 

of hys owne men.

Pꝛo bus reigned.vi.peres.iiii.monethes, he recones 
35 red France, ouertame Saturninus and Proculus, that 
had made theim ſelfes Emperours, and fpnallye was 
flayne ot hys owne ſouldiours. 
Carus with his two ſonnes reigned. ii. peares, and 
3 achſened diners woꝛthy enterpꝛyſes. But his ſon Carts 
nus became lo great a tyꝛanne, and ſo vicionſe withal, 
that he was compared to Nero, and at laſt ſlayne of his 
owne ſouldyours, 
¶ Diocleſianus reſgned,xr.yeres,a greate perſecutour 
37 ol the chꝛiſtian religion, becauſe reaſon perſuaded him, 
that where as diuerſitee of opinions contynued , there 
coulde be no peace, but perill of commocyons , And 
becauſe he thonght not him ſelfe able to rule che whole 
empire alone, he foygned Maximianus with hym;and 
either of theim made a deputie, Diocleſianus toke Gas 
lerius and Maximianus toke Conffantins , Finally 
whan they had bꝛought the empire to a good ſfap.Dio⸗ 
cleſian £ Max imian both renounced their aſfates and 
became pꝛiuate, though Paximian would gladly haue 
taken it vpon him againe, to haue exalted his ſon Bax- 
entius. Wherfoze his ſonne in law Conſtantine cauſed 


hem 
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hym to be llapne. 

¶ Galerius with Conſtantius reigned together. ii. ye- 
res, and deuided the empire betwene theym : Galerius 
had the eaſt parte, and Conſtantius the weft. Conſtan⸗ 
tius, hulband to the Qacene Elepn, died in Noꝛtze, and 


Galerius, bepnge fallen ſicke, ſlew hym ſelfe , Nener- 
theleſle er he dyed Paxentius had gotten the Komaine 
ſouldiours called Pretoriani on hys parte, and ſo vſur⸗ 
ped the name of Emperoure. Againſt whom Galerius 
firlk ſent h.s capitaine Seuerns, and afterwards Lici⸗ 
nius, but they pꝛeuailed not,foz Paxentius contpnued 
til the commyng of Conſtantine to Rome, who fonghe 
with bim, and ſo dfſcomfited him, that in kleing he was 
dꝛowned in Tyber. 
Onſtantitinus the kyꝛſte, reduced the R0- 
maine aſtate to tranquilitee, and toke Licinius as 2 
compagnion in the empire: to whom he gaue hys 
owne lylkerjin maryage . But as diſcoꝛde is common 
amonge pꝛinces ſo it happened, that Licinius rebelled 
agalnſt ToTantine,and being ouercome, was depoſed, 
and(as ſome wzite)ſlayne , So that Conſtantine rey- 
g1ed alone, the tyme of whoſe repgne in all was ,rrr, 


veres and. r. monethes. He was conuerted to the Ch2i- 21 


ſtian fapth by biſſhoppe Silueſter, vnto whome (as the 
clergie holde opinion) he gaue his royal ſeate in Rome, 
lwyth àuctozitee to vſe all the impervall rptes and ho⸗ 
nours, and made him head of the Chꝛiſtian church: and 
thervpon remoued his impertall ſeate from Rome to 
Co iſtantinople:whych citee he than had newly reedift- 
ed .

gods were fallen on theim: lo that many doubted whe- 
ther it were good to beleue oꝛ not, But ſurely,the remo 
uyng of the (mperyal ſeate from rome to Conſtantino⸗ 
ple, was the greateſt occaſton ofthe Komatine emppꝛes 
| decape. Fo2 whan the emperours beganne to dwel in 
. — Greece, and to leaue Italp, now and than deulding the 
| 70 emppꝛe, one to rule in the ozient, and an other in the oc⸗ 
cident, theyꝛ auncient reputaciõ declined ſo much, that 
theyꝛ owne pꝛiuate capitaines enterpꝛyſed many times 
not onelp to rebel, but alſo ta vſurpe the name of empe⸗ 
rours. Bp reaſon whereofit came to palle , that with⸗ 
in the ſpace of,80,yeres there entred,vit, fraunge kin- 
ges into Italie, with ſo puſſſaunt armies, that they put 
eyther the whole conntrey,oz at leaſt a great part ther- 
of co ſwooꝛde and fp2e, 
Y 2if Alaricus, kynge of the Gothes befoze named, 
412 : Pans he had gotten rome by ſuch fampne,that ma⸗ 
ny mothers did eate theyꝛ owne chtldzen,ouerrine 
all Campaigne, the realme of Naples, and the lande of 


Brurii,and finally dyed in the eiter of Colenza, 
| After 
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C Afcer whom ſaccededhis kynſman A thaulſus, that 
marled Placidia ſiſfer ofthe emperour Honoztus, taken 
amonge the pꝛiſoners of Rome, ſo wiſe a woman , that 
whan hir huſbante folowpng the trade of Alaricus, de⸗ 
termined to goe to Nome, and to raſe it to the earth, ſhe 
with faire wozdes diſſuade d hym, and bꝛoughte hym to 
acco2de with hir bꝛother, in ſuche wple that thꝛoughe 
the emperours pꝛocuremente, he with all his nacyon of 
Gothes lefte Jealye , and wente to conquere Spapne, 
where inthe citee of Barcelona he was of hys owne 
folke traiteroully ſlapne, 

The ſecond was Avila kyng of the Hunes, who with » 
an infinfre number of peopleentred into Italy, end put 445 
tynge all to fyꝛe and ſwooꝛde, paſſed ouer the countrexg 
now called Lumbardy vnta the A ppenine hillꝰ, and 
as farre as Flozence,whiche he raſed to the earth, not 
wichſkandynge it was pelded bnco hym wythoute reſf- 
Tence,But finally as he was goynge to Nome, enten⸗ 
dyng to do likewiſe there; Leo the firſte, than byſhopof 
the lame, met him by the way, and ſo entreated hem, that 
tealyng from further crueltee, he wythdꝛewe hym and 
all his into Hungarye, where not longe after he died ol 
à ſodeine death. 
CThirdlie Genſericus entred into Italie with a great 2 
number of Uandales thꝛough this occaſpon. 

Theodoſius the. li.aſligned his couſen Valentinian 
to rule the weaſt parte of the empire , who died wychin 
fewe peares:ſo that Paximianus a Nomapne, by foꝛce 
toke on him the occidẽtal empire, and meried Eudoſſa 
late wife of the ſame Valẽtinian:who diſdeining thys 
Maximian, pꝛactiſed ſecretly with Genſerfens then rei⸗

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gning in Atkrica, did ſo muche, that he came to Nome, 
toke it by koꝛce, ſlewe Maximian , ſpopled and burned 
the citee, and kinallie foz a woꝛthy reward, led Cudoſſa 
and hir doughter pꝛyſoners wyth hym at hys retourne 
into Atkrike. 
Che fourth was Biorgus kyng of the Alani, after- 
4 wardes called Alemani, who entred into Italie by the 
463 way of Trent, onerranne all Iſtria, La Parca Tri- 
uiſana, and a greate parte of Lumbardye, till at laſt by 
Seuerianus one of the Emperours capitaines, he was 
fought withall, ſlayne and his hoſt diſcomkpted. 
5 ¶ Che. v. was Odoacrus kyng of the Eruli, that ſome- 
471 time were of the coũtrey of Valachia bepond the riuer 
of Danubie, who with an infinite number of m# twiſe 
in. xillt, yere ouerranall Jcalte,callyng him ſelfe kynge 
therof,tyl the Emperoure Zenon ſence T heodoricus 
king of the Gothes againſt bim,who fought with him, 
dyſcomfited all his hoſte, and finally flewe hym. 
6 The. vi. was this Theodoricus hym felfe, who by the 
481 Emperoure Zenon was inueffed kyngeof Jtalve , in 
the title wherof be cauled muche ſlaughter and deſtruc⸗ 
tion er euer he vanqulſſhed Odoacrus , but at laſte he 
eſtabliſched his royall le ate in Rauenna, where he ret- 
gned. q. peres, and dped of the flure leaupnge bebyndc 
hy:n a perpetuall fame ofhis wozthpneſfe and vercne, 
Che. vii. was Gundebalde kpnge of Boꝛgopne, who 
2 with a great multytude paſſed the Alpes, ouerranne a 
great parte of Lumbardie, and wpth an infinpte num⸗ 
ber of pꝛiſoners, and a wonderfull pꝛape of richeſſe re⸗ 
turned into his owne countrey. 
Howe pe ſhall vaderſfande, that after Theodoriche 
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was made kyng of Italp by the emperours conſent, his | 
doughter Amalaſuntha folowed in ſucceſſiũ of the do- 
minio n, who after the death of hir owne ſon Atalari⸗ 
cus,accepted hir couſin Theodat? foꝛ compantõ in hir 
kyngdome, but he rendzing yll foz good, found meanes 
not onelpe to exile hir, but alſo to make hir dye: to the 
entente he myght repgne alone , Which bnkind dea- 
lyng ſo muche offended his owne Cothiſh nacton, that 
they elected another kynge in Nome, named V itigius, 
who ſhoztlie cauſed Theodatus to be ſlafne by treaſon, 
and pet he hym ſelfe pzoſpered not longe after. Foz 
er be had fully reigned. v. yeres, Belliſarius, a capitaine 
ſent by the emperour Iuſtinian, recouered al Italy, be⸗ 
ſieged Vitigius in Rauenna, and finally toke him pꝛi⸗ 
ſoner, and ſo led him to Conſtantinople. 
WMhan the Gothes had a litel renewed their ſtrength, 
they made Totila theyꝛ king ouerranne all Italp, and 542 
twile toke the citee of rome by foꝛce, reigning ouer the 
whole tountrey.ix.peares, till Narſes, an other of the 
emperours capitaines came puiſſdtly into Lumbardy, 
and in a ſoze foughten battaple ſlewe Lotila, wyth a 
greate number of hys nacyn. 
C Notwtthfandinge that dyſcoumffeure the Gothes a 553 
kreſſhe choſe thetm another kyng, called Leia, a verale 
vallaunt man, that wonderfully defended bis domini⸗ 
on againſte the power of Narſes:but finally in plapne 
battaile Narſes ſlew hym, and ſo diſconmfited hys ar⸗ 
mye , that the Gothes were conffreigned to ſubmytte 
theim ſelfes vnto the emperours obeiſaunce, and from 
that tyme foozth(bepnge boꝛne of two oz thꝛee deſcen⸗ 
tes in Italpe) they were no moze knowen foz Gothes,

¶ A meruailouſe mattter to ſee the inſtabiiitce of theſe 
woꝛldely thynges:that the Romaine emppꝛe, whyche 
ſo man peres befoze had triumphed tn ryches 4 welth 
ouer the whole woꝛlde, ſhould now be {ubtecte vnto all 
calamitee and affliction . Rome it ſelfe , (iff, tymes 
taken by fozce within the ſpace of.14-0,yeares,the wal⸗ 
les in many plates thꝛowẽ to the earth, the ineſtimable 
goodly buildinges of temples and palatces burned and 
ſpoyled,the infinite creaſures of money, ie welle s, and 
other oꝛnamentꝭ put to ſacke, oꝛ hidde bnder the groũd 
by the owners, where it could neuer be founde: neither 
man woman no? childe ſpared of the cnemycs farionuſe 
ſwooꝛde, and finallye bzought co that caſe, that it was 


moꝛe chan an whole pere deſolate without any creature 


to dwel in it, other then the wplde beaffes . And not 
Rome alone, but alſo the moſte parte of all the notable 
citees of Italie were thus afflicted foz the tpme. 

C But whan the Gothiſh nacion was thus ſubdued, J- 
talie retutned to the obedience of che empyze, and was 
gouerned by the fozenamed.Narſes,bp the ſpatce ol. 17. 
prres, til after the death of the emperour luſtinian, lu⸗ 
ſtine the ſecounde of that name ſucceded , whoſe wy fe 


566 Sophia, thozough inffigacts of ſome gentilmen of the 


coart(chat enuted the vertue 4 glozp of Narces,) kend- 
led hir houſbandthecmpcrour ſo muche, that he reus⸗ 
ked Narſes from the rule of Italp, with infurious woz- 
des of the empꝛeſle, that had boſted, ſhe would ſet hym a 


mongeſt hir women to ſpinne and to make cloth, whi⸗ 
che 
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che the ſayde was meeter fo: hym than to rule luche 
a countrep , But the noble here of Narſes conceiued 
ſogreate an vnkyndneſſe of this, that ( after he had an- 
ſweared hir ) he woulde ſpinne luche a clothe, as nother 
ſhe noꝛ hir vile houſbande ſhould be hable to weare out, 
he ſecretly ſet into Pannonia to alboinus king of the 
Kongobardi, now called Lumbarves, erhoztinge him 
to come into Jtalic:howe be it, ere he came, Narſes re- 
pented hym, and did what he could co haue lected it: but 
as he trauaſled therin ( being come to Rome with John 
the thyꝛde biſſhop of the ſame, hauyng now delayed the 
Lumbardes coming a few peres, he died, had his body 
caried to Conftactnople,+ there was honozably buried. 
¶ This Narles with Belliſarius befoze named, were 
two of the nobleſt capitaines that euer ſerued the Ko- 
mapne Emperours. 
Incontinentip after the death of Narſes, the fozena- 5 69 
med Alboinus, with an inkynite number of men wo⸗ 
men and childern, entred into Italy, x occupped all the 
countrey betwene the Alpes + the Appenine hylles, 
nampng it after theyꝛ name Lumbardp. And notwith⸗ 
ſranding that the emperours foz the ſpace of., 80. peres 
made continuall warres agaynſt theym bp thepz gene- 
ralles, whom thei called Exarkes, yet could they neuer 
la avate and banquithe the glozie of thoſe Lumbardes, 
bat that ſometimes they wolde right wel be reuenged, 
fo that in effecte they reigned ouer Lum hardye aboue, 
200. pęres, tyl the coming of Charlemaine, who in fa 
uour of the Ro mapne biſhops, warredagaſuſt Deſides >rppering, 
rins laſt kyng ol the layde Lumbardez,toke and led de 
him pzifoner into Fraunce.

Romoaldus ſonne to the king Grimoaldus was than 
within Beneuento, and valtaũtly defended the citee a⸗ 
gainft the Greekes,fending woꝛde by a foſter father of 
his named Genſualdus,vnto bys father, that vnicſic 
be wolde ſhoꝛtly ſende ſuccours, the citee muſt needes 
be taken. Genſualde did his meage, and reteurnyng 
wyth anſweare was taken of che enemies, and bzoughe 
befoze the emperour. Where bepnge ſtraigbtly eramp- 
ned, he confefſed,that Cirimoalde withal the power of 
Lumbardy wasdeparied from Paula, t came to repſe 
the ſiege : and that he hym ſelfe was the meſſenger of 
hys commpng.Wherfoze the emperour hoping incon⸗ 
tinently to haue the towne, and ſo to departe befoze the 
tomyng of Grimoalde, parteiy with thꝛetenynge, and 
partly with fayze offers, perſuaded Cienſualde, that be-

alde,how his father chzough other buſinefe of impoꝛ⸗ 
taunce coulde not chan ſuccoure hum.

the riuer of Telino,he was dꝛowne d, by reaſon be had 
ouerladen him ſelfe with golde.

ThisZxarke paſſing by Nome, came to Rauenna, and

Rontinus wziteth, that fe2 the ſpace of 441, peres 
after the edifleacion of Rome, the Romaſnes bſed 
none other but che water of 'T yber, oz of ſuch wels 
les and ſpꝛinges as were founde within the citee , But 
from the tyme of Appius Claudius they haue had ſo 
much water bzought by coduſtes bpon arches,thzough 
the mountaſnes,and ſome bnder ground, that no cfcee 
ok all the woꝛlde conlde be better ſerned . And the 
maner was this ,Whan they had taken a ſpꝛyng, and 
had b;zonght the water of it to the citee, than was there 
a place made to receſne it, cleſed about with walles like 
a caffel;from the lohiche, pypes were laied to ſerue aſ⸗ 
well che common people in the open ffretes, as alſo the 
nobility,and ſuch as were hable to haue water in their 
owne houſes, And ſo(as Strabo wiiteth ) it ſemed that 
riuers ranne habonndauntly cth2ough che citee, and als 
moſt euer houſe had chanelles and conduites with cez 
ſernes to pꝛeſerue the water. Foz Marcus Agrippa 
in one pere cauſed,700,pondes,105,fountaſgnes,and 
130.caſels to be made, beſides a number of other good 
ly edifices foz the maintenaunce of theſe freſh waters:

Aqua Claudia was bought. 35. miles from. ii. foun⸗ 
tatnes Ceruleus, and Curtius, part of the wape vpon 
wonderful arches of ſquare fone, whiche are yet to be 
ſeene bothe within and many miles without the citee. 
Plinie ſaieth, that the conueighaunte of chis water did 
cot. s. thsuſande Sextertia, whiche make aboue, lr. 
thouſand talentes, and rekenpng enery talent at. 130. li. 
ſterlyng( whiche J.thinke was the leaſt che ſumme as 
mounteth to. vil. millions and. viii. hundzed thouſands 
poundes of oure money: whiche as it ſeemeth a ſumme 
{mpoſſible to be gathered together, and moe incredible 
to be ſpent in one woꝛke, ſo is the ma ieſtee of that buil- 
dyng wonderkul, that in maner J am abaſched to wzite 
the trouth theredt, toꝛ J-woulde nat haue beleued it my 
telle, it had nat ſeene it. and Frontinus walretb;thas 
theſe arches tn ſome places were.109:foote high.

than by lande. Foz the which theſe Naumachie were 
made, ſpeciallie foz the triumphynge dayes,whan they 
bſed to fight (hip with ſhip, and whan allo on the lande 
the hozſemen ſhoulde be pꝛouynge of they? ſtrengthes. 
Do that in one ſpectacle you ſhoulde behold the feates 
ok armes both by ſea and lande, as moſt commonlpe in 
Circulo maximo it was wont to be. But at this daye 
there ſcarcelyeappeareth anpe ſigne oꝛ token of thoſe 
pondes, ſaue that enezp man there can tell where ſome 
of them haue ben: as that befoze the fronte of Palazzo 
maggiore, an other vnder Monte de glihortuli,and 
one of Neros in theUaticane, Foz now thoꝛough lacke 
of water, ſens the decate of the conduite s, they are be- 
come dꝛie ground, and conuerted into gardelas, paſtu⸗ 
res, and other vſes.

C There haue been many of theſe arches, but at thys 
date. iiii.onely are to be knowen, that is to wete of Cõ⸗ 
ſtantine, ot Titus, of Seuerus, and of Domitian. 
The firſt of Conſtantine ſtandeth on the tozner of the 
hil Palatinus, a littie beſides Coliſeo, and is yet mete⸗ 
ly fapze to beholde, were it not that the fine carued fy- 
gures on both ſides wzought in the harde marble , are 


battered,and almoſt defaced by the weather. 


The nert of Titus and Veſpaſianus, is in the middef 
of the way called Sacra, wherein maye be ſeene the re⸗ 


| pzeſentacton of the chariotte of triumpbe, with the, rif, 


ſergeannces on the one ſyde, on the other the lpoples 


of lerufalem, that is tu were the golden candelſticke of 
ſeuen bꝛaunebes, tbs two tables ol Poyſes, the gol⸗ 
den table and befſell of the Temple, with dyuers other 


thynges: whiche as loſeph wziteth, were lated bppe in 
the cemple of peace. 
The arche of Septimius Senerus ſtandeth in the olde 


market place, nowe called Piazza Romana, at the 


koote at C ampidoglio: and this is the fay2elt of all the 
other,hantng finely grauen on both ſtdes the repꝛelen⸗ 
ractons ot his batratles and virtoztes , aſwell by ſea,as 
by lande, wyth the tytle in kayꝛe Romapne letters , to 
whom it was dedicated, |

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Finally in the wape Flaminia, harde by the churche of 
ſaince Laurence in Lucina, is the arche of Domitian 


thyng of beautfe comparable to any of the reſt. 

¶ Cheſe arches are as it were gatehouſes to paſſe tho⸗ 
rougbe, but the fineCe of the marble,4 curious wozke- 
manlhippe ſheweth wel, that they were erceding ſump⸗ 
tuouſe, and moze beautifull than anye other kynde of 
bulldynge.

Ike as the Nomaines in theyz warres, triumphes 
and bulldynges exceaded all other nacions of the 
' wozld;zeven ſo did they in their feaſtes and ſpecta⸗ 


cles:that is co wete in their plaies and ſſghtes deupled - 


fo2 pleaſure and recreaeion. | 

One while they recited camedies, an other while they 
bſed diuers loũdes of inſtrumentẽto the Pandomimo, 
who was one that with ſignes woulde counterfapte all 
maner of men, and declare his conceite as euſdently, as 
if be ſhoulde haue ſpoken, Sometyme they had a num⸗ 
ber of wilde beaffes bzonght in, as Clephantes,Lions 
Tygres,and other like, againſt whome, men that were 
either condemned to death taken in the warr?,oz foole- 
bardle ſelowes thervnto hyꝛed, ſhoulde be put co fight; 
and tozen to peeces, vnleſſe their chaunce were won- 
derkul, Sometyme againe the matffers of fence wyth 
thep2 ſcholers, and many tymes the ſouldiours, would 


enter wich they ſharpe looo des, and there kyl ont an 


te trie theim leltes valyaunt Sometyme they 
'D, if, wꝛaſt⸗

as they ſaye: and is now called L arco di Tripoli, no- 
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wꝛaſtled, ſometime they luſted, ſometime they fought 
as it were in plapne battaple, aſwell by water as by 
lande, with other lyke paſſymes to longe here to re⸗ 
berſe, 

¶ To beholde theſe thinges , at the begynnyng euerye 
man toke ſuche place as he could get, but in pzoceſſe of 
peres whan chey2 common wealth flouriſhed, than they 
deuſded certaine ſkaffolds of boꝛde, with grices oz ſfep- 
pes one aboue another, and faſfened theim on greate 
beames made after the fozme of an halfe circle, foz the 
commoditee of the moze number of people to ſit vpon. 
Whereof Plinie ſaieth thus: Beholde the people Con-

„ they that ouerthzowe realmes and nacions , geue lawe

„ This engine of tymber was called T heatre,and the 
cheatrum ffrſk that ener made any in Rome was Marcus Scau- 
5 rus, whole Theatre receiued fonreſcoze thouſand per- 

ſons, t ſerued fo2.30,dafes only, But to eaſe the greate 
charges that the bulldinge of ſuche J heatres required 
from time to time, Pompeius buylded one of ſquare 
ſtone, ſufficſent foz.80,thouſand perſons:which Thea, 
tre Nero at the receſuing of Tridates kinge of At me⸗ 
nie, tauſed '0 be gilte cleane oner in a dale. 
¶ San of theſe I heatres haue ben in Rome , but the 
moſt notable were theſe fif,of Pompeius, of Parcellus 
and of Cornelius Balbus: of which there remaſgneth 
ſo liile memozte at this dap, that almoſt no man can tel 
| N where 
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where they ſkode. 

Finally the Amphitheatre, now called Coliſeo, is pet 
ſcandyng, one ofthe perfecteff co be ſeen amongeſte all 
the antlquitees of Rome, and map in deede be accomp⸗ 
ted one of the wonders of the wozlde, Fo2 though parte 
bol it be alreadie fallen downe , and the reffe decaiynge 
dailp,yer is it not ſo defaced, but that pon mape ſce per⸗ 
kectelle, what it bathe been, aſwell foz the meruaplouſe 
peight, greate circuite, and fayze ſlone:as alſo foz the 
excellent wozkemanthip and p2opozcton , It fs rounde 
bothe without and within, krom the ground within vp⸗ 
wardes, it riſeth vnifoꝛmeip one feppe aboue an other 
ſtaſer wiſe to a very great hefght:ſo that to beholde the 
ſhewe in the bottome, whiche JF thinke is abone , 300, 
yardes in compaſſe,there might ſitte an hundzed thou⸗ 
ſande perſons at theyꝛ eaſe , And becauſe they vſed to 
grauel the grounde, whan any greate paſtime ſhoulde 
be, there foꝛe in the latine tounge ſome aucthours haue 
called it Arena: notwithſtandinge they haue knowen | 
the name to be Amphitheatrum, which ſignificth two 
Theatres ioygned togethers,and aſrer moſt opinions 
this Amphitheatre was builded by Veſpaſian and 
hys ſonne Titus. 

There is alſo an other Amphitheatre pet to he ſeen, 
edified by Statilius Taurus: but it is ſo decaied, that it 
ſcarcely de ſerueth to be ſpoken of,

pozcton, Where is the pozche of Nero,that Tranquil⸗ 
lus wziteth, extended fozthe ryght. ili.thouſande paces4 
where be the pozches of Liuia, of Octauius, and of his 
ſyſter Octauia, ot Pom peius, of Severus,and of mas 
ny others: Amongeſt all of that ſoꝛt there is but one re⸗ 
maignynge, whiche ſtandeth befoze the doze of the tem⸗ 
ple Pantheon, ſituate on,xvi,wonderfull fapze pillers

Ok Temples. 


He temple sf Pantheon is the perſectes of al the 
antiquitees , and ffandecz whole bnto thys daye. 
It is round, and hath but one gate to enter in at: 
the dooꝛes wherof are of bʒaſſe, verp great and antſke. 
The circutte within fozth is very large, and the hetghs 
pꝛopoꝛcionable. The roofe is all baulted like the halfe 
of an egge,of ſo greate compaſſe,that it is a wonder to 
behoide;and in the berie toppe is agreate rounde hole, 
th2ongh whlche the temple recetueth lyghte. F02 other 


Eon it hath none, and pet is the light ſo much, that 
. 
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ik all the ſides were made in wyndowes, ſt coulde gene 
no moꝛe:bnder the which in the middeſt cf the flooze is 
ſich holow pzouſſion made, that the raine paſſeth away 
wpthour offendynge the eie oz the place , Finallye the 
walies are furniſſhed round aboute with fatre marble, 
and a noumber of goodly ptllers;ſo that the temple be- 
png old, is pet thought goodlier than anp new bufiving rm. 
that can be found, and is now called Santa Maria Ro⸗ 
tonda. 
Panp other temples haue ben in Rome that foz the 
moſt part are likewiſe conue rted into churches, which 
to deſcriue ſhoulde be an endleſle mozke , But becauſe 
ok the alteracion and rupne that eyme hath wzoughte, 
they: trewe antiquftee cannot be declared: Wl herefoze 
JF wyl ſhew where ſome ſfode,and into what churches 
ſome other haue ben connerted, Templunt 
The auncfent temple of Romulus is now called San Romuu. 
Coſmoe Damiano, not much vnlike the butldynge of 
Pantheon, with the pozche befoze , and the gates lyke- 
wyle of bꝛaſſe. : 
C The ruine ot the Temple of peace, whyche was the T. Pacis. 
beautitulleſt and richeſt ok al the woꝛld, is pet to be ſcen 
betwene Palazzo and Exquilie, 
CThe temple of Janus, whiche was neuer open but in T. Jant 
time of warre, was nere brito the churche nowe called 
San Georgio in Velabro, 
—.— mor of Iſis is nowe called, Santa Maria in T.Ifidis 

¶ The Temple ot Minerua is nowe a honſe of friers æ. Mi 
called Santa Maria Sopra la Minerua. T. Pous⸗ 
¶ And the temple ot Pallas was in the place befoze the vs, 

pos⸗ 
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pozche of Fauſtina, now called Pallara, | 
¶ as foz the temples of Foꝛtune and Concoꝛde, which 

were many, beſides a noumber of temples dedicated to 
the other Goddes and Goddeſſes „there is none nowe

T ſhalb2 neceſſarp to declare, that there be, til. kinde 
of pyllers, rounde, ſquare, and ſtriped. 
¶ Theſe are alwaies of one peece, and the chapiter of 
the piller called in latine Epiſtylium, is the ſtone that 
fttadech on the toppe of the pyller, like as the baſe called 
Baſis in latine, is the fone that the piller ſtandeth on, 
¶ Ot wbiche baſes therebe. iii. ſundzy facions, Ionici, 
Dorici, Italici, t Corinthij, o: Tuſculani, as Vitru- 
uius wzfteth, Wheſe kyndes of pyllers were ſo common 
amongeſt the Romapnes, that almoſt he was no man, 
that had not a number of pillers in his honſe,of white, 
red, oꝛ diuers coloured marble, oꝛ of poꝛphpꝛie, oz other 
like riche Fonetfoz the grap is not accoumpted marble 
in Italie, but grape cone. So that to conſider the in⸗ 
finite number of theſe pyllers that were in Rome and 
that pet amongeſde the olde ruines are to bee ſcene, it 
ſeemeth a wonder where they ſhould be had, and what a 
treaſure they coſte , Foz J haue ſcene dyuers almoſt 
two fathome abonte, and aboue. 40. foote hyghe. And 
nothynge moze earneitly beſpzed J, than to ſee ſome of 
thoſe wonderkall temples oz edifices bppon pyllers in 
they: olde facton , with the pzeſence of ſome of thoſe 


aũciẽt Romaines, that with their naked maieſtee durſt 
palle 
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paſſe thꝛough the power of they; bictozfous ennemies, 
as Liuie wziteth, that Caius Fabius dyd, when the 
frenchemen had gotten Rome, and beſleged the Capl⸗ 
tol. But to my purpoſe. | 
CBeſides theſe pillers of one fone they vſedin Nome Structucs 
certapne pyllers called Structiles, that were made of 
dyners ſfones . Theſe were dedicated co the perpetual 
memoꝛie of the wooꝛthie emperours, as the two that 
yer and doe wel witnelle. 
Che tone is called the piller of Traiane, whyche is olumme 
123, foote hyghe, and hathe a ſtaier of. 185. ſteppes wpth- Craiana 
inkoozth, whereby J haue gone to the toppe , It hath 
4. little wyndowes that geue light inwarde, and is alt 
of white marble, ſo wel! and finelye grauen, wyth the 
fozies ot all Trafans warres + victoꝛies, that it ſhould 
ſeeme impollible to peincte a thyng better. 

The other piller dedicate vnto Antonius Pius, mu⸗ 
che after the ſame ſoꝛte, hath his warres and dooynges 
ſet fooꝛthe in figures grauen, and is. 63. foote hygher, 
but mache moze decated than Tratanes piller:foz it is 
clefce almoſfe from the toppe to the baſe, ſo that if it be 
not looked vnto the ſooner (as J thynke it ſhall not) it 
muſt needes fall. | 

There was ſuche an other piller made all of poꝛphi⸗ 
rie, which Conſtantine toke downe,and caried to Co- 
ſtantinople , Beſvdes diners other pillers, as one of 
Cæſar, another called ꝙilliariũ aureum ꝙꝓ nia, and 
Lactaria, and many moe, wherof no parte remaigneth 
now that can be knowen,

42. ſmal 
CTheſe Dbeliſkes were fyꝛſt inuented by the Aegipti⸗ 
ans, and dedicated to the ſon, not onely becauſe it hathe 
the iikenefſe of the ſonne beame, but alſo becauſe they 
bſed by the ſhadow therof co trie divers concluſions of 
Afrronomfe,and ſpectallye the houres of the day:as by 


CAnd a wonder ft is co thinke, what an vnreaſonable 
enterpziſe it was to digge one of them ont of the monn- 
taine, ſeeing it could not be had but by cuttyng awape 
all che grounde and rocke abone it. 

¶ In effecte there is but one of theim ſtandyng, lohych 
is in the Vaticane, on the ſouthſyde of ſaincte Peters

ſacrifices, And where as Liuie wziteth, that Remus 
was buried in the hil Auentine,wherof it was named 
RKRemuria, it is maniſeſt, that this Pyramides was not 
his ſepulehze, foꝛ it Fandeth in the playne , and in the 
berp wall of the citee,betwene the gate of San Paolo, 
and the hill Teſtacchio. The facion of it is lyke vnro a 
-popnted dyamant, and is made of ſquare ſtone, ſo great 
at the foote,that aſcendyng bnifozmely to the top, it is 
bigher than any towze of the wall. 
In tde high wales without the citee ſpectally Flamis 
nia, Salaria, : Appia be manp like ſeene of muche lefſe 
quantitee: But foz the moſt part they axe either decaies 
o2 decaiyng. Like as the Cimiteri, which were vaultes 
bnder earth, that ſerued ol later tyme foz Chꝛiſtian ſe⸗ 
pultures, whiche with other like kind al buildynges, by 
pꝛoceſſe of peres are wozen and come to naught, .

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¶ Ok Coloſſes and images. 


Oloſſus ſignifieth an vnreaſonable great image 

ſuch as that of Apollo, that was bzonght out of 

Apollonia in Ponto, t ſet in the Capitol, whole 
height was. xxx. cubites. Oꝛ that of lupiter in Campo 
Martio, commonlpe called Pompeianus , But aboue 
all that euer were,the Coloſſe at Rodes erceded, Foz 
it was. o.cubites highe, and ſo pzopozcionate to that 
heighte, that liynge on the tarthe( after it was ſhaken 
downe by an earthquake )fewe men could embzace one 
of the fingers, and manye of the holowe places in the 
tofntes,ſeemed valeis oz deepe bottomes: ſo that it is 
witten, the Saraſines after they had gotten Rodes, 
laded aboue, 900, Camelles with the bzaſſe that they 
pyked out of that Coloſle, 
E Nero canſed one to be made ol, 120. foote high to his 
owne likeneſſe,and ſette it in the poꝛche of hys golden 
houſe, whiche afterwardes was remoued thenſe bnto 
the Amphitheatre,and therof it is thought it toke the 
name of C oliſeo, 

Finally J can find no moze of theſe Coloſsi whole at 
this day, but one head, one hand, and a foote, that ite be- 
koꝛe the dozes of the Conſeruatori in the Capitol. 

It is true that in manye places of Rome are ſeen won⸗ 
derkul peeces of marble, that ſhould ſeeme to haue been 
mem bꝛes of choſe Coloſsi:but they are in maner cleane 
defaced. 

CLizewylſe of che excellent images, bothe of bzaſſe and 
marble,aſwellof men as of hozſe,many peeces pet re- 
-ma'gne:tyoughe ſcarcelye woozth the name of good J- 
mages,

mages, as they appeare nowe, 

¶ Fuluius wꝛiteth, that there were in Nome. 24. hoꝛſes 
of bꝛaſſe gilte, and. 114. of Juozie, beſpdes a number of 
mens images on hozibacke and on feote of marble and 
other mattler , But of all theſe there are nowe none 
to be ſeene, ſauing one ofbzalſe on hozſebacke at Saint 
John Lateranes, whiche ſome aſcribe taco Marcus 
Aurelius Antoninus,fome to Lucius Verus,x ſeme 
to Seuerus: and an other there is in the Capitol calicd, 
II gran Villano. 

In deede there be diuers bodyes without heades, J 
tdinke becauſe ſome ſfraunger delitinge in thoſe anti⸗ 
quitees, haue bꝛoken of the heades to carte them awap. 
Amongeſt all other Conſtantius, ſonne of Conſtan⸗ 
tine, being come out of Greece to ſee Rome:and arri⸗ 
uyng in the ſfrete called Forum Traiani, teſled all as 
maſed to beholde the wonderfull besutie thereok: and 
deſpay2yng with him ſelfe to be hable to bꝛing to paſſe 
any of thoſe thynges that were befo:e bis eic s, ſaid he 
woulde ſee; whether he could make ſuch an other ho2(s 
of bzaſſe as was there bnder Tratane in the middeſt of 
the markette place. MNhervnto one cf bis ſkilfull men 
pꝛeſent, named Ormiſda, aunſwered, that he were bed 
fyʒlt to make ſuche an other fable to put bys hozſe in. 
And ik emperours theim ſelfes haue mernaifed at theſe 
thynges,whp ſhoulde not otter men wonder at theim? 


Of the hill Teſtacchio. 


| F the common repozte be true, this hill is one of 
the notableſt chinges amongefte the antiquytecs of 
J. Iii. Ne. ne: 


The deſcription 


Rome:becanſe(as they ſape)the Romaines ozdepned, 
that all tributes, which were bzought perely to Nome, 
ſhould be laied in pottes made of the earth of the coun⸗ 
treys from whens it came, whiche pattes after the mo⸗ 
ney was pated,ſhuld be bꝛought to the place where this 
hill lleth, there to be bzoken and remaigne on an heape 
foꝛ a perpetuall memoꝛy of the Romaine emppꝛe. And 
beynge well conlidered, it ſhall appeare, that there can 
be no deuiſe lyke vnto this, to haue a thyng endure foz 
ener, Foz if the hil had been made of any matter wozth 
the tariyng awap, it ſhould haue been ſpopled longe er 
this time: but becauſe there is nothyng to be gotcen,ſa- 
uing potſhardes, therfoze it remaſgneth whole as none 
other antiquitee dooech, And although learned men 
allow not this vulgare opiniò, thinking it hath growen 
rather of the bzoken pottes, that haue ben thzowen out 


of the. bil. colledge of potters, founded by Numa Pom- 


pilius, yet beholdynge adulſedlye the place, whereon it 
ſtandeth, beyng the fapzelf plaine within the walles of 
Rome, me ſemerh it halfe incredible, that the Romains 
would ſaffer ſo fapʒe a ground to be occupied with pot⸗ 
chardes: bnleſſe there were ſome further purpoſe in it, 
than J can imagine. Foz the hill is little lacke of halfe 
a mile compaſſe,hygher a great deale chan any toure in 
the towne wall, and lo eaſte to get bp on euerp ſide, that 
A haue ridden vp at the one end, and downe at the other 
and pet is the earthe of it ſo thynne , that diggynge. iti. 
pnezes deepe,you ſhal finds porſhardes,

they tie two bulles to the tayle of a carte, and ſo dzyue 
the carte from the toppe of 'Teſtacchio downe into the 
plapne, and he that fyꝛſt can take the carte and bulles, 
ſhall haue theim: But ik the balles bꝛeake loſe, as many 
times they dode, they make foule wozke amongeſte the 
people er thep be taken, ſo that ſometimes thei are faine 
to kyl theim.

fo:ce of the place and frong foundacion, thei conuerted 
it to a foztreſſe,and haue edified many goodly lodgein⸗ 
ges vpon it, ſo chat ofcentymes the byſhop hym ſelfe li⸗ 
eth in it, and kepeth his court there.

of Rome:by aucthozitee whereof the Romaine biſhops 
bane taken vpon theim the imperlal veſtementes, ma⸗ 
teſfee, commaundementes and dompnyon ouer ſom⸗ 
countreps.

hym ont of Rome. But ere he had fullpe been awape. x. 
monethes the Emperoure dped, and than retourned he 
from exile, 

CLiberias the firffe was biſhopafter him, who by the 
power of the Arrtanes , after the connſaile holden at 
Pyllatne, was baniched, and Felix the ſecond choſen in 
dis place. But at length thzongh the empcrours diſplea 
ſare, Felix was depoſed,and Liberius reſfozed , who 
from that time fozward fauoured the Arrines, and oz⸗ 
depned that euerp biſhop ſhould be reſidence on bys be⸗ 
nefice,and applie him ſelłe to fede his flocke, 

C Damaſus ſucceded Liberius, who contented with 
Urciſinꝰ, one of the decons of the church, that was ltke= 
wiſe elected bnto the biſhopꝛike. Foz the Romatnes at 
that time were diuided ints ſectes,ſo that a number of 
either ſide were ſlaine, but finally Damaſus pzenailed, 
and Vrciſinus was confyned to Naples, 

This Damaſus was afcerward? accuſed of adulterpe: 
and cherfoze called. 40. biſhops together, and clerpnge 


dim ſelfe of the crime, not onelp puniſhed his accuſers, 
but alſo made a decree,Sub pœna tallionis,that none

of the accuſacion, in caſehs pʒouet it not. 
¶ Ar this time lyned ſainct Hierome, that than hadde 
newly tranſlated the bible out of Hebzue into the La- Hicreme, 
tine tonge, and had ſet it fozthe tothe edpficacion of the 
churche, which befoze had none other but the. 70. inter 
pꝛetours. 
CSyritius was the next biſhop, in whoſe tyme, the lect Orzttus. 
of the Panichees encreaſed much: ol al other moſt pe⸗ 
filent to our Chꝛiſtian religion. It beganne thozongh 
one Maneph, a Perſian boꝛne, who named hym ſelfe 
Chꝛiſt, choſe bnto him 12,apoffles,repzoned the old te⸗ 
ſtament, kolowed the new, and ſapd, that Chꝛiſt had but 
a fantaſticall and a feſgned bodye ; and with wonders 
gate hym luche creadite, that in maner all the eaſt pars 
tes were coꝛrupted with his hereſles. 
Finally Syritius, to refourme this e other like ſectes, 
called a generall counſaile in Conffantinople of, 1350, 

| biſhoppes, where theſe opinions were vninerſallp con- 
 demned:though they could not beclerelpe extinguiſhed 
many peres after. 
¶ But becauſe it apperteygneth not to mp purpoſe „to 
v2ife of ſectes and opinions, ſeyng that til the tyme of 
regorie the ſetonde, about the pere of our loꝛd.

By reaſon of whiche pꝛe⸗ 
ktrrement not log after the Romaine bichops, not one- 


ly to ze on theim the direction of al other biſhops, wpth 
graunting of Diſpenſacions, Iubilees, and Pardons, 
but alſo wold put fozthe their keete to be kiſſed of pꝛyn⸗ 
ces, vea and of Emperours theim ſelfes , as appeareth 
by the example of the emperoure Juſtinian, who ky ſled 
the feete of biſhop Conſtantine the kyꝛſt, as Platina af- 
kirmeth like as other emperours ſens haue accuſfomed 
fo dooe. But foz all chat J fpnde not, that anp byſhop 
openly contended with the Emperours tyll the time of 
this Gregozte the ſeconde. 

¶ Leo the. ſii.emperour commaunded th:oughout bys 
domimion, that all maner of images ſhoulde be cleane 
had out ol the churches foz auopdyng of Adolatrpe, but 
the molt part of the people diſalowed this oꝛdinaunce. 
Chꝛough comfoꝛt wherof this Gregozte ſo cõtended a⸗ 
gainſt it, that in moſt parts of Italp, the emperqurs of- 
ficers trecuting their pꝛined tommandemẽt in this be⸗ 
halfe, were hewẽ co peces:as þ exarke ol Rauẽna with 
hys ſon, Marinus Spatarius duke ot Rome wpth hys 
ſon,x diuers other. Anſomuch that Gregozpe not onely 
ſequeſtred from the emperours the cuſtomes and taxes 
due vnto him out of Rome and many other citees in J- 
talie, but alſo called a counſaile, and excomunicated the 
emper aur as an heritike, and leaupnge the churche in 
that aſtate died.

but was fatne to ſende to Charles Partel, than bepnge gyarcci 
chiefe ruler in Fraunce:by whoſe fapꝛe meane and en; 
treatte, the Lumbarde withdzewe hys ſiege}, the rather 
becauſe Charles Parrel had made hym his gollippe. 
And here beganne the kyzſt amitee betwene the kinges 
of Fraance and the Romaine churche. 
_ CZacharie ſucceded Gregozy,who to enereaſe the re- zacharias 
putacion of the Romaine cyurche,at the intercefſion of 
Pepine, ſonne bnto Charles Partel, than greate may- 
ſer of the Frenche kynges houſe, depoſed Chilperike 71,qgersc 
than being king, and made him a monke cloſed vp in a >ey2'c> 
cloiſter, and afcerivardes inueſted Pepine kynge of 
Fraunce, Foz which acte the hepzes of Pepine were e⸗ 
ver after earneſt freades to the Romaine See. 
CThts Zacharſe bppon occaſion wente to Narnia to

were deulded by confines, and the Greeke Emperours 
conſented to ſuffer the Frenchemen tn quyette bothe 
with the name and dominion of the Occidental empire.

C Benedicte the, viii. crowned Henry the ſeconde, em⸗ 
perour;who was the fpzſt that accozdynge to the oꝛder 
of Gregoꝛie the. v. was elected bp the pꝛincis of Germa⸗ 
nye. Some call hym Henry che fyzſte, becauſe Henrpe 
Duke of @axonie,that ſucceded Conrade, neuet came 
to Rome to be crowned.

CLeo the. ix. beyng ſent as biſhop to Rome, at the Ko- Leo,9, 
maines requeſt, that deſired the emperonr to ſend them 

a good man. mette with. ii. mõkes by the way who per- 
ſwaded hym ſo muche, that he put of his pontilſcali ha⸗ 

bite, and pztaately came to rome, ſaiyng that he repen⸗ 

ted hym to haue taken of the emperour, that which aps 
perteined to the clergies free election. Foz whyche bus 
militee the clergies embzaced hym, and ncucrchcicfſe 
made hym their biſhop. 

He made an armie againff the Kozmains,iban reig⸗

CPaſcall the. ii. fell at barpannce with the famflpe of 
Colonna in rome, by reaſon wherof, whiles he was at Paſcalis» 
the getting of Beneuento( which by the helpe of roger 
duke of Puglia he obte ined)the Coloneſi by fazce toke 
the ctowne of Caua apperteinyng to the churche , But 
the biſhop at his retourne both recouered Caua, 4 alſo 
toke from them Zagarolo, t Colonna their owne en- 
herſtaunce.

C after whan be bad pactfied moſt part af the Ftalpan 
pꝛincꝭ, hecauſe the Floꝛẽtines would neither be intrea 
ted, noꝛ rekourmed by excõmunticacion, he made warte 
a gainſt theim:and durynge the lame dycd of the ſtone. 


¶ In his tyme John Acton, with. b. oz. vt. thouſande &;, 4, 
engliſhe hoꝛſemen, ſought the aduenture of the warres Acton. 


in Atalpe, and fyꝛſt (erned the cfteſins of Piſa agepnſte 
the Floꝛentines, than the Viſconti agatuſt the church 
in whiche ſeruice he was taken pꝛiſoner, but afterwar⸗ 
des the biſhop of Rome made him his general, while ſt 
the byſhop lape in Fraunce. And than dpd John Acton 
gette the townes of Faenza 4 Bagnacana)lo,wheref 
he ſolde one to the Parques of Eſte foz226000 crow: 
nes, and the other he kept to hym ſelfe But whan the 
byſhop was come to Rome, f had not ſa rewarded him 
as he deſerued, he fozſokeithe biſhop, and was made ge⸗ 
nerall of the Flozentines. Under whome he ſerned ve⸗ 
vye hen ourablie, with ſuche a number ok oure nacton, 
both hozſemen and footemen, that all Ftalp ſeared him: 
and glad was that pzince that might reteigne him. F oz 
in all his euterpꝛiſes he behaued hym ſcife ſo wo2thy- 
Ip, that the Flozentines after His death buried him he⸗ 
nourablie in thepꝛ cathedꝛal churche, as a ſ inguler de⸗ 
kender of thepz common wealth. 1 

¶AUrbane tde. vi. was elected bp,rbit, Cardynalles, c 
whereok. xiii. were frenchmen, that woulde fapne hatte 
n a 1 of they qwne nacyon.

conchnted to this election, and did honour Urbane the

¶ The ſeaſon than waxpnge hote, thep deſp2ed lpcence 
to goe abꝛeade into the realme of Naples : whereby 
maintenaunce of Queene Johan. vill. of the frenche 
Cardinalles elected a new biſhop of their owne nactd, 
namyng him Clement the,vit, wherof folowed a greate 
Schiſme, Foz Germantie, Italie, and Þungarye, helde 7 
with Urbane, and the other realmes with r 
So that Urbane, beyng ot nature a cruel man, to 
bis party the ſtronger, called Charles Durate oute of 
Hungarie to conquere Naples from Queene Johan, 
This Clement vpon diſpleaſure depziued Charles, x 
gaue the title of the realme of Naples to Lewys Duke 
of Angtowe, who with a puiſſant armie ot frenchmen 
entred into Italie, purpoſyng not onely to expel Char⸗ 
les, but alſo to take Peters manteli from Urbane, but 
he pꝛoſpered not, F02 after he had made warre in Pug 
lia abont,rff,monethes,at laſt he was ſlaine in battaile 
WW herof Urbane wared ſo pꝛoud, that becauſe Charles 
kyng of Naples wold not conſent to make his nephew 
pꝛince of Campania,be did excommunicate him, and 
if his pawer had been equal to his will, had depoſed him 
ol hys crowne. But Charles handled the byſhop ſo 
Sand aus ſkrelctelp, that be was faine'to flee to Genoa: In wht- 
baked, che tournep he (acked,v ofhis Cardinalles,and thzewe 
thelm into the ſea, and cauſed two other to be baken to 
pouder, car iyng thep2 afſhes in ſackes vpon moiles be- 
koꝛe him fo2 a terrour to the reſt. 
After this Charles death he retourned to rome, and 
Ft did a* 
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did as much as in him lay to deſtroy Charles ehfldzen; 
wherin he pzenatled not, but rather pꝛocured hym ſelle 
a great daunger,if he had not pꝛeuented hys myſchſeſe 
with creating of,rxir, Cardinalles, wherrot.xxbi. were 
Hapelitanes. And finally by moſt opinions be was 
poyſoned and died in Rome, to the peoples greate con⸗ 
tentacion, that foz bis crueltee much abhoꝛred hym.

In his tyme the peare befoze the J ubfley,a certapne

ſtruction of thepꝛ Whole name and familſe. Mhere⸗ 
bpon the Colennefi made an army,came to rome,en- 
fred in at toe gate called A ppia, and goynge fozthe as 
farre as ſaint Parkes without hurt doyng, mette there 
with the biſhops power: and foughte a ſoze battaſle: ſo 
that at length, tontrarp to all mens expectacion the ro- 
maines toke the biſhops parte, conſtreigned the Co⸗ 
lonneſi to withdꝛawe. In whyche retyzynge they toke 
pꝛiſoners and pzates as in open warre: and after that 
bſediſuch pꝛactiſes foz popſonynge of the biſhop , and 
betratynge of Caſtel Sant' Angelo, wpth other lyke 
feates,that Eugenie was glad to entreate theim fo;

This Nicolas Fortebracciohab ſerned the bichop be⸗

many faire bootles,therfoze at his retourne the biſhop 
refuſed to paye him his wages, ſapeng, that bis fapꝛe 
gapne ought to ſaffple him. Foz the whych Nycolas 
departed:ꝛand nowe retourning bnder the duke of Pi⸗ 
laine, with helpe of the Colonneſi, encouraged the ro- 
maines ſo to chalenge their liberty, that Cogeme was 
faine to diſgaiſe him ſelfe in a monkes habite, and to 
take his bote toward Oſtia. And pet ere he were 
karre onwardes on his way, the people hearyng of his 
departure fslowed him downe the riuer, with hurling 
of tones, and ſhotte of arrowes:g than crested newe 
magiſtrates after their owne maner, depoſing 4 cha⸗ 
ſing awap all ſuch as had ought to do in the byſhops 
name: and laped ſtege vnto caſtel ſant angelo, which 
was ali theyz vndooing: Foz the capttapne thereof 
wꝛzought this pollicp, he ſent his mĩ foꝛth dayly to ſhir 
miſhe, and oꝛdepned certaine of thi co ſuffer the ſelues 
to be taken: tohs foz theꝝ⁊ libertie aud money withall, 
ſhoulo pꝛomiſe to ſlea they; capitayne; and to betrape 
the caſtell. It came to paſſe as it was deuyſed, ſo that 
after they; retour ne to the caſtell, they ſhewed out a 
dead mans bead, and requiring they2 monep offred to 
deliuer bp the caſtel. Mherupon certayne ofthe pꝛin⸗ 
cfpall Nomapnes entred, and ſo being taken, were oc- 
caſion that within che ſpace ot. v. monetbes afcer the 
Romaynes retourned to thepz fozmer Gene: the 
byſhopthan being at Flozence; *: -

Tendomobegantco-afemble foz keping of the general 
counſaple gt Baſyle:and by one agreement cited chꝛe 
wen Eugenſe to come thither, with his cardinalles.

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And becauſe he came not, they thꝛeatned to depdſe him 
Wherfozs he ſent his apoſtolicall bulles chither wpch 
certatne Cardinalles to conkyzme al thinges there de⸗ 
termined. 
Then ſent he the Patriarke Viteleſco, to Rome who 
there vſed many crne!l courmentes,x deathos againſt 
the enemies of Engente:x after went into the rcalme 
ok Naples: pzetending title thereunto in che churches 
rygbt, In whyche quarell he foughte wyth the pꝛynce 
of Taranto, and toke him pꝛiſoner with two thouſid 
hozſe:and miſſed litle ot taking the king Altfonſe vnder 
colour of trueſe.

Than retourned Sugenie bnto Rome, where he was

¶ Innocence the. ſſii.aſlopled the Aenetlans, and tra- Jnrocen- 
uapled much to agree the chꝛiſtian pꝛinces together. 
Neuertheleſſe becauſe his laſf pꝛedece flour had retca? 
ſed to the king of Napics cirtapne pꝛetended duties of 
the churche:therkoze, pꝛocuring firſte certapne aſtates 
of the realme to rebell, he moned warrre agaynſt Fer⸗ 
dinando, and at lengthe cbnttrepgned him to agree at 
his owe appopnctment. 
C He pacified alſo a great contentfon betwene the fa- 

milies of Colonna and Orſina, whoſe variaunce had 
bene cauſe of no ſmall fpꝛe, blondde, and ſpoyle. Ve 

had a ſonne and a daughter, whom he lefte verp ryche: 
and was neuertbeleſſe reputed both liberall & pittfull. 
Alexander the. vi. was a Spantarde bozne, and a great 
philoſophier He entred in leage with Alfonſekinge atcxander, 6. 
af Naples agapnf Charles the. biti. Frenche kpnge, 
who then pꝛepared him ſelfe to come into Italy. 
Nenertheleſe Charles power was ſuche, that the by- 
ſhop not only gaue him paſſage, but alſo recepued him 
in Rome honourablpe. And pet miſtruſtinge the 
french kinges digh courage, ſeinge he feared but licle 
the eceleſlaſtical power, the biſhop withdꝛewe hym ſelfe 
into Caſtel ſantꝰ angelo, though by fapzeentreaty he 
came out agapne, and pelde d all his dominton at the 
kinges will: and beſides that deltuered him Zizimo, 
bꝛother to the great Turke, that befoze was the bys 
Hops pzyſoner.. 
But ere euer Charles retourned one of the rented of

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the biſhop had wꝛought a newe league agapynife him, 
wherin the emperour Maximilian, the kynge of Aras 
gone, the Uenettans,and the Duke of Pplatne were 
his coiteg?;So that Charles in hys retourne towardes 
France was fought withal, and ſoze handleo, 

Finally Charles beyng thus departed, this biſhop be- 

ganne to ware hygh, and imaginyng how to extol bis 

owne name, he created his tonne Valentino Borgia 

duke, cauſing him fyzſt to renounce his cardinal hatte, 
whiche at bis fathers creacion was genen him e than 
made he hym capitaine ot᷑ au armie ſent into Romag 
nia: where fyꝛſt he warred againſt Katherfne ladye ot 
Imola t Furli, and not onely toke hir iuſt poſſeſſions 

krom hir, but alſo ſent hir pꝛiſoner to Rome: and than 
pꝛoceded farther againſt the other loꝛdes theraboutes 

do that hanyng chaſed away the families of Maufre 
di, Ordelaffi, Malateſte, Feltrani, Veranei, i diners 
other, in maner ot no leſſe aſtate chan pꝛinces, he gatcs 
into his poſleſſton the countreis ot Romagnia, and 
Marca d Ancona, with the dukedomes of Vrbino, 
Camerino, and Spoleti.Ot᷑ all the whiche his father 
entitled him duke, 2 entred into ſo greate a pꝛide with 
bys ſonnes pꝛoſperitee, that be would —— Nmher⸗ 
ther a Cæſar o: nothyng. 

Though coumfoꝛt — genenics Hives

. Fvalte he pzocured ſuch a league againf the Uenetf-

na, with the other citees of Nomagnio. 

Ve deſtroied the famille of Borgia: and quieted mu⸗ 
che the cluile ledicion, that had longe time reigned in 
the Romapne nobllitee, 
He made warre againſt the Bentiuogli,that tha were 
lozdes of Bononta,s haupnge chaſed thetmaway,en- 
tred into that eſtee with lyke triumph, as the auncient 
Romaine conquerours were wont to doe into Rome, 
Many 6pmesbe would goe armed hym ſelfe, ſpeclally 
in the enterpzpſe e Lodouicus Picus of Mi: 
randula. 

Finallp tearyng the krenche kinges to much pꝛoſpe⸗ 
rites, he entred in league with the Aenetians, and the 
kyng of Spapne agaluſt the French kyng, which was 
occaſion of the notable hattaile of Rauenna fought on 
Ealfer dape:where on both ſides wereſlayne aboute 
30000,men, Foz as J haue bene crediblye enkozmed, 
wha both battail?were ioigned, Spaniardes on theons 
lide,t frenchemen on the other, the Puke of Ferrara

that came on the frenche part, ſhotte ok his artillerpe, 
amongeſt the thickeſt, and ſlewe a multitude aſwellof 
his frendes as cuompes : but they were all ſtraungers 
to him. 
In concluſion the Frenchemen toke Ravenna, with 
diners other cifees of the biſhops, Whych they enioyed 
not long. Foz the byſhoppe immediately gatte into his 
league the emperour, the kyng ok Englande, the Cer⸗ 
mapnes, and the Sulzers. Do that the Frenche kynge 
being vered on all ſides, was eaſely conffrained to foꝛ⸗ 
goe his conqueffes and dominions in Italie: ſpecially 
thꝛough fozce of the Sulzers, that vnder the lea dyng of 
theyꝛ Cardinall Seduneſe, came in great noumbꝛe to 
the biſhops ſcruice:who rewarded them wyth the title 
of defendours of the church e gane them a gitlwozds 
and an hatte of maintenaunce. 

Somewhat befoze his death he effablyſhed his couſin 
Franceſco'Paria Duke of Vrbine. 

Leo the. x.ot᷑ the houſe of Medici, a Flozentine bone, 
was a pleaſaunte man of nature, and gaue him ſelfe 
moze to hamanſtye and pleaſures ofthis lyfe, chan ey⸗ 
ther to religion, oꝛ to encreaſe of dominion. 
be encreaſed much the reputation of his honſe, but 
becauſe be expulſed by fozce Franceſco Parſa, Duke of 
Urbine out of his aſfate,+ placed in the ſame, firlt hys 
bꝛother Julian, and after his nephlewe Laurence, the 
wozld accuſed him of tirannye. Noꝛ he attempted to 
doe the like vnto the Dake of Fereme, but he pzenay- 
led not. 

Some ill was ſuſpected of him foꝛ his to mnche de⸗ 
licacenedle in bꝛingynge vp of childzen, and fo; his opt- 
nion of 
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nalles happened to be elected, reputed of theym foz an 
ignoꝛaunt man, though ſome other had a good opinion 
both of yis vertue and learning. But becauſe his lyle 
was no{hyng courtly oz agreable to the Cardinalles, 
either thzongh gods vilitacion, oꝛ( as moſt mi thinke) 
though they; popſon pzactyles , te was ſoone re 
ched. |

after diuers ſudbtil pꝛactiſes aud perſwaſions; ſo hands 
led the matter, that they entred into Rome, and miſled 
but a litle ta haue taken the biſhop: who hearpnge the 
rumour, ſodaynly fled to Caſtel ſant angelo. Wherz 
foze after the biſhop had dzawen Don Hugo monca- 
da to his parte, the Colonneſi endured cruell warre 
to thepꝛ great domage. 
¶ Then came the duke of Burbone, who was — 
with the ſhotte of an handgun fro the walles of Rome 
but the emperonres ar mie, whereof he was-capitapne 
toke the citee by aſſault, ſacked, ſpoiled, t burned it:and 
foz the ſpace of.xb.dapes bſed ſuche triumphe, that foz 
they; paſſetime they wauld make ſuch cardinalles and 
pꝛelates as were they; pꝛploners, ride ſcoznfully. about

factions imperpal and french, that no man could know 
to whether part he was moſt inclpned.

Jn che beginnynge of his time be pꝛocured all Chꝛt⸗ 
ſian pꝛinces to warre àgainſte the Turke, ſo that the 
empecour,the Aenetians, and he ma de an army by ſea 
vnder the leadyng ol Andrea Doria, luhe mette with 
Barbaroſſa beſides Corfu, but thep fought no battaile 
though the Chziſtſans were moze in nou mher t better 
kurnyſſhed than tze Tuͤrkes: whether Andrea Doria 
were blame woazthy J can not tell.

ber of botemen, that continually line by gaine bpon the 
water within che citee: they ner de not to ſeeke further 
foz mariners to kurniche their galeys wpthall . Foꝛ it 
was crediblie tolde me , that there are no lefle than 
12000. botes daply ſeruinge in thoſe they: chanelles:

So that it the Wenetians had ben men, as the romains 
were, geuen as wel vnto chinalrie by land, as bnto the 
exertiſe on the water: no doubt thet might many yeres 
agoen haue ſubdued the woꝛlde.

I haue been erediblpe enfozmed by ſome gen- 
tilmen Uenettans, that baue had to doe therein, 
they leaup of theyꝛ labiectes little lefle than. 4. 
millions of golde by the peare, whiche ( alter oure olde 
reckenyng ) amounteth to the ſumme of tenne hundzed 
thouſande poundes ſterlyng. A thing rather to be won- 
d;ed at than beleened, conſideryng they repſe it not bp- 
pon landes, but vpon cuſtomes after ſo extreme a ſozt, 
that it would make any honeſt herte ſozowfnl co hears 
it. Foz there is not a graine of cozne , a ſpoonefull of 
wine,a cozne of ſalte, egge, byꝛde, beaſt, foule, oz fpſſhe 
bought oz ſalde, that paieth not a certaine cuſfome. And 
in UAenice ſpecially the cuſtomers parte in many thin⸗ 
ges, is moze cha the owners, And it any thing be tak? 
by the waye vncuſfomed, be it merchaundiſe oz other, 
neuer ſo great oz ſmall, it is fozfetred. Foz thoſe cuſto⸗ 
mers kepe ſache a ſozte of p;ollers to ſerche al thinges 
as they come to and fro , that A tbynke Cerberus was 
neuer ſa greedpe at the gates of hell as they be in the 


chanelles about Uenice. And though thep in ſerchynge 
abote, ſinde nofozfeſture,yet. woull they not departe 
wpthour dzinkyng 10 And manye times the mea-

neſt labourer oz cr nonghout al their domi⸗ 
nyon,papeth a rate ll by the moneth. Jn ſo⸗ 
much that a Candiote my triende (one that had dwel-

Hey haue a duke called after they: maner, doge, 
who onelp(amongel al the reit ofthe nobilitee) 
bath his office immutable fo2 terme of life:with 
a certatne perely pzonifion of.4000 duckates oz ther- 
abonces, But that is ſo appoincted vnto him foz cer⸗ 
taine ozdinarie feaſtes & other lyke charges, that hys 
obne aduauntage therofcanbe but ſmal. And though 
in apparaunce he ſeemeth of great aſtate, vet in veray 
deede his power is but ſmall. He kepeth no houſe, lp⸗ 
ucth pꝛiuatelv, x is in ſo muche ſeruitude, that J haue 
hearde ſome ofthe Uenetians theim ſelfes cal him an 
honourable ſlaue: Foz he cannot goe a mile ont ofthe 
towne without the connſails licence, noz in the towne 
depart extraozdinartly ont of the palaice, but pꝛiuatelp 
and ſecretelp: And in his apparatle he is pzeſcribed an 
oꝛdꝛe:ſa that in effect,he hach no maner of pꝛeeminẽce 
but the bare honour, the gift of a few (mal offices, and 
the libertee, Di mettere vna porta, which is no moze, 
but to pꝛopound bnto any of p counſatles his opinſon, 

touching the 02dze,reſozmacton,o2cozrectfon of anye 

thyng;and that opinion euerp counſaile is bound tac⸗

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other mattiers of (mpoztannce:and theſe ſvectallye are 
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ner of the whych ballotting ſhal hereafcer appeare,and 
this pziutlege,to haue his onelp opinion ballotted, no 
man hath but he. And wheras many haue repozted, 
that the Duke in ballottyng ſhould haue two volces, it 
is nothinge ſo:foꝛ in geuyng his voice he hath but one 
ballot, as ail others haue.

pi,oz Cai, whpche outwardlpe ſeeme infertoure to the 
Duke, and pet are of moze auctozitee than he. Foz 


tbepꝛ power is ſo abſolute, that if there happen canſe 


why, they may arreſt the Dake , And all ſache pꝛocla⸗ 
macions as concerne p mateſtee of theyꝛ comon welth 
goe foꝛth alwates vader thepz name: Lpke as we ble 
to ſaye in the kinges name, ſo ſape they, Da parte de i 
dignori Cai, Two of which Cai, oꝛ one of them, with 
one of the Auogadori,hane power. Di metter vna 
parte,ſach as is befoꝛe reherſed of the Duke. 

C Than haue they, bi,counſatfllours ofthe moſfe woz- 
thy amonge theim, who are fopgned with the Duke co 
ſitte in the college foꝛ audience of ambaſſadours , and 


called La Signoria. Foz notwithſtandynge there be 
diuers ioygned in the ſame college wich them, as, Gli⸗ 
ſanii della terra ferma, and other mos: yet thoſe. vi. 
counſaillours are of moſt reputacion in that place:and 
accoꝛdynglp go alwales apparatlled in ſkarlet 02 crims 
ſ2n ſylzes. 

Jn dede, La Signoria,fs commonly bſed as the name 
of thepꝛ hole maſeſfee,and pꝛincipallp it doth include 
the Duke, with the refe of the chſefe officers oꝛ ſena⸗ 
ten to the number of epzre ſcoze ) that accompanteth 

him, 
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bim, whan in his ſolemnitee he cometh to churche oz 
goeth vnto any of the ozdinarte ceremonies abꝛoade in

CNowe of ſuche as haue auctozicee to conſulte bppon 
mattiers of impoꝛtaunce( as we ſhould ſap, tbe kinges 


maieſtees pꝛiupe counſaile )they haue. cbii:perſons ap⸗

C F02 mattſers of concluſton of peace, ot warte, of a⸗ 
ate, oz of other lyke greateſt impoꝛtaunce , they haue 
a counſaile called, Pregadi, into the which entreih the 
Duke, with the conſi glio de dieci, and of the other 
pꝛincipal officers, to the num ber of.200.02therabout?. 
¶ Foz mattiers of iuſtice, there be diuers other offices, 
as Il Conſiglio di Quaranta, Il Conſiglio di trenta 
oP EAR i Signori di notte, gl Auditori nec⸗ 
chie nuoui, and many moe: whiche haue theyz degrees 
and oꝛders fo appoincted, that not one of theim woulle 
meddel with an others office;beinge a thynge no lefſe 
fearefull vnco theim than popſon. Foz they pꝛyncp⸗ 
pall pꝛofeſſpon is liber tte: and he that ſhoulde vſurpe 
ppon an other, ſhuld incotinencly be reputed a tiranne:

whan a ſubiecte of thepꝛs ſaieth:ſir, you are my loꝛde, 


you are my maiſter, he * it foz the greateft villanp 
of the woꝛlde. 


The Signor della "aber bathe the charge co ſee the 
citee kepte cleane,and the ſicke pzoupded foz. And as 
fo: other particuler officers,that haue the onerſight of 
all maner pꝛouiſions and aſſice of viteailes,ft hal ſaf- 
file to ſap, that there cometh nothinge vnto thep! titee, 
| X if but 
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but it is vfewed,and an ozdinarie pꝛice appoineted vn⸗ 
to the ſeller, to the entent the byer be not decelued. 


C Okthe great counſaple. 


IJ Obe it behoneth me to ſaye ſomewhat of they; 
great counſaile , whiche ſeemech to be the whole 
Tay of theyz common wealth, 
There be abont,200,families of name, as Contarin!, 
Moroſini, Donati, Badoeri, Foſcari , and ſuche o⸗ 
thers;of whpch families be welneere the noumber of 
2500,gentilmen , And all they that are of the age of 
25. and bpwardes,doe enter into the greate counſatle; 
the oꝛder of whoſe admiſ{on into the ſame is: Mhan 
a gentilman is growen vnto,2z0,yeare olde, hys father 
oz friendes doe pꝛeſent him bnto the Auogadori, who 
taketh his name, t with other names of the ſame ſoꝛte, 
putteth it into a boxe, vntill the. (fff.of December: be⸗ 
pnge the daye appoincted, that all they of that age re⸗ 
ſozte vnto the Duke, vnto whome ( beſides this boxe) 
there is bꝛought an other bore, with ſo many balles, as 
the names amount vnto:ot whyche euerpe fifte ball is 
golde, and all the rec ſplner . Than taketh the Duke 
a bil out of one boxe, and a ball out of an other, and yf 
the bil meete with a golden bal, than is that gentilman 
allowed: and if he meete not, than muſt he abide a bet- 
ter chaunce the next pere, oz els the age of. 25. 
C This fozeſaved greate counſaile maye be lykene? to 
dure parliament. Foz vnto ft many mattiers of impoꝛ⸗ 
taunce are appealed, and that that it dooeth, is bnrefoz- 
mable. By it all offices are geuen . And into it en⸗ 
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treth the Duke, and all the other officers, And fpnallye 
there paſſe ſo many thinges thzough that great coun- 
ſaile(ſpectally offices)thac oꝛdinarily every holy dape, 
and many times the wozkendates,the ſame ſitceth from 
diner til nyght. The c2der beyng this, 
¶ They haue an hall verie fayze and large, in the pꝛin⸗ 
cipal parte whercof,at the tone ende, ſiiteth the Duke 
with certapne counſatlours. And ouer agapnſt hym at 
the other end the Cai: and on the ſides the A uogadori, 
with the other magiſtrates, Than in the body of the 
ball chere be tenne longe benches from the one ende 
therofvnto the other, ano ſo made, that the gentilmen 
mape ſitte by two rewes on a benche hacke to backe. 
And ſo euer man being ſet, in what place it hal pleaſe 
him to take his coming in, the doozes are ſhutte: and 
the chauncelloure ſtandeth vp, t readeth the office that 
is vopde, with the names of theim that de ſpꝛe it: and 
be that in the election hath moſt ballottes ( ſo that they 
paſſe the halle noumber )fs admitted officer. If there 
be none that hathe moze than halfe che voices as ofa 
1000, tohaue,For:than is the election put oner tyll an 
other dape. This maner of geupng they2 bolces by 
ballotte, is one of the laudableſt chinges vled amongeſt 
theim, Foz there is no man can know what an o⸗ 
ther dooeth, 
CThe bores are made with an holow place at the top, 
that a man map put in his hand, and at the ende of that 
place hange.tf,oz. iii. bores , into whiche tfhe wyll, he 
map let fall his ballot, that no man can percetue hym, 
If there be but two boxes (as commonly it is in electi⸗ 
on) the one ſaleth pea,and the other ſaysth naye: And 
. ili. ik there 
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in caſes of indgement )the one ſafeth pea,chother ſapth 
naye,and the thyꝛde ſaſeth nothynge: and they are all 
well enough knowen by thepz dyuers colours , By 
this ozder of ballottyng they pꝛocede in iudgement tho⸗ 


rough al offices, vpon ali maner of cauſes:beynge re- 


puted a ſoneratgne pꝛeſeruation of iuſtice. Foz often- 
tymes the iudges map graunt thepꝛ voſces, and neuer⸗ 
theleſſe(whan they come to the hearing ot the mattler) 
doe as thep2 conſciences ſhall leade theim: aunlwea⸗ 
ryngeafcerwardes , that thep did thepꝛ beſte, but they 


could not pꝛeuaile. 


C Finally in the diſpoſyng of theyꝛ offices they ble this 
ozder:thar all offices of pzeeminence, as of the Signo⸗ 
ria, that are befoze reherſed , oꝛ the beeynge Poteſtate, 


Capttaine,oz Couernour of anpe citee, caſtell, towne, 


oꝛ countrep, map be geuen to none other, but vnto ge- 
tilmen Uenecfans.All offices, that be vnder comman- 
dement, as chauncellour, ſecretaries, and ſuche others, 
are beſtowed amongeſt thep2 beſt knowen citeſins. Foz 
though there be many of thoſe offices ot commaunde- 
ment verte pꝛolitable, yet can no gentplman haue the 
benefite thereof. Either becauſe they woull mapnteſne 
in they: perſonages a certeine maieſtee, with theyꝛ lv⸗ 
bertee, oz els becauſe they woul aduoide the inconueni⸗ 
ences that mape growe ot perpetnitee , Foz all maner 
of gentilmẽs offices, from the higheſt to the lo welt (the 
Dukes dignitee onelp ercepted) ar retmonable,ſome fro 
pere to pere, ſome euery.ix.monethes, ſome moze, ſome 
leTe(foz no gentilman may long enioy one office);90 


all offices, that 3 vnto they citelins, are du⸗ 
rable 
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rable foz terme of life without any chaunge. 

¶ Amongeſt al other, this notable oꝛder they haue, that 
two gentilmen of one familie cannot be in one magy- 
ſtrate oz hygh office together at ones. By reaſon 
wherof thoſe gentilmen, that of one name are feweſ? in 
number, grow a great dealc ſoner and oftner co autho⸗ 
ritee, than they that be of the moſt:whiche is thoughte 
a wonderful helpe ot their vnitee and concoꝛde. Fo2 


i man of one name ſhoulde rule at ones, they mpghce 


happen ſo to agree, that it n be an bndoing of their 
common wealthe, 


I Ol the pꝛoctours and 


treaſure. 


Here be certeine pꝛincipal officers, which ſhould 
22 exempted from theyꝛ common wealth and 
be neuertheleſſe bead?of che ſame, that is to wete 
rii.oł the pꝛincipalleſt called Procuratori di 53 Barco 
out of whiche number the Duke is alwape choſen: and 
thoſe haue they? offices ſoꝛ terme of lile, with a certeine 
ſfipende of an hundzeth dukates a pere, oz there about. 
Chepꝛ charge is, ſome to gouerne the reuenewes and 
treaſure of the common wealthe , and ſome the rentes 
and treaſure of ſainct Parkes church. 
¶ As foz the treaſare of theyz common wealth J could 
neuer fynde the meane to ſee it: but J haue been credt- 
blie enfozmed,that it is a great ſuiume of ready money 
locked bp in cheſfes,(that no man may come ac)whirh 
is lometime moze and ſometime leſſe, as they: wealth 
o charges encreaſe. And thoughe theyz reue newe be 
very 
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verie great, pet conſideryng the often warres that they 
haue, the great wages that the ſenatours and officers 
receiue, the noumber ok ſtraunge capitaynes that they 
wage foz terme of life, the noumber of caſtels and foz- 
treſles that they maintaſne,fozif(fied with watche and 
warde, thepꝛ continuall coſtly buildynges, and finally 
the bareaſonable charge ok theyꝛ Arſenale, t of they; 
galeys abzode,J thinke they cannot laze vp anp great 
ſome at the yeres ende. 

Che other treaſare of ſaincte Parkes churche , 3 haue 
ſetn. the pꝛincipal thing whereok is a table on the bigh 
aulter, plated oner with ſiluer, grauen and enameied, 
and ſet full of pꝛecious ſtones of all ſoztes , And than 
in a little fronge coꝛner on the ſouthſide of the church 
are certeine plates of golds much like womens partes 
lettes (et ful ofriche tones, a goodlp imperial crowne 
fo; theyꝛ duke, two fapze bnicoznes-hoznes,and diuers 
other thinges, the value wherof conliſteth onely in the 
pꝛeciouſe ſtones: F02 the golde that is aboute theim is 
but ſmal in quantitee, but the ſtones are many in num 


ber: excellent great and fapꝛe, and almoſte ineſtimable 


of pꝛyte. 

Finallpe to retourne vnto the Pꝛoctours, theyꝛ repu⸗ 
tation is the greateſt nert the dukes, and there is none 
can climbꝛ vnto that dignitee, but either he muſts be ſo 


woꝛthy, auncient and notable a man, as fewe lyke are 


to be found amongeſt theim:oꝛ els ſo riche, that in time 
of nede he hathe befoze his election releaued the com⸗ 
mon wealth with the lone or a notable ſumme of mo⸗ 
ney, Mhiche ſeconde ſozt of election is alſo commen 
bppe of late, ſens money(as ſome ſay ) hathe entred in 

Ok 
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Þeyz adnoraces(as we houlde ſape oure men of 
law) ſtudy pꝛineipallp the ciuile lawes, and beſy- 

des that the ſtatutes and cuſtomes of che citee, 
whiche are ſo manp, that in maner they ſuffiſe of theim 
ſelfes. But he that ſubſtanctallp conſidereth the ma⸗ 
ner of theyz pꝛocedynges, ſhal plainly ſee, that al mat⸗ 
tiers axe determined by the iudges conſlefences, & not 
by the ciulle, noꝛ pet by they: owne lawes. Foz in e⸗ 
very office there be dyuers iudges, and that parte that 
hath moſt ballottes, pꝛeuaileth euer:be it in mattier of 
tʒok title of lande, vpon life and death oz otherwiſe. 
in euerp trlal ot thefte, murder, oz ſuche other, the 
hartye bim lelle is neuer ſaffred to ſpeake. But there 
he gerteine aduocates waged of the common reuenew, 
whiche with no leſſe ſtudy pleade in their defence, than 
the Auogadori, in the contrarie. One dape the Auo⸗ 
gador cometh into the cour ty and lateth again the fe- 
lon that, that either by examinacton , by toꝛture, 02 by 
witneſſe hach been oued: And another day cometh in 
the aduocate, and delendeth the felon with the beſt aũ⸗ 
ſweare he can deniſe;ſo that many times the pꝛiſoner 
taxieth. 2.3. and ſometyme llt. peares er euer ene 

vnto his triall of life and death. 
C This oꝛder they obſerne in Uenice eng ; Foz oute 
of Uenice the gentilma Uenetjan;that is Poteſtate of 
the citee, to bone, oꝛ place, hath abſolute power to tadge 
vpon all mattiers hym ſelfe alone:how be it euerye ot 
theim, hath a counſaile of learned men, to adupſe hym 


whazghe lawe commaundeth. Beſydes that / euerye. v. 
11. peres 
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peres there be certaine inguiſitours, called Sindici, ſẽt 
fo:th to refourme extoꝛcions, and all other thing? that 
thep fpndeamiſſe,th:oughout thepyz whole dominion, 
C Finally there is a law in Aenice, that no gentilman 
Uenectan may ſpeake with any ambaſadour, without 
licence of the Signoria, foꝛ feare of intellygence, oꝛ of 
daungerous pꝛactiſe. And becanſe they feare,lesff 
tiuile ſedition might be the deſtructiõ of their comms 
wealth, as of dyuers other it hath been, therekoꝛe they 
haue pꝛouided an oꝛder, that whan any two gentilmen 
happen to fall out, either they doe ſo diſſemble it, that 
theyz malice neuer appeareth to the wozld , oz els they 
agree within theim ſelfes . Foz it it come to the dig. 
norias knowlage, ſt cannot be choſen', but he wat! 
molt taultie receiueth a great rebuke, and many tines 
in thole caſes diuers a re baniſhed, o: charply puniſhed. 
As fozthevz other lawes, thoughe J were lutkicientlye 
expert in them, pet partly foꝛ bꝛiefeneſſe, and partly be⸗ 
cauſe they are not ſo much neceſſarye to mp purpoſe, T7 
paſſe theim ouer : But this is cleere,there can be no 
better o2der of Juſtice in a common wealth than theirs 
if it were duely obſerued , How be it eozrupcton (by 
the aduocates-meanes ) is ſo crept in amongeſt the iud⸗ 
ges, that pooze men many times can wante ns _ 
in the erte of tho; matters. 1 i

thynke Cæſars example) Nenertheleſſe with thep2 ar⸗ 
my by lande, thep ſende fozthe dyuers of chep? gentyl⸗ 
men, ſome as legates, ſome as paypemapſters. So that 
thepꝛ generall, (what noble man ſoeuer he be) bath al⸗ 
wales a counſatle of the Uenetſans about bim: by whõ 
in maner all chynges are dosen. 

And by ſea euerp Saley hath one gentz|lman UAenetl⸗ 
an fo2 capitaine, by the name of Sopracomito; and o⸗ 
uer a noumber of galeis one Legate(as it were an ads 
myꝛall) that map hange and punilſhe at hys pleaſure, 
Chys is oꝛdinary both in peace and warre, Foz though 
the peace be neuer ſo ſure t qupet, pet fatle thep not to 
ſend foꝛth perely certaine armed galeis to kepe the ſeas 
againfte Corſales, : Pyrates: not onelye becauſe they:

Y 7 will recite that whyche moſte 
& wzyters agree vpon, (that is to 
lap) either they are deſcended of 
VW>z=ISI SDSS certapne people cated! Heneti, 
(which after the dell ruction of Crole came with An⸗ 
thenoꝛ into Italie: and landyng in thoſe maryſhes of 
the Adzlatike ſea,enyabiſed the countrey theraboutes) 
oz els of certatne Bꝛitons called Veniti, part of thoſe 
Frenchemen that fp2if paſſed the mountaines, whoſe 
habitacton in Bꝛitaine, at that time called Veneti, is 
ſuppoſed to be now called Vanes. Sa that whether it 
be of Heneti, oz of V eneti at length they were called 
Venetiani. 

Now to come to the foundacton of thep: eite, finde, 
that betwene the peeres of grace. 422. and. 466. ( a- 
bout the tyme that Attila plaged the whole region of 
Italy) the gentilmen and citeſins, pꝛincipally of Pa- 
doa, and generally of all the countrep about, betwene 
the Alpes and the Uenetian Goolfe (to flee the fury of 
the * that wpth fyze and ſwoozde conſued all 
thinges 
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thinges befoze theim ) reſoꝛted with they2 gooddes and 
richeſſe into the mariches, where Uenice, with hir other 
membzes now ſtandeth:and percetupng what a com⸗ 
moditee o2 ſanegarde thoſe mariſſhes were again the 
enemies rage(Jtaly bepng ſo ofte ſconrged with war⸗ 
res at thateyme)they vpon agreement beganne the e⸗ 
dilicacion of that citee, in the place Riuo alto, now cal 
led Rialto: where was builded the churche of ſaincte 
James, that pet vnto this daſe remaineth , And a! be 
it, that befoze this tyme the bankes within choſe mart- 
ſhes bad been occupied and enhabited: pet becauſe the 
inhabfcaances were poze fiſſhermen:the plate merited 
not to be w2ſten of o mencioned, vntill ſuche ryme as 
thoſe gentilmen and citeſins reſoꝛted thither. UWhere- 
fo:e J fate,that the Padoanes ( moſte of auctozttee a- 
mongeſt the reſt )after this fyꝛſt bufldpng of the citce, 
o2detned certaine conſules foz the gonernpng therof: 
who foꝛ a few peres, now one, now other ruled p ſame: 
vntill the citee beganne to ware greace and populous: 
and that ( becauſe the ſituaeion of the places in the wa⸗ 
ter, would not ſuffer the citee to be one whole thing to⸗ 
gether, but diuided into diuers ilands, as the water did 
gene) they were laine to appoinete perely oner enerye 
Jland one Tribune to gouerne themtand fo; matciers 
concernyng the whole comon wealth ; they oꝛdeined a 
generall counſaile, wherunto all the Trtbunes, with 
certeine of the choſe citeſins, ſhold repapꝛe. And ſo vn⸗ 
der theſe Tribanes began theyz common welth to en⸗ 
tcreaſe, theyꝛ citeſins ro make ſhippes, as wel of werre 
as ot merchandiſe, i ſo to trafficque abꝛode the woꝛlde. 
But pꝛyncipalip the diligence of theyz fiſſhers pelded 
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theſm no ſmal gapne, by reaſon that chepz ſaltłiche, ca⸗ 
ried into otger places, was bought as aſpecyall mer⸗ 
chaundiſe. So that in pꝛoceſſe of tyme theyz repu⸗ 
tacion, wealth and fozce began ſo much to growe :thae 
in the defence of Italie, and lauour of the © mperoure 
Juftinian(whoſe capitaine Belliſario had beſteged the 
Gottiſhe kyng Uſtſge in Ranenna ) they made out cer⸗ 
taine ſhips and botes, and vpon the riuer of Po, mette 
witz parte of the Gotciſſhe armie, fought with theim, 
and diſcomfited them. Againe, in company of V aleria- 
no, gouernoz of Rauenna, they were part of thoſe, 4-0 
ſhips, that diltomfited other. 40. ſaile of the king Totf- 
la befoꝛe Ancona:taking t dzowntnge the moſte part of 
them. Foz the which doinges they were both embzaced 
of themperour, t alſo much honozed of his capitains:in 
ſo muche that the kamous Aarſes, being ſent of the em 
perour to defend Italp againſt the fozeſald gotes, what 
to thanke the Menetians, and to ſee the maner of thepz 
eitee, went in perſon bnto Uenice, where he commen⸗ 
ded much the diligence of thepꝛ goodly building: and in 
that meane while ſent his armie by land to Rauenna? 
in which tourney at the paſſage of the Po , the Uene- 

tian ſhyppes dyd hym great ſeruice. 
¶ Thus whyle Narſes was in the Rialto of Uenice, 
the Padoanes ſent ambaſſadonrs vntohym, complay- 
nyng, bow the Nenetians had vſurped bpon them thoſe 
marithes , whiche time out of mynde had been theirs: 
together with the hauen of the riuer ol Bꝛent. Wher- 
dnto the Tribune of che Rialto made ſuch an anſwere 
that Narſes carteſely told theim, that mattier required 
longer 3 his haſt le fourney wold as than 
pe rim! (ffs 
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permitte:wherfoʒe exhoꝛtiug the Padoanes to take ap⸗ 
cience foz the tyme, he deſired theim, in the defence and 
loꝛtifiynge of their countrey, to ſhewe like diligence, 
loue, and fapth towardes the emppꝛe, as the Wenetians 
bad doen:and than ſo much the moze ſhould he be glad 
to aduaunte them. 
¶ And ſo under the fauour of diuers emperours thoſe 
flandes of Wenice,as Grado, Eraclea, Equilo, t Ma 
lamoco were gouerned of pꝛiuate tribunes, : by a ge- 
nerall counſaiie foz the ſpace of. oo. peres and moze, 
without any greate incident, woꝛthy co be mencponed: 
ercepte that betwene the biſhoppes( afterwarde made 
Patrſarkes)of Aquileia,which fandeth in the maine 
lande: and of Grado, that lieth in the mar iſhes, there 
was muche warre, ſtriſe, and feighepng foz the incereff 
of theyz iur iſdictions. 
C Finally in the time of Conſtantine che. iii. after J- 
talie though diuers warres had been ſoze afflicted, and 
that from all partes the perſones that were of power 
(foz theyꝛ ſauegarde)fledde thither $ Ueniſce encreaſed 
ſs much, that Luipandro, Duke of Friuli,efther fo: 
enuye, oꝛ foz feare of their cowardneſe , pzonoked cer- 
teine ot hys neighbaurs ta oppzeſſe Uenice, And ſes 
cretly on a night made ont a certeine noumber of botes 
downe the water, and ſodeinely aſſaulted Grado, Era⸗ 
clea, and Rialto:where they coke certeine ſhippes, la⸗ 
ded with merchaundtſe, lately commen out of the cafe 
partes, But incontinently as the rumonr was repled, 
theſe aſlaulters fledde, and were ſo par:ned, that many 
of theim were ſlaine, manp hurt, and Je moſte par; at 
they; pzap recouered. Seuerihele gc the nopſe ofzhe 
people 
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people tont inned, ſpecially the lamentacion of them 
that had lot theyz friendes oꝛ goodes , M hereloꝛe in 
Eraclea they called a counſaile, and muche a doe there 
was thzongh diuerſitee of opinions:becauſe the people 
laſed all the fault in the til gouernannce of the officers 
But at laſt the Patriarke of grado, an ancient learned 
man, ot auctozitee, was pꝛaled to ſay his mynde. Mhe 
with a longe oꝛacion perſuaded, that without concozde 
it was impoſſible to liue ſurely oꝛ quiet, and that whers 
as were dyuers heades,there coulde be no concoꝛte. 

WM herkoꝛe his opinion was, that they ſhuld choſe them 
one only pꝛince, to gouerne they; common wealth, and 
pꝛeſerue theyꝛ vnitee . o where any affate(ſaſde he) 


haboundaunce of monep, ſtrength of place, noumber of 
people, wozthinelle of capitaines, nozhelpe of friendes 
oz netghbours tan auatle , So the whole counſafle a⸗ 
greepng to his opinion, reſolued vpon the election ofa

15 handes, he beganne to agree ihoſe perſons, that be- 
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koꝛe contended:whiche was ſo muche the moze eaſe to 
doe, by as muche as at that time there was almoſt cons 
tinuall warres betwene the Lumbardes , ſome of the 
Duzes, either of Friuli, Spoleti, oz Beneuento: that 
in maner all theyꝛ neighbours were in armes. = 
WU hen he had thus wel quiered bis citelins, de ozdef- 
ned watche and warde to be kept at the mouthes of the 
riuers:koztifſyng ſome of theim with calfles, as me 
and place would ſerae bim. 
He commaunded eue rp towne to haue a certaine num

He augmented the number of ſonl- 
dfours in the ſhippes of warre, and ihoꝛough his vali⸗ 
aũtneſſe reſtoꝛed Paolo, one of the Grekiſh emperours 
capytapnes,bnto the aſfateof Ranenna. In which en- 
terpꝛiſe Perendio, Duke of Vicenza was ſlayne, and 
Ildeprandro, nephewe of Luſpandꝛo taken pꝛiſoner: 
who by commiCion of the ſame Lnfpand2o , had ( by 
ſpege)gorcen the ſapd citee from the foꝛeſaid Paolo. 
This victozp was one notable thing that firſt exal⸗ 
ted the Uenetian name.

v. Giouanni Fabritiaco, who befoze the ende of his 
pere, was put out of his otfice, and loſt both his eies. In 
which meane time the olde rife ; betwene the Equi⸗ 
leſi and Eracleani, rene ed, in ſo much that meeting 
together, neere vnto the chanel, no called dell' arco, 
ſo many on both ſides were ſlafne , that almoſte they

Caud than in bis place vas created Uneztbpe reeds 
man called Pauritioof Eraclea: whos in bys time pa» 
cifped muche bothe the ſecrete grudges, and alſo the o⸗ 
pen contencions bete wene his pztuate citeſins:and ob⸗ 
teined the ſee of a biſhop to he placed in Uenice, in the 
Churche of ſainct Peter. Mhych biſhop was alter; 
wardes exalted vnto the degree of a Patrlarke, br Nt 
colas the.v.byſhop ol Rome, 


- CDurfage the rule of this Pauritio the Uenetlans 


(after great debating of the mattter in counſaile to and 
fro)graunted to apde kynge Charlemapne with. rrv, 
veſſelles' wel armed and pzueyſed, whych did Charle- 
maine great ſerxuſce in the aſſaulte of Pauis, whan he 
toke Dellderio king of Lumbardpe pꝛyſoner. 
Finally Pauritio obteining of che Wenetians to haue 
bps ſonne Giouanni, iopgned in the aſtate with bym, 
and hantng ruled. xi.peres alane, and bil; peves lopnet⸗ 
ly with his ſonne, he dyeed. 

Giouanni likewiſe ruled alone a tertalne ſpace:and 
obtefned his ſonne Pauritio to be topgned. wyeb him: 


who bothe togethers bare thenrſeifes verpe ill cowars 


des they; ciriſins. And amongeſt other thynges Pau- 


ritio, be⸗ 
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ritto, beyng ſe nt ot his father vnto Grado, cauſed the 
Parrfatke of that place to be thꝛow en downe ont of a 
toure:betauſe he was wonte to warne bothe the father 
and ſonne of they: ill behaupours. Wherfo:e thep bes 
came haceful to their citiſins:ſo that a conſpiracy was 
w2ought againſt theim, the chleto wherof was named 
Obelerio, that betort tine pad deen Cribune of Paz 


lamoco. 
This conſpiracie came ſo to yaſte, that the people pꝛo⸗ 
claimed Obelerio duke, the rumour was ſucbe, that 
Giouanni, with his ſonne, and one Th:iſfofer a biſhop 
theyz friende, fled all thzee vnto Mantua. 


lp obteined his brother Beato to be fofgned with hym, 75 
In theyꝛ time the aũcient malice betwene the Eraclea 
ni and the Equileſi rene wed, in ſuch wiſe that it made 
a lo wle ſlaughter amongeſt theim. Wherfoze it was 
finellpe concluded, that both the one and other towne 
ſhould be dcffroted , the inhabitauntes reduced bnto 
Palamoco and Rialto, And ſo was it quickely done, 
the rather becauſe euen than kynge Peptne,fonne cf 
Charlematne was determined to aſſaple the countrep 
and hauẽs of Dalmatia,againf the grekiſh emperonr 
Nicefero:towardes whpche enterpziſe Peptne requi⸗ 
red paſſage and vytailes of the Wenetfans *, But thep 
wolde not conſent therto thongh Obelerio their duke 
kauoured the frenche parte.

Than was Obelerio placed in the aſfate, who ſhozte- Sees

dauen oclcauenna, might in m—_ benne thelr trat 
eque by ſe. 

¶ So Peptne to be eee g to W 
na, and cofting towards Aenice, toke Brondolo, Chi- 
O Za, Peleſtrina, Albiola, f came ſo nere, that he c6- 
ſtreigned the duke + lenatours of Malamocory to flee 
vnto Rialto with theyꝛ richefſe and chyldꝛen. Finally 
Pepine.was diſcomſited by the impertal capitatne Nt- 
cea, ſent as wel to ſuccour the UAenetians, as alſo to de⸗ 
fend Dalmatia:ſo that incontinentip there folowed a 
peace betwene all-thzee,that is to ſap, the imperial ar- 
my, king Pepine, and the Ae nettãs, to their great con⸗ 
tentacton.

Finallp, vpon his death bedde be toke an oꝛder foz the 

continuante at that buployng and dyed, Leauyng bis . 

bzother Sloaannt alone in the aſtate; who toygned the 

church of Saint Parke bnto the Dukes palaice: and 

kounde pꝛouiſion fo; pꝛieſtes to ſynge and ſerue in the 

ſame, And the warre bepng begunne betwene the Ue- 

netſans and the Narentani, he made an armte, t went 

vnto Veglia in the Ile of Cozcta', t toke it with Dbe- 

lerio befoꝛe named in it: who had begunne a pꝛepara⸗ 

cion there to recouer hys olde aſtate. Wherefo:ze Gto- 

nanni cauſed hym to loſe his head, and afterward?bur- 

ned Palamoco, becauſe certeine of Dbelerio hys olde 

fryendes fledde thither foz refuge.

Foz pꝛoufe wherok, this pooꝛe fpiſher the 
next moꝛnynge after the water ceaſed , pꝛeſented bnto 
the duke and ſenatc a golde ring that ſainct Parke had 
geuen hm. Thys was taken there foz a mpzacle, 
though J thinke no man would belene it. 
The feare of this water was no ſooner ceaſed, but 
newes came, that the Candtans rebelled , Wherefoze 
a power ſent thither, aſlaulted tdeim on thꝛe ſydes, and 


with the cozrection of the pꝛincipall rebelles, reduced 
theim 
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theſm to their fozmer obedpence, 

CShozelp after happened a great dearth of cozne and 

Gradenigo dyed 

Than folowed Andrea Dandolo, a man foz his wiſe- Intra 

dome and ciuilitee much commended of Petrarcha, Dandclo 
Jn whoſe name Peter Zeno( in companpe of other 

Cbꝛiſtian pꝛinces) was ſent with an armie againſt the 

Turkes, whom at the firſte they diſcomfited, and toke 

Smirna: but aftcrwardes the turkes aſſembled againe, 

and with great ſlaughter ouercame the Uenetians, the 

Cypzfotes,and the Rodianes. 

C This Dake pꝛocured licence of the kynge of Baby- 

lone, that Uenetfan merchauntes might freely craffic- 

que in Aegypt,and ſent an armp vnto zara than pelded 

vnto the kyng of Hungarfe,who beynge come thyther 

with. 120000. men, was fonghte with by the Ueneti- 

ans diſcomfited,and zara recouered. 

This duke oꝛdeined the office of the thꝛte Auditours, 

foz the better expe dicion of matters, becauſe the Auo⸗ 

gadori had to much charge on theim to diſpatche wel: 

and he hym ſelfe wꝛote a wozthy hiſfozy of the Uenett- 

an aſtato and lawes fo; the tyme chan paſſed, 

Be ſente, di. ſhippes into Sicilia foz cozne, wherof two 

peerpſhed by the wap, the other. ſiii.releeued the citee in 

their great dearth, After kolowed ſuche an earthquake, 

that. iii. oꝛ.iili.ſteples, with diners other buildynges in 

Uentce were ſhaken to the earth: and than ſuch a peſti⸗ 

lence that in maner Aenice became bopde . Nener- 

thelcſlea newe armp was made out againſt the Geno- 


wales, that foughte with them at Cariffs beſydes Ne- 
groponte, where firlf the Genowates were diſcomty- 
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ked, than the Uenetians, and thirdlye in Oardegna the 
Geno wales againe: and thereby bzought lo lowe, that 
they became lubiectes to John Uiſcontf,archeb(ſhop & 
Duke of Pyllapne , who ſents the famouſe Petrarcha 
ambaſſadour to venice, to obteine peace from hym and 
the genowaies. But the venetians wolde not graũt it. 


-Wherfoze the-Uiſconti ſent his armie into Dalmatia, 


ſacked the tolones of Faro and Cozfu,toke Parenzo in 
Ickria, and ſpoiled a venetian ſhippe, goynge into Cans 
dia, ot᷑ value ( by repoꝛte) of. S0000.dackates, 

C Thus while the Aenettans foz caſe of this trouble 
were making a leage with the king of Boeme, to b2tng 
him againſt the Aiſconti, this duke Dandolo dyed, 
Marino Falerio ſucceded him, in whoſe dates the com⸗ 
mon wealth lacked littel of beter bndopng, Fpꝛũl their 
army was ſoꝛe diſcomfited by che genowates,Paganso 
Doꝛia being capitaine, at the Ile of Sapientia, beſides 
Mozea , After this, the Duke him ſelfe conſpired a⸗ 
gainſte the citees libertee, entendyng to make him ſelfe 
abſolute loꝛde therof,byputtynge the nobilitee and ſe⸗ 
nate to death. But his purpoſe was diſconered by Bel⸗ 
trame a ſtzinner, one of the confederat? ſo that the duke 
was beheaded, and diuers other punylhed , beſpdes a 
noumber that kled, and were baniſhed, 

C Finallie this Beltrame foꝛ his reward, was made a 
gentilmau of Aenice, with a thouſand ducates of perely 
reuenew. But afcer a certsine ſpace, thinkynge hys re- 
warde ouer littel in reſpect of ſo greate a ſeruice.he la⸗ 
mented him lclfe vnto the ſenate, and was ſo impoꝛtu⸗ 
nate, that they not onelye coke from hym his fozeſapde 


reuenew, but allo depzined him of the gentilmans dig⸗ 
nites 
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nitee t made hym a ſkſnner againe, as he was befoze 
C After this Marco Cornaro a Vice Doge; ruled 


fo2 a certeine ſpace, IT: 
¶ Than John Gradenico was elected duke, who ſen⸗ 


dyng out. vii gallets againſt the Genowales, was oc⸗Jehn Sra⸗ 
caſion of the peace, that immediatelyfolo bed betwene 135; 


them. 

In his time Lewis kyng of Hungary entred in leage 
with certeine pꝛinces and nobles of Lumbardy againT 
the Uenetians:ſo that after he had beene befoze Zara, 
Spalato, Trau and Nona, with other places in Dal- 
matia:he beſpeged Treuiſo:duryng which liege Gra⸗ 
denico dyed, 

Than John Delkino was choſen, who being that tyme 
beſſeged within Treuiſo, and aduertiſed of hys electi⸗ 
on, requpꝛed the kynges laueconducte to paſſe : which 
woulde not be graunted. Wherfoze at laſte incompa⸗ 
ny of certeine men of armes, he ſetretlp departed , and 
tame to Uenice:and was no ſooner in the auctozitee, 
but he reuoked the Poteſtate of Padoa, and toke from 
the Padoanes the trade of ſalte , A mattier vnto them 
ok great impoꝛtance. This did he to be reuenged on 
Carraro, a pꝛineipal of che Padoanes, who was entred 
into intelligence with the Pungartens, 
Finally this king pꝛoſpered ſo much sgainſfe the Ue- 
netfans , that thep were con ſtrepgned fo2 a peace to 
graunt hym al Dalmatſa,from the goolfe Fanatico,to 
Durazo, with certefne other townes aboure Ceneda 
and Treuilo, that he had than newly gotten, 
¶ Ta this peace the Venetians at that tome, were glad 
to agree, fo eſchewynge of moꝛe daunger. And not 
Dd lil longe 
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longe after thys Delfino dped. 


Whom Lorenzo Celſo, than capitaine of the armpe 
bpö the goolfe, was elected, who being aduertiſed ther⸗ 
of, incontinently repayzed bnto Uenice: where he was 
receiued with ſuch pompe as the Uenectans vſe , But 
his owne father,would in no wple goe againffe hym: 
thynking it vnmete, that the father ſhould ble an pe re⸗ 
uerence to hys ſonne. 


An his time, fpꝛſt the Duke of Auſtriche, and after the 


kynge of Cypꝛus came to ſee venice foz their paſſetime 
where they were receiued and honoured accozdynglp. 
Than ot new Candia rebelled,foz the great taxes that 
the Uenetians leuped of theim. UWherfoze fyꝛſte one, 
and than an other army was ſent thither, whiche wyth 
mach adoe ( by reaſon of che Greekes defence ) atlaſte 
recouered ft;and fo. with triumph retourned to benſce, 
C About this time the kyng of Cppꝛus toke and ſacked 
Alerandzta fn Aegypt,from whens he retourned laden 
with a wonderful pzaye . And not longe after thys 
duke Ceſlo dyed, 

His ſucteſſoure was Marco Cornaro,who fouhwyth 
bad wozde that Candfa againe rebelled. Agatnlf whom 
a newe armie was pꝛepared, with pꝛiuilege obteined of 
the biſhop of Rome, of clere pardon and remiſſpon of 
ſpnnes,fo2 all theim that choulde beate armes in that 
enterp2yſe, 

C Finally the Candiottes were ſo oppꝛeſſed, that they 
were conſtreigned to aſke peace, and with ſharpe puni⸗ 
ſhementes were bꝛought to their wonted obedience. 

C The buſinefſe of Candia being thus wel quleted and 
refozmed, Coznara lyued not longe after, 
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Chan entred Andzea Contarint, norwithfanding that 


be oftentvmes refaſed the dignitee, perchaũce thzongh (,1tarins 


Crieſte thzough ſuccour of the duke of auſtria, rebelled 
and beyng in a ſharpe battatle ouercommen:were con- 
Tretgned to retourne to the Aenetian obedience. 

Than beganne a new bickering betwene the Carrari, 
lozdes of Padoa, and the Uenettans,foz the intereſt of 
terteine confines, betwene . were many ſkirwi⸗ 


ſhes with variable foꝛtune on both ſides, But the benes 
tians had euer the better, vntil che Carrari had gotten 
in leage the kyng ol Hungary, the duke of Auſtria, the 
Genowaies, and the Patriarke of Aqulleia, who on all 
ſpdes by lande and fea, oppꝛeſſed the Uenetfans ſoze, 

Foz notwithſkandpng that in this meane whple, with 
belpe of the kyng of Cypꝛus on the one lide, they fpꝛſte 
diſcomfited Andzonico ſonne of the emperoure Caloi⸗ 
anni with the Greekes in the Jle of Tenedo,and after 
that diuers of the Genowates by ſea. And than on the 
tother ſide with the helpe of Bernabo Viſconti, by lad 
diſcoarficed che Carraro on the Padoan territo2y,with 
getting of ſome townes:pet foꝛtune tourned ſo againe 
them, that at Pola they loff,rv.galleſs at one time, and 
by littell and lyttell loſte Vmago, Grado, Caorle, 
Chiozza,Loreo,Le Bebbe, Capo d aggere, Mala- 
moco,t Pauiglia:lokyng enery foote,whan they ſhuld 
be aſlaulted in Uenice , Inſomuche, that they ſente 
a blancke Charter vnto Peter Doꝛia than capitaine of 
the Genowates armie, beſeching him to pꝛeſcribe them 
what condicions he would, and they gladly woulde ac- 


cept them: but as it hapneth commonip in p2oſpericee, 
men 


fozeſyghte ot thynges to come. Fo2 fy;ſfe they of 1367 
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men are not contented with reaſonable aduauntage:he 
would not haue theim but at his owne deſcrecion. 

And ſo dꝛoue foꝛth the tyme till Carlo zeno, with the 
Uenetfan armpe,ſcoured all the leuaunte ſcas , toke 
many riche ſhyppes,oftheyz ennempes: and wpth the 
ſlaughter of, 300. Cenowaies, reſtozed the foꝛtreſſe ok 
Conſtantinople vnto Calotannt emperour of Greece, 


beſſeged Pera:t finally after manpe wozthp victozies 


in thoſe partpes (aduertpſed of the peryll that Uenice 
was in) retyꝛed homewardes:tofgned wpth Vettorio, 
Piſani capitaine of the reſt ofthe Wenetian armie, and 


neere vnto Bꝛondolo, C hiozza, and thoſe other pla- 


ces theraboutes, fought dfuers tymes with them, with 
dpuers foztune, and at laſt ſlew theyꝛ capitaine bekoꝛe⸗ 
named, recouered Chiozza thzough famine, and coke 
$0, Padoan botes,wfth,19,Genowate galleis, beſides 
certeine ſhippes laden with ſalte, and noumber of pꝛy⸗ 
ſoners. 
This great victoꝛy thus obteined by Vettorio Piſani 
and Carlo zeno, was not pet enough to end this warre 
Foz the reſt of the Genowaies armie diſconmfited at 
Chſozza,departed to Trieſte,cauſpng it to rebel. 
And than leautng Jftria in gouernaunce of the Patri⸗ 
arke of Aquileia, retourned agatne to attempt the get- 
tynge of Bꝛondolo and Chfozza But findynge the 
paſſages cloſed againſte theim, they made towardes 
Pirano and Parenzo, dopnge they; beſt to gette them: 
wherin they pꝛeuapled not, and ſo at laſte wythdꝛewe 
them into the hauen of Marano. 
¶ This meane while the Uenetfans endenoured them 
ſelfes to reconer againe Bebbe;, 4 the other plac? nere 
5 about 
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about theim. All which they obtelned, Capo d agge⸗ 
re onely extept, ihat was holden by the Catrarg. 
Than came ncwes, that Pola was taken, and that the 
Cenowates,renupng thep2 armſe, dad alſo taken Arbe 
in the ile ok Scardona. Uherefoze a newe power wes 
made out, which palling into Ittria, ſached Iuſtinopo- 
li, and bellegt d Zara. Jn whyche enterpꝛiſe Uettozto 
Piſani died, ſo that Carlo Zeno reſted capi aint alone: 
who with. bill. galleis of newe, ſcoured all the coffes cf 
Dalmatia, toke. xti.Schlauon ſhippes, and wente tozih 
into the riuer of Genoa, where he wzought wonders; 
whtileft the Genowates and thepꝛ colleges on the other 
ſide ſacked Capo d'Jſtrta,toke Conigliano , Nouate, 
and Treuiſo befoꝛe pelded to the duke of Auſiriatbe: 
ſides. xiili. Nenetian e that the ** — mo 
in the pozte of Pcſaro, - 4 
CAnd ſo longe contended hey trawaring one gd 
another, that ar laſte both parties wert weritd and by 
meane of the duke al @auote,accozded, In the conclu⸗ 
vyng of which peace the Uenctſans rendzed the Fle'of 
Te nedo with the Genowalt s (that by the meane of the 
emperour Caloianni;came befoze to their hanzes.) 
Finally, after the Carraro of Padoa had gotten Tre 
uiſo by fozce from the Duke of Auſtria (the kynge of 
Þungary being dead) this duke Contarini finiſhed his

monethes, made a newe lawe fo; the trtall of murders 


and manflaughters. U | Intento 
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CVs bare ſa earnett᷑ a zeale fo Juffce,that . a 
tomplainte againſt his owne ſdne,foz certain diſhoneff 
partes plated about a gentilmans doze,of whoſe wyfe 
de was enamoured, cauſed hym to be layed in pꝛyſon, 
where be miſerablie dyed of the plage. And thonghe he 
knewe,that che inkection was entered into that pꝛiſon, 
pet wolde he not at no friends interceſſion remoue bis 
ſonne into any other. Mhypche acte one wap ſemeth 
commendable, an other wap bar: atural and cruel, 
Aboute this tyme the Uenettans entred in leage with 
Giangalezo Viſconti, duks of Pillaine,and with the 
marcheſe Da Eſte of Ferrara, agaynſte Carraro of 
Padoa:ſo that betwene theſe thꝛe the territoꝛy of C ar⸗ 
raro was diupded. 
Futte the Uenetfans had Treuiſo, the marches of 
Ette had certaine caſtels, that he had befoze tolfe, + the 
Viſconti had Padoa; Feltro;x Ciuidale di Belluno: 
which with Uicenza and Uerona,that he had allo got- 
ten a lyttle befoze,ſet che Aiſconti of Ppllatne on ſuche 
d height that immediately he moued warre agapnlt the 
Bolognieſe and g lorentines, whereby be began to be 
had in Jalouſte, and miſfruſte, ot all the other aſtates, 
about him. Wherefoze the Aenetians, with thoſe other 
two befozenamed, the Pantoan, the Ferrareſe, Carlo 
Palateſta, x Robert duke of Bautera(vnto whome the 
yonge Novella Carraro was fled foꝛ ſuccours) entred 
all inta a leage againſt him:by reaſon wherof UMerona 
was lacked, Padoa beſieged, and the Utſcontt at length 
in ſuch wiſe diſcomftted, that he was fayne to requpꝛe 
arg was graunted fag. x. xeręs folowpng.

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C After the death of Veniero ſucceded Bichele Steno niches, 
in whoſe tpme. tiff; Uenetlan gallets, laden wprh mer: Steno 
chaundiſe were loft in the Arcipelago, - 1 
¶ Than Zeno, wyth. xi. galleis was ſente once 2gainfe 

the Genowaſes:who had ben in Sozia,ſacked Barutti, 

and taken cer teine Uenectan ſhippes. But in the yꝛ re⸗ 
tourne,betweene Podone, and Giunchto, Zeno dyf- 
coumfticed tem: — chat in maner they 
were double as manp. 

Thts meane tyme the poung 2 arraro bepnge( perte⸗ 
ipth;zougb the Uenetians fauour)reſtozed vnto the dos 
minion of Padoa, beſieged Utrenza,and ſtreig ned it ſo 
ſoze, that in deſpiie of hym thep pelded theim ſelfes to 
the Uenecians:who toke occaſion of- bnkpadnele to- 
wardes Carraro, becauſe he had ben the pztncipal mos 
ner of the Genowates agaynſte theim: and that alſo he 
had connſatled william Scala to take on hym the do⸗ 
minſon of Uerona, Jnſomuche chat the Uenettans ar: 
med / fyꝛſte chaſtiſed Alberto da Eſte of Ferrara fo; 
parttaking with Carraro, and finally by plapne fozce, 
gat bothe Þadoa and Verona:and led this Nouello 
Carraro, with bys two ſonnes pꝛyſoners to Uenite, 
where by nyght they were all chze ſtraungled. 

CAnd albeit, that the Uenectans were eſfemed to haue 
bpent tn choſe Padoane warres better than two mylly⸗ 
ons of golde:pet this victoꝛie oner thep; app:onedenes 
mie was ſo grateful vnto them, that foꝛgettynge al ex⸗ 
pences, thep triumpheo with feaſtes and bonefpers lo

ag ainſt him that ſhould fir ſte mocton the alteracion of 
that palaice from his olde facion. | 
- han Pocenigo was deace,Fraunces Foſcaro en- 
tered into the aſtate, who being pzatedthervnto,entred 
in league with che Flozentines, againſt Philip duke of 
Pyllaſne;and ſente Carmignuola they: captapne to 
Bzeſſa, whiche by meane of intelligente was ſone got⸗ 
ten:chaugh the foꝛterelle helde a certeine ſpace.

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Philip encouraged wpth the monep and large offers 
of the Pplaneſe, wolde not ſuffer the articles to be ob⸗ 
ſcrued,and inuading the Panenane territozp, pꝛouoked 
his enemies the colleges,to renewe their power, wpth 
which, and by the power of the general Carmignuola, 
the duke recetaed ſuch a diſcomklture, belides Lerenti 
ano, wyth loſe of his cariage, plate and money, that if 
Carmignuolahad folowed the victozp,be had ben like 
enough to haue dziuen Phillip out ot his Duchle. 
C Finally after ſundzpe concluſionus and bꝛeaches, at

men were ſlaine, beſides a noumber malned and hurt. 
¶ Eugenius the biſhop of rome, impacient that Picci⸗ 
nino ſhoulde ſo longe kepe Bononia, entrcd in league

C Than Sforza takynge parte with duke Phillip loſte 
Caſale Paggſoze,and the Parca d' Ancona, that the 
biſhop of Kame toke from him, but finally Phillip dy⸗ 
ſeaſed both with a feuer and the fluxe, dyed. 
Incontinently vpon whoſe death Lodi and Vicenza; 
ſabmtitted them ſelfes to the Uenetians . UWherefoze 
Sforza, capitaine of the Pilaneſo,came with an army 
fo Uicenza,toke it, and ſacked it. And Attendulo on 
the other ſpde waffed a great part of the Pflaneſe, vn⸗

CAbout this time a certaine Greeke,called Stamato, 
robbed the treaſure of ſainct Parkes churche, after he 
bad been two peres in cuttyng an hole thzongh a berye 
myghtie fone wal: but beyng bewꝛaſed chzough a tai⸗ 
loure, that he truſted, the treaſure was reconered, the 
Greeke taken, and foz bys longe pacpence and wozthy 
thekte, hanged with a golden halter.

C Some thinke the fertilitee of che realme ſhoulde pꝛo⸗ 
cede muche of the heate that this ſulfure geueth the 
ground (ſeyng there is moze plenty than ellwhere) but 
whereof ſoener it cometh the countrey is ſurely reple⸗ 
niſhed of all thynges necefſary fo2 mans lyfe , & ſo ple⸗ 
ſaunt withal, that Pandolfo Collenuccio ( a notable 
waiter of the Neapolitane hiſfozies)thinketh, the won⸗ 
derfull mutacious that haue happened in the ſame ;'to 
pꝛocede of the deſire that men had vnto the pleaſers and 
com moditees of the countrep. And kurther ſpeakpnge 
ol the inconſtancie of the people, be ſapth theſe woꝛdes: 
It ſeemeth, that the realme af Naples is pꝛedeſtpnate 
to haue in it continuall tyꝛ annies, ſeditions, falſhead, 
rebellions, warres, deſt ruction of citees, ræuiſhmentes, 


and klambe, with all the other calamitces that of aua⸗ 
rice and 
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rice and ambicion (true mothers of ſuch plages)mape 
growe, And allegeyng the auctoꝛſtee of dſners aunci⸗ 
ent wziters, aſfirmeth, that the pꝛouinces of the realme 
which he calleth Regnicoli,voe perſeuer withoute re- 
bellion as longe as thep fynde none to rebel againſt. 
Neuerthelefſe Titus Liuius, the auncient Romayne 
biſfo:ies ſhewe,thac Naples it ſelfe was of all other 
titees moſte conffant in their fateth towardes the Koz 
maines, aſwel in tyme of daunger as of pꝛoſpe ritee. 
And foz the ſpace of cheſe.zo.yeres and moꝛe thep haue 
perſeuered in qupete obedlence vnder their pztnces, 
Nenertheleſle in this the abbzidgement ok their biffo- 
ries pe thal ſee, that ſens the decay of che Komaine em- 
pſre,norealme in al thewoꝛld hath ben ſo much ſubiect 
to alteracions and warres, pꝛincipally thzough occaſp⸗ 
on of the inhabitauntes them ſelfes,who alwales were 
diuſded in partetakynges to their owne confuſton, 
And pou ſhal pet to this houre ſee, that the Neapolſta- 
nes are ſcarcelye truſfed on their wozdes , Not that A 
thynke they deſerue leſſe credyte than other men, but 
becanſe the wonted general ill opinion of their vnſted⸗ 
faſtneTe is not taken oute of mens hertes , Pet is the 
Neapolſtane foz bis good enterteiment reckened to be 
the verate conreeſie of the woꝛlde, thoughe moſfe men 
repute him co be a great flatterer and ful of crafte, 
EU hat wol pou moze: They are rpch, foz almoſt enery 
gentylman is loꝛde and kynge within hym ſelfe , they 
haue berap fapꝛe women, and the wozlde at wyll, in fo 
muche as Naples contendeth wpth Uzntce , whether 
ſhoulde be pzeferred foꝛ ſumpcuoule dames . Finallpe 
the court about the V icere, was wat to be verp pꝛince⸗ 
Gg ill lp: and 
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lpe, and greatter than that of Pyllapne foz trayne of 
gentilmen: hut now it is ſomewhat diminiſhed as pon 
ſhal perceiue in the ende of chis hiſtozy. 

¶ The ſaſyng(of theim that beſt can geffe ) is, that {t 
peldech the emperour.i((.mitltons of gold by the peare, 
which after our reckenpag is abonr,700000, pound, 
A great parte wherof is conſumed in mainteining the 
Uiceres aſtate, and keping of manpe foꝛtreſſes, i in the 
wages of. 00. men of armes, continuallp mainteigned 
there, that muſte kepe euer ye one bys, tif.hozſe,fo; the 
whyeh he hath as good as. o. pound ſtipende prarelye, 
and manp of theim haue moze. And one greate ſaute 
there is, ſoꝛ almoſt no ſtraũger can trauaile the realme 
vnrobbed, ſpecpallpe betwene Rome and Naples. It 
is in maner cloſed about with the ſea, except. 170. mile. 
that is cutte ouer from the mouth of the riuer of Vfen 
te now called Maſeno bnto the mouth of Tronto, and 
is ot eompaſſe in all, meaſuryng it by the banke, about. 
I40oo. miles, hauing bpon the ſea coſtes ſach a number 
ot hauens and good townes, as few rcalmes chziſtenen

paſſed home into their owne countrep agapne. 

Not longe after the Saraſines bnder their Capitapne 3. 
Sabba,retourned into the realme, 4 beſfeged Taranto 

to the ſacconrs wherof the Greekiſh empersar ſent his 
capſtaine Theodoſius, with a great army by ſea,of the 
whpche.,50.ſapie were Uenectans, who metynge wpch 

the Saraſines,fought with them, were diſcoumkpted, 

many taken, ſlapne, and dzowned;zand finally Theodo⸗ 

ſius bim ſelfe put to flygbt. | 
¶ Chan the Saraſtnes coke the ile of Candia, and the 
moze part of chem arriupng in Italp, toke all the tow⸗ 
nes on the ſea coſtes from Ancona to Otranto, and 
ſo about to Taranto, ſpoiling and burning ouer al. vn⸗ 
till at laſte. the Aenetian armie mette with theim, dyſ⸗ 
coumficed theim, and dꝛoue them cleane away. 
Mithin a while after Conſtantine a childe, ſonne vnto 
Leo late emperour of Conſtantinople, was depꝛiued of 
bis aſtate by one Romano, general of his fathers army 
And this Romano ( being alſo a Romatne boꝛne ot vile 
condicion) vſurped the empyte by foꝛce, whpche cauſed 
much ruſftyng , e namely the eountreis of Calabꝛia and 
Puglia rebelled agatuſte hym. But be to be anenged 


on them, cauſed the Saraſines 8gaine to come into Ita 
7 5 lye, who

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lie, who not onelp onerronne thoſe two countreys, but 
alſo al the re ſt of the realme of Maples, and Campaine 
almoſt co rome:entendyng to aſſanlte and ſacks it, had 
not John the. x. than biſhop of the lame made a greats 
armie, that ſo fought with, and diſcoumfited them, that 
thep were fapne co flee bnco che mounte of Gargano, 
now called ſafncc Angelo: where they foztifped theym 
ſelfes x dwelled many yeres,renupng now here nows 
there th:ougy the realme, burnyng, ſpoplyng, and kyl⸗ 
lynge in ſuche wyſe that whan cbey came befoze anpe 
towne,and pzomiſcd,not to kyl the people noz to burne 
the houſes, incontinentlp the inhabitantes would pelde 
them ſelfe:becauſe they bad been ſo often beten, that 
they thought reſifence naught auapleable. 
¶ And thus triumphed the Saraſines in one parte and 
an other of the realme, but moſt in Calabzia 1 Pugli⸗ 
a, til the comyng of Dtho,the kyzſte of that name, em⸗ 
perour of Almapne, into Jtalye. Who being arrfued 
at rome(from pactfipng of certaine rumours moued a⸗ 
gainſt John the.xiit.chan biſhop there) was perſuaded 
by Jaandolfe,p2ince of Capua, to ſend the armie he had 
bꝛought ont of Germanp into the realme:it ſhoulde be 
an eaſie mattier foz hym to dzpue all the Saraſmes a⸗ 
wape. And ſo it pꝛoued: foz the emperour had no ſoo⸗ 
ner ſent his ſonne(alſo named Ocho!) with bys power 
964+ into thoſe parts, but inconttnentiy the Saraſens made 
what they coulde to carye with theim, and ſo departed, 
By reaſon whereof,this Othe the lecounde , helde the 
Otho the. 11, realme as his owne certeine peres, ti the Greekiſh em⸗ 
perour Baſilio, ſent a mighty army of Grekes and as 
raſines into Puglia, there diſcomficed Otho in ſachs 
Nein wpls 
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che w ple, that if the Greekes had knowenhow to haus 
bſed t dez bictoꝛie, they myght eaſilye halle recovered 
Rome and all Jtalpe , But they contented with the res 
eouerep of Calabꝛia and Puglia, foztifled the ſame and 
kepte it, not withoute warre, ſometpme of one pꝛynte, 
ſometpme of an other, and many tymes of the Saraſi⸗ 
nes, that (ſil enioiyng the tle of Sicilia )wold by felth, 
here and there, be dopng miſchie ke agapnft their Chꝛi⸗ 
fan nepghbours. 


ghel Catalafco emperour of Conſtantinople, and Ser⸗ 
gius the. iii. byſhop of Nome, the realme of Naples 
ſtode thus diuided into ſundzpe dompynfons , Calabzia 
and Puglia (as J haue ſapde) wes in poſſeſſion of the 
Greekes:the ronapnes ſome here, ſome there in Cams 
payne and therabout? , had they? partes , and ſome o⸗ 
ber bnder the name of pꝛinces, occupied the reff. 

Thau one Tancredi, Conte d' alta villa, a Rozmatn 
boz ne, came into Italie, who haupng,rii.fonnes of hys 


ſydes, tone wages of Pavolfe pꝛince of Capua, to ſerug 
in his warres againſt Guaimaro pꝛince of Salerne:in 
which warres the Rozmains ſerued ſo wel, that Pan⸗ 
dolfe pꝛeuailed as he woulde wyſhe bym felfe .But bez 
cauſe he ſeemed to ſet little by thoſe Nozmaines , after 
be had obte ined his purpoſe, therfoze whan the tyme of 
they appoſuctmente was expired, they lekte Pandolfe, 
and wente to ſerue Guaimaro, whoſe aſtate by they; 
pelpe was ſhoztly after much encreaſed, 

Finally Tancredi being dead, his ſonne Guglielmo 
5 made general ouer the noꝛmains, that

were than « great noumber:inſomuch that the empe 
rour-of Conſtantinople determynyng vcteriye to dzine 
away the @araſives,that than octupied the Ile of Si⸗ 
eile. required his helpe, pꝛomiſyng foz his rewarde, the 
iii. parte of all that ſhould be gotten . But whan the 
Haraſines were all dzyuen awap, Molocco the empes 
roars capitayne , tobe the whole realme of Sicile into 
his owne handes to the emperours vſe, i wold aſſpgns 
no parte thereof ro the Nozmatins, Whycbe wionge 


: Ferrabach diſſembled foz the time , 4 ſo withyzew hym 


wyth all his into Puglia,takyng the moſte partof tho 
countrep by foꝛce, and entrpnge into Melfi (a verays 
frong place befoze foztifled by the Hozmans, ſoꝛ ſafes 
garde of their goodes,wifes and childzen) be pzepared 
all thpnges neceſſarpe foz the warre , And taryed tyll 
the fazenamed. Molocco came to beſiege bim wpth a 
notable armp, and than( as an expert capftaine )conſis 
dering the Gzekes to be werie of their greate crayayls 


trom Sicile thither incontinenlp vſſued oute agaynfte 
them, and diſcomfited Molocco, flew the moſt part of 


his armp, and dꝛaue hym in maner cleane out of Pug⸗ 
lia, takyng the poſſeſſion of it into his owne hand, and 
naming him ſelfe Erle of puglia, and ſo continued the 
reik of his life, whych was not longe. 
¶ This Guglielmo Ferrabach than beyng deade, bys 
bꝛother Dꝛogone, ſucceded in the dominion of Paglta, 
who had diuers conklictes with the Grekiſh armpes, 
dfaers foztune withal, but finally in a great battile, be⸗ 
twene che ryuer Ofanto and the caſtell Oliuetto, the 
Gretzes were ouerthzowen and from that tyme fozth, 
the Ao, mains enloped the whole countrep of Puglia,

Afcer the death of Dꝛogone, fſolowed his bzother bon

¶ Than ſucceded Godfrep another bꝛother, in whoſe 
tyme the pztnce of Balern happened to be ſlapne of his 
owne mẽ, and Gilulfo a Nozmaine made pzince in bis 
place . This Giſulfo had diuers tymes attempted the 
getting of Beneuento, and now of new made pzeparas 
cion foz the ſame, wherefoze Leo the. ix. than byſhop of 
Rome, required ſuccours of Henry the.2.emperour of 
Almapne than bepnge in Rome.

This Robert was a man ſlrong, bardp, and wiſe who 
perceiuyng the great contencion betwene the Romap⸗ 
nes and Nicolas the ſecound their biſhop( the better to 
efabiihe his dominion) be ſente his ambaſſadours to 
the biſhop, who in copanp of thoſe ambaſſadours came 
ta the cieee Aquila, and there mette with Robert: 4 had 
ſuche communtcacion together, that Robert was con⸗ 
tented to reſtoꝛe to the boſhop, the citees of Beneuento 
and Trola, with thoſe other landes, that be befoze had 
Robert faken fromthe churche, koꝛ the which the bychop crea? 
excated duke, ted him lawfal Duke of Puglia and Calabzta,and in⸗ 
neſted him in the ſame duchy, with gifc ofthe ſtandard 
Of the churche, ſo that Roberte became liege man and 
valſaile ofthe Romaine ſee , and by the byſhops. com⸗ 
maundement bzought bis armie to Rome, where he ſo 
chaſtiſed the Nomaines, that they gladiye obeped they} 
holy Komaine father, 
¶ Not longe after, leauinge his dzocher Guglielmo in 
Puglia, be paſſed into Calabzia, t foztifped the cowne 
of. S. Parke, and departynge thenſe encamped beſpdes 
the riuer Poccato,nere to the baines, and ſhoztlp after 
gat Coſenza t Martirano, Than wente he to &quilz 
laci x ſoa long the ſea coſtes to Reggio:whithe he be⸗ 
ſleged, and fmally did ſo much, that he gat whole Pigs 
lia and Calabzia, the lande ot Brutij, and the reſt of the 
whole realmeof Naples, geuyng vnto certapne ofbys 
bꝛethern ſuch part as pleaſed hym. By reaſon wyereof

Whoche Roger by the 
belpe ot his bzotber Robert, immedlatlpe enterpꝛiſed,

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toke was Meſsina,and at length chaſed awaye all the 
Saraſines, the whole Jland became ſubiecte vnto hpm

thenozmayns and his bꝛother, ſo that foz a token of this victoꝛye, Ko» 


ger ſ8ne vnto Alexander the ſeconnd:than byſhoppe of 
Nome. ilii.camelles laden with part of the pꝛape of the 
Haraſines, foz a pzeſente, And wonder it was to ſee 
the ſpeede of theſe victozfes,foz Robert Gulſcardo and 
bia bꝛothꝛen, had bzoughte all theſe domyntous befo;s 
reherſed bnder them within the ſpace of.rb(ff,yeres, 
C Not longe after, Gregozte the. vii, byſhop of Rome, 
kyꝛſte fel out with Robert, but afterwarde beynge ſoze 
perſetuted by Henrpe the. 3. @mperour of Almaine, de 
agreed wich Nobert, and receſupnge of hym onelpe the 
marke of Ancona, he confp2med to him al that Nicolas 
the.tf,bad befoze graunted wpth rather moꝛe Foz 
the whych, whan the ſame Gregozy was after beſieged 
in the caſtel. S. Angelo at rome, by the ſoꝛnamed em⸗ 
pt rour, Robert Guiſcardo came thither with an armp, 
and repſed the ſlege,leadyng the biſhop( who was mu⸗ 
che hate d of the Romapnes) with hym to Salerno foz 
his moze ſuretie, where he ſhoꝛtly after dyed. 
CThaos Koberte, after manye woꝛthye feates doen in 
Italp and Sicile, by occaſion at laſt minded to dziue As 
leſſlo, emperour of Cõſtantinople out of hys aſfate and 
to be emperour him ſelle, ſo that he paſſed the ſea wyth 
zu huge armpe, conguered Durazo, Valona, and dy⸗ 
uerſe other titees in Dalmatia, Albania, and Gretia: 
fought by ſea with the Greekiſh and Uenetian armies 
both, and onercame them: and was like to haue pzeuats 
led in his enterpziſe, had not death pzenented hym, 
Finally as he was goyng into Greece at Calsiopoli, 
in the

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in the fle of Corfu, he ſickened and died, ledynge a toe 
riouſe and victoztoule Iyfe.60.yeres, 
Than lucceded him in the dachie of Calabzfa and pag: Roger. 
lia Roger his ponger ſone, who in the counſatle holden 
at Melfi, was confpꝛmed by Urbane the ſecond biſhop 
of Rome. But Boemonde the elder bꝛother (who euer 
had talowed the fapth, and at that tyme remained capi⸗ 
tayne ouer the armie in Grece)herynge that no part of 
the dominton fn Italpe was reſerued foꝛ him, waxed ſo 
wꝛoth withal, that ( habandonpng all his fathers enter⸗ 
pꝛyſe )paſſed the ſea with his armp, to dꝛiue hys bꝛother 
oute of the aſtate: and dyd ſo muche, that after muche 
fepghtinge , by agremente parte of Puglia was allig⸗ 
ned vnto hym,chough he enjoped it not longe, Foz im⸗ 
mediatelp after folowed the greste viage into the holpe 
land bpou the concluſion of the counſatle made in Chi- 
aramonte d' aluerina in Fraunce.Jn which viage a- 
mongeſt the other pꝛinces, Boe monde bim ſelfe would 
nedes goe, and ſo woꝛthily behaued bim, that by aſſente 
of al! men he was made p2tnce of Antioche, and ſo cons 
tinued honozablpe till hys laſte day, By reaſon wherof 
bys bꝛother Roger remained quietly Due of Puglia 
and Calabzta,from the beginnyng ok his re igne about

¶ ert him ſucceded his ſonne Guglielmo, that chyn- 
king to mary one of the daughters of Aleſſio emperour ©u9itcimo.a 
of Conffantinople,toke ſhippynge fo goe thither: and 
commended his a ſtate to the pꝛotection of Calixte the 
ſecond than byſhop of Rome. But while Guglielmo 
was abſent, Roger than Erle of Sicile, ſonne vnto Ro- 
ger bz0:her of Robert Guiſcardo,wichout anp regarde

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And all hys people deſperpled, Epreaſon wherof roger 
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of the byſhop, allaulted Calabzſa , and gotte the better 
parts ere euer Calixt cou!de ſuctoure it. And albeit the 
biſhop reiſed ſuche an armpe as the haſfp eyme woulde 
ſerue, and came fozth as farre as Beneuento, ſendynge 
a Cardinal befoze with exhoztacions and excommunp⸗ 
cacſons;yet wold Roger nothyng decline from his pur⸗ 
pole: but was rather moze hotte in hys enterpꝛiſe, and 
fo:tune ſo mnche fauoured hym,that after a noumber 
of the biſhoppes armie were fallen ſicke, and manpe of 
his dere kriendes dead, the byſhop him ſelife ſickened fs 
ſoze that he was caried in a hozſelitter backe ro Rome, 


in maner without reſiſtence, in ſhozte time gat all Pu⸗ 
glia and Calabzia into his owne poſſeſſion, and ſe kept 
it, that whi Guglielmo retourned, decemed of hys pꝛe⸗ 
conded marriage ( findynge him ſelſe alſo ſpeylid of hys 
dominion) he was fapne to repapze ro his couſen che 
pꝛince of Saexn, where not longe alter he died, leaning 
none iſſue, 
Co Roger remaignyng ſuccefſonr by inberſtaunte, 
woulde no moꝛe be called Duke, but entitled hym ſelfe 
kpnge of Italy, whych Calixt and Honozius(nexte by⸗ 
Hop after him) dillembled, becauſe thet could not choſe: 
but Innscente the ſecond, theyz next ſuccellour would 
not abyde thar name, and therefoꝛe moved of dyſdepnte 
without meaſurpng his fozce, ſode inelp aſſembled ſuch 
peoplc as he could make, ond went againſt Roger with 
ſo great a furie, that ere euer Roger coulde make anyg 
pzeparacyon,be dꝛaue hym from, S. Getmapnes, and 
once ot all the abbey landes (where Roger thought to 
baut 
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hene defended hym ſelle) and finally conffreigned him 
to lle into the caſtel Galuzzo , and there beſpeged bym, 
tilt william duke of Calabzia, ſonne of Roger,coming 
with an army to ſuccour his father, diſconmficed þ by⸗ 
ſhops power, finally coke the byſhop him ſelfe, withal 
dis cardinals pziſoners who Roger the father entrea⸗ 
ted very courteſly,and at laſt licẽced them to departe at 
thep: pleaſure Jn conſideracſon whereof the byſhop

This Federike went into che holy lande With 
a puſſſaunt armie, and there behaued him ſeife ſo vali⸗ 
auntlpe, that the Soldane ſued to hym foz truce, and 
bpon agrement deliuered to him the citee of Jeruſalem 
with the whole realme thereunto belongynge (a fewe 
ſmal foꝛtreſſes onelpe excepted ) inſomuche, that in the 
myddeſt of Lent, he was in Jeruſalem crowned, x be⸗ 
foʒe his retourne reedified the citee of Joppa, now cal- 
led Zaffo ; And after a notable bictozpe had agaynife 
the Btlaneſe , wyth other their confederates-of Lum⸗ 


bardie, he entred into Cremona in maner of triumph, 


leadpnge after hym a noumber of pziſoners with theyz 
Carroccio,on the which Piero Tiepolo Poteſfate of 
Ppllatne was hanged by one of the armes with an hal- 
ter 80 hys necke, This Carroccio was a carte dzas 

wen by 
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wen by certefne oren,crimmed abonte with greeces oz 
ſteppes in maner of a kingly ſeate,and decked with oz5 
namentes of tapeſtrie and ſilkes of the beffe ſoꝛte, wyth 
the ſtandardes and baners of all the confederete citees 
and nobles , Unto whiche as to the pꝛincipall place of 
iudgement oz of audience all men vſed to reſozte , And 
whan ls euer the Cartoccio, in anp batcatle was loſfe, 
than was the fielde wonne,foz aboute it was alwapes 
the frength of the battalle. 

Ol this battalle and triumph one w2ote theſe woꝛdes, 
Hz occiſis non ſufficiunt ſepulturæ, nec Cremonæ 
palatia multitudinem non capiunt captiuorũ, which 
ts as muche to ſape. To them that are ſlaine ſepultures 
ſuffice not, noz the palaices of Cremona are not able tg 
recciae the maltitude of pꝛiſoners. 

Than Gregozie lette erie the Croiſie againſt him, and 
ſo much pꝛouoked hym.that all che pꝛieſtes he toke, he 
cauſed their ſh auen crownes to be cutte a croſſe, with a 
number of other deſpytes. And bepnge at ſiege befo2e ' 
the citee of Faenza(which he toke at laſt by compoſiti 
on)wantyng money to pay his ſouldiours, he copgned 
leather, and valewed it, whiche foz the tyme ſerned as 
wel as liluer oz golde. Afterwardes bepng returned 
taco the realme, he recefued the lether and gaue the va⸗ 
lewe of gold foz it againe.

But 
aſſoone as he was biſhop he became his moꝛztal enemp:

tion was bzought hym:nowe of a good friende all 1 
bane an ennempe. Fo2 in dede Innocent al his dapes 
ceaſed not to wozke agapnſt Federike al the miſchyefe 
be coulde imagine.

But 
now chat kyug Alfonſe was retourned, the part of An⸗ 
gto ſo muche declined, that Fſabel was faine to reſozte 
koꝛ helpe to Eugenio than biſhop of Rome, who ſente 
the Patrfarke Vitelleſco to Naples. 

EC Thys Patriartze was a fonce man, meter fo2 the 
fyelde than foz the churche. Foz firſte he dyſcomfyted 
the armpe ok the pꝛince of Taranto, and toke the pztnce 
him ſelfe pꝛiſoner, and long time valiaunte ly bare hym 
ſelte in the warres againſte Alphonſe, one whple wyth 


koꝛce, an other while with policie, ſo that beynge fallen 


with his armp in the dannger of the king (through bez 
ſettyng of the ſtreictes and lacke of vittaile ) he handled 
him ſelle ſo humbly, that the kyng(embzacing his faire 
offers) graunted him truce, and vader coloure of che 
ſame truce, he( beynge armed, and the kyng vnarmed) 
c:me to Villa Giuliana, and ſo narowlye beſet it, that 
wyth muche a doe the kynge eſcaped his handes , Leas 
uyng all his baggage and cartage foꝛ a pzay to the Pa⸗ 
triarhe. Finally Rapnolde befozenamed, bepnge purte 
to hys raunſome, came with, rit. Cenowape galleys ts 
Naples, where with kyngelye honours he was trpun⸗ 
phantly recetued ; and ſo muche encreaſed hys power, 

that 
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that it was doubted, whether of the two partes were 
the better. Rapnolde defyed Alfonſe bodpe to bodpe, 
whiche Alfonſe refuſed not. Yowbetr at the dape and 
place of battaile appoynted, Ns pnolde appeared not. 
And albeit that Kaynolde foz a time pꝛoſpered and gat 
into his handes the caſtel Nouo, and caftel di Louo, 
that kynge Alfonſe had al wales kepte ſens he recepued 
them at quene Jobans handes, til that time, yet at laſte 
| (after the death of Iacomo Caldora, one of the pʒinci⸗ 
palleſt of che Anglopne parte )Alfonſes power ſo much 
encreaſcd, what by battalle, and change of diners of the 
barons affections(who leaupng the Angtopne part be- 
came Aragoneſe )that he recouered Naples 3nd all the 
whole realme: entrynge into the citce in maner of tri⸗ 
umphe:where fa; a perpetuall memoꝛp of his victozpe, 
the Napolicanes befo2e the caſlell gate, erected a nota⸗ 
ble falre arche of marble, 
¶ Thus Alfonſe,obteignpng the quiet poſſeſſion of the 
realme, vſed new meanes of amitee with Engenfo tha 
Biſhop of Rome: did ſo muche, that Eugenio confir- 
med him in che aſtate, and inueſted his baſtarde ſonne 
Ferdinando ſuccefſour to the crowne. Foz whpche in⸗ 
ueſtitute, Runge Alfonſe vpon couenaunte inuaded the 
conncrep De la Marca, and takynge it by fozce from 
Franceſco Sforza ( afterwardes Duke of Bpllayne) 
reſtozed it to the charche , And than in recompence 
of the great courteſie receiued of Phillp Duke of Pyl⸗ 
laine, he made warre in his kaudur againſt the Flozen 
tines, and atchieued manye wozthp enterpꝛiſes, bepnge 
in maner the onelpe ſtape of duke Philltp in his later 
dapes:lo that the duke by his teſtament made hym bys 
Pm it hepze 
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peire of the affate of Pyllaine, but he enloped it not as 


in the hiſtoꝛp of Pyllaine appereth. 

E Finaliye, after a generall leage made in Naples be- 
twene all the aſtates of Italie, excepte the Genowapes, 
Alfonſe made an armie, and beſieged Genoa fo? bzeach 
of certaine articles concluded {onge befoze at the ma⸗ 
king of a peace betwene them:whiche the Genowayes 
were bounde to gene to the kynge perely in maner of a 
tribute a baſon of golde , and the cauſe of their withol⸗ 
dyng, was foz that the kyng would neuer recepue it o⸗ 
ther wyſe than ſittyng in his maleſtee, as though he tri⸗ 
umphed ouer them. 

¶ The pꝛouiſion made foz the continnance of that ſſege 


was ſo greate, that by common opinion the citee muſte 


nedes haue ben his, had he not dyed, the. 66 pere of hys 
age, and the. 2 2. pere ot his reigue in Naples. Teaupng 
fo; ſucceſſours in the realme of Aragone t Sictle hys 
bother John, and in the Realme of Naples bys lonne 
the fozenamed Fernando. 

COf this kong Alfonſe are witten many great pꝛap⸗ 
ſes, foz his valpauntneſſe hys temperaunce bys lear- 
ning, his liberalitee and other like vercues, 


Ferdinando. Ferdinando, baſtarde ſonne to kynge Alphonſe, ſacce⸗ 


ded his father, in the beginning of whole reigne Cali⸗ 
ſto, thã bfſhop ot rome, pꝛetẽding the title of the realme 
to be fallen to the churche foꝛ lacke of lawfall hepzes, 
excommunicated Fernando:and made greate pꝛepara⸗ 
clon to inuade:but death pꝛeuented hym. So that Fer- 
nando( warned therby) led ſuch meanes of frendſhip 
with Pio hys nerte ſuccefonre, that he was not onelpe 
tonlicmed in the Rr alſo crowned by certapne 

Cardi⸗ 
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Cardinalles ſent to Naples foz the purpoſe. 
C Nowe aCoone as the newes of Alphonſe deathe was 
knowen, Duke John, ſonne of the fozenamed Katnold 
in hope of mutacion in the realme) made an armpe by 
fea, with helpe of the GCenowales, and landpnge within 
the territozp of the duke of Seſſa, ouerranne diuers pꝛo 
uinces, and gotte daylye townes and friendes, ſo that 
fernando was like to be put to the woꝛſe, had not the bi⸗ 
chop of rome and the duke of Pillaine taken his parte; 
by whoſe helpe duke John at length was by fozce cons 
ſtreigned to leave his enterpꝛiſe, and moſt part of thoſe 
barons that toke his parte came and ſubmptted cheim 
ſelles vnto ferdinando, who gracioullp pardoned them 
and reſfozed theim to their aſtates. 

Than died Plo, and Paule the ſecound ſucceded, who 
oktentymes troubled the realme, 

After the death of kynge John ol Cpp2us,ferdynands 
toueityng to conquere that realme, was reſiſted by the 


Uenetians:;betwens whom happened crewel warre, ſo ie turnen 
that the Aenetians coke truce with the Turke, and (as Jlalpe. 


the fame wente ) were occaſpon that he aſſaulted and 
toke Deronto in Puglia by fozce , whiche ſhoulde haue 
cauſed greater miſchiefe in Italie, bad n oi the Zurke 
(than Pahomet the. ii) dye d. 

Immedtately bppon whole death kpnge ferdynando 
ſence his eldeſt lonne Alfonſe duke of Calabꝛio, to con⸗ 
quere Otronto, which akter long ſiege and loze ſe güt, 
was (foꝛ lacke of ſuccours) recouered. 

¶ Nexte Paule the ſeconde, ſucceded Sixte the. iu. by: 
ſhop ot Rome, and after hym Innocence the. un. whs 
both wonderkul inconſtantliy one while were frpenvcs, 
m iii and 
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and an other whple foes to the kynge. 
C Finally this fervinando was noted to be beray cone» 
toale , Foz callpag a counſaile of his barons in the ci⸗ 
tee of Chieci,he wold haue encreaſed his ſubſidies and 
taxes. And becauſe diuers of his nobles diſſuaded him 
from it, he put ſome of them to death, x ſome he impziſo⸗ 
ned:from ſome he coke their goodes, and ſome willing⸗ 
ly rebelled againſt hym: in which cranatle and tiranny 
be continued til he died, leaupng tſſge males,ft.ſonnes, 
Alphons and federike. 

CAfcer the death offerdfnando , hys ſonne Alphon ſe, 
than Duke of Calabzta;with conſent ofallche barons 
and nobles,was admitted kynge, and ſendyng to rome 
to Alexander than bſſhop,foz his confirmacion, the car⸗ 
dinall Borgia, with a number of pꝛelates was ſente to 
Naples, where by auctozitee ef the Romiſhe bulles, he 
inueſted and crowned che kynge. 

Than the kyng fell at variance with Lodouico Sfor- 
Ta, duke of Ppllaine, becauſe he vſurped the aTate 
that of right apperteined to his nephiewe Gfangaleaz- 
30, ſonne in law to kyng Alfanſe, ſo tharLodonico(mtſz 
ſtruſtyng the kynges power, that in deede was bent as 
gainſte hym ) fonive the meane to bzinge Charles the 
bit, Frenche kyng;tnta Italie, who pzetendpng to goo 
againſt che Zurk?, found no reſiſtence: by reaſõ wher⸗ 
of he not onelye ouerronne Tuſcane 4 toke thaſtate of 
Rom? from the biſhoppe, but alſo conquered the whole 
realme of Naples: alchonghe be enjoyed it not longe? 
F092 all che pꝛintes of Italie immediatelpe ſo colleged 
them leltes againſte hym: that he was faine to retyꝛe 
wich ſpede and was neuertheleſſe ouertaken 4 fought 
with 


with befides Parma, where he loff the greateſt part of 
his carſages , and dyuers of hys nobilptee were taken 
pꝛyſoners. 
EC Now aſſoone as kyng Alfonfe heard, that the french 
kyng was arrived in Lumbardy,conſidering him ſelfe 
to be hated of his barons , and hts.ſon ferranvino cons 
trariwiſe welbeloned,tncontinentlpe renounced the a⸗ 
face vnto his ſonne, toke his treaſure wien hym,+ ſay- 
led into Sictle, where koꝛ the tyme of hys ſhoꝛte lyfe 
(that dured ſcarce one peare ) he dyſpoled hym ſelfe to 
ſtudle, ſolitarineſſe, and religion, 
C Than ferrandino was ewbzaced of all men, in ſuche Ferrandinss 
wyſe that be was thoughte hable to reſiſte the Frenche 
kyng. Pet notwitoſtandyng that the ſtrefctes and paſ= 
ſages were kept, and the Neapolitanes armpe great in 
the field, the french men p2evatled not onely in the con- 
queſt of the realme, but alſo in the gettynge of that dyl⸗ Morbus 
eaſe, that foꝛ euer ſhal be a memozp vnto theyz name. Galucus 
C Jn effect king ferrandino,ſcepng his owne debilitce 
in reſpecte of Charles fozce,determtned with pactence 
to auercome his anuerſe foztune ; and ſo with,vit.gal- 
leis departed out of the realme, and went into the ile of 
Procida, where be remained till he heard of che french 
kynges departure, and than beyng renoked by the Nes 
apolitanes, not onelp Naples, but alſo diners other ci⸗ 
tees theraboutes expulſed che frenchemen , ano rapſed 4. 
they; owne kinges fandardes, 
Upon this, Ferrandino ſent fo2 ſaccours to the Uene- 
ctans,offeryng theim Brunduſio,and, iii. oiher hauen 
to bones in Puglia, to helpe hym to expell the Frenche⸗ 
men out 9: the realme , M hyche offer was accepted, 

and 
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and Fraunceſco Gonzaga, Parques of Pantua, wprh/ 
an armie ſent thither: who together With che Reapolp⸗ 

tane power, within the ſpace of one pere, dꝛaue the fren- 

chemen cleane awaye, Not longe after recouerpe of 

bis whole aſkate, Ferrandino( without tſſue) died of the 
flare: Leaupnge hys bncle Federike inheritoure to the 

realme. 

C Note here, that within the ſpace of. rv, monethes 
were. ilii.ſeuerall kpnges of Naples, that is to wete, 
Ferdinando, Alphonſo, Ferrandino, and Charles. 
C Fifaally Federike, bꝛother to the laſt Alkonſe, ſucce⸗ 

Federike ded to the crowne,but er he had fully reigned. fil. peres 
bearyng ofthe French kynges comyng Lewis the. rf. 
and conſideryng him ſelfe deſtttute of money, kryend⸗ 
hip, and abilitee to reſiſt, he ſold his armures and mu⸗ 
nicion foz.30000, duckates to the Duke Valentino 
Borgia, ſonne to the biſhop of Rome:and with the reſte 
of his treaſure and . molementre, went into france, and 

ö there pelded bothe hem ſeife and hys Realme into the 
ende of the Frenche kynges handes: ho recepued hym, and ap⸗ 
houſc of ara- poſnctpnge hym en bonourable pꝛouiſton, kepte hym 

. Te in Fraunce tyll he vped. And thus ended the reygne ol 

tot. xu ot the honſe of Ara gone in the realme of Naples, 

Araunce. And though ppon che ſurrender of this Federike ( whõ 

1501. many charge with cowardiſe foz the vile ſubmitting of 
hin elle, withont any pzonfe of fozce )the french kinge 
obtenned thewhole realme:pet he died, not log enioipng 
it, either by reaſon of the intollerable pꝛond behauſonr 
of the french gouernours, oz els though the inconſtant 
nature of che Neapolitanes, Ferdinado king of Spaine 
— called Il Re Catniolico)coumfoꝛted ther⸗ 
| vato 
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vnto by many of the barons, and ſpeciallye by the ctte- 
ſins of Naples,ſent a puiſſaunt armie into the realme 

againite the fcenchemen ; Who within leſſe than two 

pores, partly by fozce and partly by treatie, were cleane 

' cpulſed:ſo that in fine, the realme reſfed wholly in pea 

ſable poſſelllon of the Spantthe kpng. 

C Ferdinando the. b. of that name, kynge of Spapne, — * 
thaſynge awaye the frenchemen , enſoyed quiet lye the Sreyonc, 
realme of Naples bnto his death;and eaſily recouered 

of the Tienectans the foure poztes of Puglia, that Fer- 

randino had geuen them, By reaſon that whan all 

the Chꝛiſtiã pzinces were entred into a league at Cam- 

bzap againſte che Uenetfans , thep at that tyme made 
none offer of reſiſfence , but rather conſented vnto the 
rendering of them:like as in hope of peace thep graun- 
ted bnto all the other pzinces abe tber would axe, Ne⸗ 
nice onelpe excepte. 

CFinally ferdinando deceaſonge,C barles the. b. nowe 

emperour of Almaine(ſonne and heyze of Phillip duke Charkisthe 
of Burgopne, and of Johan bis wyfe , eldeſt daughter 15:5 

and hepꝛe of the fozenamod kpng ferdinando)ſucceded 

in the realme of Naples, and he did in al the other real⸗ 

mes and dominions that ferdinando had: and hytherto 

eniopeth the ſame, 

It is true, that the french kynge ſente Mounſer de 

Lautrech his general, with a puiſſaunte armie to con- 

quere the realme, Where betwene the parties French 

and Spaniſh were done many woꝛthp deedes of armes 

Naples it ſelfe was beſfeged bp ſea and land, vntil An- 

d:ea Dozfa,general of the french kynges army by ſea, 

tenolted from the french kpng to the leruice of the em- 

An pcrour, 
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peroure. From whyche tyme the hope of the Frenche 
armies pꝛoſperitee began co abate: x foꝛtune ſo muche 
to goe againſt theim, that what chzongh extreme plage, 
and thzongh the har dineſſe of the im perislles, that be⸗ 
gan to take courage, the frenchmen were conſtreigned 
to reiſe their afſiege, Moũſer de Lautrech, wyth ma⸗ 
ny other ofche best Frenche capitaines bepnge deade, 
ſome of the plage, i ſome of Þ \wozd: ſo that of.60000, 
which vuder the French ſfandarde came thither to the 
ſlege, eſcaped not fully,zo00,0n lyue. From whych 
tyme hitherwa r des the emperour hath had no notabla 
trouble there, ſauyng that now of late is begonne a lit⸗ 
tle ftriefe betwene the Vicere Don Diego di Tolle⸗ 
do, and the barons of the realme, foz the makpnge ot 
certaine lawes, and ſome bickering and ſlaughter bath 
hapned betwene the Spaniardes and theim, and many 
gentilmen are fled to Rome and other places foz fears 
of punichmente.

TU tthin the citee are many goodly temples and other 
edekices, smongeſt the which the cathedzall churche is 
an excellente faire buildynge. Foz the walles withouts 
are all conered with fine white and blacke marble,woz 
derfully wel wzougbt,and ouer the queere is an whole 
baalt called Cupola, facioned like the halle of an egge 
riſpng betwene. in. iles and the body of the churche : ſa 
artificially made, that almoſt it ſemech a miracle . Foz 
it is ſo high, that the pomell on the toppe bepng able to 
conteigne. vii.perſons, ſeemeth a verye [mall thynge to 
theim that ſtande by lowe . And the com palle of it by 
the baſe, is aboute. 260. paces , Beſides that the flooze 
onder this vaulte round about the quiere is latde with 
fine marble of diuers colours ſo faire, that it peldeth a 
delite to theim that walke bpon it. 

C The feple ſtandyng beſides the char che, is likewiſe 
of fine marble a verſe fafre and ſquare tower, equall in 
height to the circute ofthe baſe, with diners ſfoztes and 
thinges grauen in it, ſo artificial and coſtlpe, that it de; 
ſerneth linguler pꝛapſe. 


( The cemple ot. S. John, called II Batteſimo, is lyke⸗ 


wile of fine marble both within and without, bauing a 
number 
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number of goodlpe pyllers and, fff, bzafen gates verye 
ſamptaouſe and faire. Many other goodly churches 
there be, whiche ſhould be to long here to rehecſe, 


C The dukes palapce, with rhe place befoze it, repze- Wylde 


ſenteth a verie ſfately and auncient male ſtee. On the* 
backeſide therof, is the houſe, wherein che wilde beaſfes 
are kep*e,as lfons,rtgers,brares,wolfes, apes , egles, 
grypes,and luche other, wherof there be not fewe. 
The. i.p;incipal houſes of Strozzi and Medici ſeme 
rather the bulldpnges of pztnces than o? pztuare men, 
And generally the citeſins hoaſes ko their beautp are 
woꝛthy of mach pꝛaiſe. Hobobeit, they map make them 
good cheape,becauſe they haue marble « tone plentpe 
in the mountains there by, inſomuch that al their ffre- 
tes: which ate verie faire, large and (refght, are paued 
with klatte fone , But amongel? all other they haue 
dyuers goodlye hoſpitalles , foz relicue ot the licke and 
pooze,and one very faire, ſo wel ozdzed, that it receiueth 
a great number of men and women, but into ſeuerall 
houſes: where they are applied with good phiſicke, and 
their beddes, their ſheeces , andenerpe other thynge ſo 
cleane,thacmany tymes right honeſt men and women 
be not aſhamed to ſeke their health there, Foꝛ that hol⸗ 
pſtal alone map diſpende perely aboue,20000,crow- 
nes:by reaſon whereof thep haue excellente phiſicyons, 
good poticaries, dilpgente mpniſters,and enery other 
thinge necearie.

— RR notable learned man, and ſecreſaris 
of late dales to the common wealthe there: dete rmy⸗ 
ned to take him foz mine onely auctour in that begalfe, 
At is maniſeſt, that ſrom the auncio nt citee of Fieſo⸗ 
le( the ole rewynes whereofare petto be ſeen; on the 
toppe of an hill two myles from Flozence ) the citce of 
Flozence had hir beginnynge pꝛyucipallye. Foz by 
reaſon Fleſole ſtode highe,and was paineful foz mer? 
_chanzmen to hing they; carſage vnto the ctreſins;kept 
their market on the ſide of the riuer Arno in the plaine 
where ${ozence now ffandeth:+ bufldpnge there ſhop 
pes ia; chey2 wares,from ſhoppes they grew to houſes 
and from a fewe to manp, ſo that at length it became a 
towne, which encreaſed much thaough certatne Colo⸗ 
nies of the Komains ſent thither lyꝛſt by Silla, and at᷑⸗ 
ter by thoſe thꝛee Romatnes, whiche after the death of

Here is to bs noted, that in the contencion betwene the 
emperour and the biſhop of Rome, the whole Jcalyan 
nacton was ſo diuided in two parts, that in many houz- 
ſes pou hold haue the father againſt the ſonne, bꝛother 
againſt bꝛother, and commonly one neghbour and one 
honſe agapnſt an other. And to encreſe the mtſchiefe, 
{f.bzethern dowchemen dwelling in Piſtola( 20. miles 
from Flozence ) fel out ſoꝛ this matter, and ołtenti mes 
openipfought in maintenaunte of their diniſion, 

WM herupon it folowed , that all the imperiall named 
theim ſelfes Ghibellint, after the name of Ghibell, 
one of thoſe bꝛethern, and the church part Euelft,after 
the name of Guelfe the other brother. Wo that the 
parte of Bondelmonti were Gueiſt parte: and they 
that were wyth Vberti were Ghibellines, Betwene 
whom not onelpthe nobiitree of Flozence, but alſo the 
mole parte of the commons were deuyded , Thus by 
the emperours fagoure the Cuelfes were chaſed out of 
Flozence,and lyued in thepꝛ foꝛtreſſes and caſtelles in 
the vale of Arno,defendpng chem ſelfes as wel as they 
could again their ennemies,batil Federike died:and 
than by meane of certayne of tbecttee that were news 
ters, both parties were reconſtled, and the Gbibellmes 
b:ought home ro Flozence , where (laiynge all ſaſpyz 
cyon aparte)thep framed theim ſelſes to pꝛocure a [ys 
bertes vnto thetrettee,ore the new Emperoure ſhoulde 
haue power to oppꝛeſſe them And ſo deupded the 


eitce into. v{,parres,appointynge. xi. citeſtns ( ii. bates 
eucrie 
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euery parte) to gouerne the lame, naming them Anti⸗ 
ani:chaungable euerye year . And to eſchew octaſton 
ot᷑ variaunce, that myghce happen betwene the parties 
koꝛ iudgment geuing, they choſe two ſtraunge tudges, 
one named cayytatne of che people, the other named 
Poteſtate, to ſudge all mattiers both ctatle and crimi: 
nail. Aav becauſe there is no certaine oꝛder, where 
no defend our is, thev oꝛdeyned. 20. ſtandardes oz bans 
des in the citee:and. 78. in the countte., wherein were 
wꝛitrten all the pouthe and able men to be readye in hys 
appoincted kynde of armure whan ſo euer thep ſhould 
be called, either of che capitaine, oz of the Antiani. Any 
the better to eſtabliſhe the chpnge, they deniſed a carte 
dꝛa ben of two oxen, to cary their baners and enſignes 
conered wich white: vnto whiche, as to the mateffee of 
their common wealche,oz as it were to che general of 
their armie, the men of warte ſhoulde alwates reſozte. 
Foz whan ſoener they ſer foꝛth any armp into the field 
than was this carte oz chariote dzawen fo2the inte the 
frete talled Marcato Nouo, aud there by the people 
committed to the charge of the chiefe gouernours of 
the armp, Beſides that they had a bell called La Mars 
tinella, which befoze the ſettynge fozthe of anpe atmyt 
ſhould rynge a moneth, to the intente their ennempes 
myghte pꝛepare to defende theim ſelnes This bell 
did they alſo carp into the flelde with tdeim, to ſet their 
wache, ano to cal ſouldiours together. 

Theyz pꝛocedynges herein were ſo commendable and 
ſo well handled, that in ſhot ſpace they grew to a won- 


derkul auccoztree, ſo that Flozence'became the heade of

C After this ern nenen 1 in whycke 
time they enfozced the citeſins of Piſtoia Arezzo aut 
Siena to entre in league wyth thctm $ and in the rey 
tourne of thepz campe fro befoze Sicna,;theptoke Vol 
terra, and deſtroped certaine other Caffelles, the inba⸗ 
bitauntes wheral thep caried with them to floꝛzence. 
All tdis was doden thzoughe counfaile of the guclſes, 
which were of greater power in flozence than the ghi⸗ 


belltnes,as wel becauſe the ghibellines thꝛoughe ther:

the citees libertte:the jniurp wherofbzedde double mas

The Conte lordano ſetlyng Flozence after bis 165 | 
facſon, was reuoked by the kynge to the | ſeruice of the 
realme:and therfoze appoincted as liuetens unte genes 
ral there, the Conte Guido Noyello;lezd of. Caſens 
tino, wha immedlatelpe called a connfaile of Ghibelli⸗ 
nes a: Empoli, and there concluded, that( ts mainteine 
theyz part in Cuſcane)it was neceſſary to deſtrop flo- 
rence:but Maiſter arinata delli V berti pꝛineipal of 


this opinion allegeyng the perilles that he had ſoffered 
were in hope to enfop his countrep, and thinkyng bim 
ſelfe no leſſe hable to defende it than to gette it, as be 
had doen, he pꝛoſeſſed openly to become ns lefſe enemp 
to theim that ſhould rake the contrary, than he was al⸗ 
ready to the Guolles:and ſo wich his onelye reaſdn and

CCThis meane while che Gaelfes , whiche were fledde 
to Lucca, were commaunded thoſe by the cttefins, whs 
feared ſoze the thꝛetnynges ot the Conte: and ſo wente 
to Bolognia, and from thenſe vnts Parma ta helpethe 
Guelfes of Lumbar die againff the Chibellines there, 
Where after dyners vietozies, they grewe to ſo muche 
wealch and reputacion, that the biſhoppe of Rome tobe 
theim as his, and gaue theim the enſigne of the church 
whych they vſe in Flozence to this daye. 

CThan went the Guelfes wyth Charles ef Angſo az: 
gainlf Pankredi, and were partetakers of the UWictozp, 
whyche ſoo muche encreaſed theyz reputacpon that 
the Conte, with the reffe of the Ghibellines that than 
ruled flozence,deniſed'bow to graitfy the commons, ta 
gette thep: faudur( which befoze thep had btter ly loſt) 
and thcrfoz2 diuided the cites into artes, appoincipngs 
officers of tha commons boco-encrye arte, ſa that in all. 
there wete. 36, Citeſins called to rule 3gayne , and to 
make nem lawes as befdze.And where the Conte wich: 
the Ghibeilines thoughte by theſs mea nes to dzawe the 
peoples fangur towardes theim, the contrary immedi⸗ 
atelp folowed.. Foz whan the Conte Guido had let a 
taxe vppon the people, ſoʒ papmente of hys ſonldpours, 
they vor onely refuiſen tht paiement, but alſe withſtode 
his fozee and the Ghibellines bote, in ſuche wyſe, that 
with loſle o apuers men llayne in the bickerynge, the 
Conte wich the Ghibellines(chzongb cowardyſe of the 
Conte)fozſoke the cite, and went to Prato: and wyl⸗ 
lyng ta retourne, was mate eaſily kepte teathe , than he

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felfe whple he was within. Thus the people reconc- 


red libertee vnto theyz titee, and (in hope to make all 


thyngts well) renoked aſwell the Ghibellines agayne 
as the guelfes , But all in vaine,fo; the Ohibellines 
reſted (fill in the auncient moꝛtall hate of tte Guelfes, 
foz dyuers iniuries, and the people loued theſm not, as 
ofce as they remembzed theyz paſſed tyꝛannie, beſides 
that the Ghibellines.whan they heard of the pulſſaunt 
compng of Corradino oute of Almatgne,to wihne the 
realme of Naples, began to deniſe how to recouer the ir 
aſtate againe. Wherfoze the gnelfes ſent to the fozena- 
med Charl? chi king of Naples foz helpe to defid them 
ſelfes, whileſt Corradino ſhuld paſſe. And bps the co⸗ 
myng of apde from the kynge,the Ghibellines. (t,dapes 
befoze fled, And ſo had the quelfes libertis to make new 
lawes and new magiſrat?, which they did immediatlp: 
Fy2zff deuidynge che Ghibelifaes goodes in. {if.partes 
one to the common wealth, another to the chiefe magf- 
ſtrates, t the.iii.to them (elfes.in recompence of their 
owne hurtes. And the byſhoppe ol Rome the better to 
mainteine Tuſcane guelfe,made kpng Charles impe⸗ 
ryall vicare of Tuſcane. 
C After this Gregozte the.r.paſſpnge theongh flozence 
towardes Fraunce, deuiſed with the gnelfes fo; recon⸗ 
lillacion of the ghibellines, and did ſo muche, that cer- 
tayne men foz the ghtbelline parte came into the citee, 
and after longe communſicacion agreed therupon,Bue 
becanſe the thing toke noeffecte,therefoze gregozy ex⸗ 
communtcared the citee. Whiche Jnnocente the,b,bys 
next ſacceſſour aopled agapne, 
¶ Thus the Guelfes fozgettynge theim ſelfes in they 
"oe p;oſpes 
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Of che aſtate 
p;ofperſtee,became ſo pꝛoude, that they regarded nep? 


ther magiſtrate no2 people, but fo2 euery ligbt occaſton 


woulde feigbt, and many tymes kyl without abidpngs 


any iuſtice:which moue d the people to murmonre, and 
gaue eccaſion to the biſhop of Komes legate to pꝛat tiſe 
che reuocacion of che Ohibellines vader pꝛetente of bz 
nitee, and bꝛoughte it to paſſe in deede: and than was 
there new oꝛders of magiſtrates appoſycted,s the cite⸗ 
ſins ſo bnited, that foz verpe werpneſle of longe ſtrpefe 
both abzoade and at home, the names of dfatſton began 
to decaie, ſo that Ghibellines and Guelfes were 'almeſt 
kozgotten, whan there began a newe diutſion, betwene 
the nobilitee and the commons in ſuche wpfe that they 
armed them ſelfes,and had tricd the mattit r Wpth rhe 
ſwoꝛde, it certafne religiouſe and other indifferent men 
had not taken bp the mat tier. 
In etkecte the pzide of the nobilſte was abatcd , and 
parte ot the commons wpl bzidled,ſo that they agreed 
agayne,and were quiet a whple, 
There were (ws notable families in Floꝛente Cerchi 
and Donati,betwene whome had ben an oide grudge, 
but no fightynge of alonge ty me, In Piſfota alſo two 
ponge gentilmen Lore and Ceri at plape fel cute and 
fonghte ; ſo that Lore hurts Geri. Mhefather of 
Lore bepng offended therwith, and thinking topacifle - 
the maftiſer gentillp, ſent bis ſonne to the father of Ge⸗ 
ri, to ſubmitte hm ſelfe and aſkefozgeneneſſe, But the 
fachzr of Geri toke hym and cutte of bis hand, ſaſpng, 
that wound{were healed with pꝛon, and not with wozs 
des. This mattier ſo grewe, that the whole citee of Pi⸗ 
ſtoia was deulded in two partes, the one calling them 
ſcifes 
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, Felfes B(anch(,that ts to ſape, the white , and the other 
Neri that la is ſape the blacke., . After longe ſtryſe 
within them ſelles being weried,the blacke band went 
to floꝛence, and tel in fauoar with the Donati: the like 
whereof did the whyte bande wyth the Cerchi:ſo that 
the aunclente grudge betwene thoſe two familyes en⸗ 
creaſed,and at lat vpon a lighte occaſion fell oute and 
koughie in flozence, By reaſon whereof the whole 
Lltee aſwell nobles as com mans were deuyded, and of 
tentimes armed, ſo that the rulers (as newters) were 
kaine ts reigne their power, and partly by fo2ce,parts 
Ip by auctozitee, cauſyng the parties ta bnarme theim 
ſeltes, thev baniched certaine ok the chiefe,ſpectallpe of 
the Neri;whiche beynge eriled, reſazted to the biſhoppe 
ol R3me;and obteined of hym that Charles of Ualots, 
bꝛother ta the French kpnge( than beinge in Tome fo; 
certalne pꝛaciſſes of the realme of Naples )ſhoulde be 
ſente to flozence: by. whoſe,meane the Neri recoucred 
the citee, and bp koꝛce expulſed the Blancht. And lpks 
as the Neri were firſt by the biſhops meanes reffozed, 
fo alſo the Btancht,at the bilhops tncerceion were re- 
ceiued home,but not to rule: whiche grened theim lo 
muche, that vpon new contencion(tht ir intent bepnge 
diſcauered )thep were beterly expulſed. 
Thus Cherles of Ualofs(atchetnyng his purpoſe in 
lozence)departcd theuſe, iesuynge the Neri in quyete 
poſſeſſton. But it endured not longe;foz Corſo Do⸗ 
nati, chie te of that part( thinkyng bis aCace very ſmall 
to remeigne as a pꝛiuate man ol the common wealth) 
mauen aaltneTT; in the citee, in hope to haue al the rule 
bym ſelre, herein he pzcuafled not,foz the commons 
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Of the aſtate 
tente fo: the Lnccheſe to facconre theym, and by they 


helpe did ſo ouermatche Cozfo and his parttakers, that 
they remaigned fl in their libertee: and pꝛocured a le⸗ 


gate from Nome, to ſtabliche an oꝛder amongeſt them. 


Who in ſkede of ozder( thinking to bztng certaine pur⸗ 
poſes to paſſe ) ſette theim further oute than euer they 
were, and departyng in greate anger excommunicated 
the cicee, 

CThus as the Flozentfnes were daplye at ſtryfe and 
warre within them ſelfes, there chanced ſo great a fire 
that it burned. 1300, of theyz honſes :ſo that what 


thꝛough the wonderful blouddeched, and greate loſle of 


the fire, foz berape werpnelle they layed downe their 
weapons,and though the legate had eraftely gotten. rit 
of the chtefe citeſins to Nome, in whole abſence he ſo 
comfozted theGhtbellines and Blanchi( that than were 
in exile) that folswyng his adutfe,they ſodeinelp entred 
the citee ,Pet the commons ſo reſiſfed them, that they 
were repniſed , Not longe after perceſnynge the pur⸗ 
poſe of Corſo pꝛepenſed againfte their libertes afſaul- 
ted his houſe, put him to flpght;and in flepng toke and 
ſlewe hym. 
CAfeer that the Floꝛentines lyned in guiet tyll che co⸗ 
ming of Henry the emperonr, who compng from rome 
(where he was crowned ) beſfeged flozence on the ons 
lide, and at length departed withont doyng much hurt, 
the rather becauſe the Flozenrines had recepued ſuc⸗ 
cours from Robert king of Kaples to whom they had 
ſubmitted their citee foꝛ.v.peres. 
Not log after Vguicione della Hiss ole a with helps 
ofthe phivelkines, became lozd of Piſa and of Lucca, ſo 
that 
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ebat th: Floꝛentines fo; dead of hym;reqipped kynge 
Robert of Naples to ſend his bzother Peter co ſuccour 
thetm.Betwene whom and Vguicione was a battaile 
fricken in Vale di Nieuole, where che flozeritines 
were dyfcomfpted,loff, ooo. men and the — bꝛo⸗ 
ther \latne in the flelde. nn 
And though the kynge did his beffe tb bow then, 
vet of their naturall inconſkantie, they beganne a new 
diuiſlon amonge thetm ſelfes, parte wich and parte a 
gainff the kynge , And foz lacke of other the kynges 
aduerſartes gatte one Lando dA gobio to be they:

to tecouer they; aſtate. Yet at length after manyelky2- 1... 
miſhes, much bloudſed,and kyze, the people pꝛeuailed, ſuppzcfed, 
and bꝛought the nobilitee ſo lolo, that they neuer durffe 

arme theim ſelfes moze,but became in maner vile and 
ablecte:ſo that from chat tyme fozth Flozence decayed 
both in courteſie and chiualrie. 

CThas they reffed in qupete, tyll the peare. 1353. In 
whiche tyme happened that notable plague, that John 
Boccaccio ſo pitifully mentioneth in the beginning of 
bis Decamerone, thoꝛoughe whyche dped in Flozence, 
S6000,perſones, And thoughe the nobilitee was 
than oppzeſſed, vet foztune wanted not meane to repſe 
new diſcencion amongelt them agapne. 
¶ Two families in Flozence, albizi and Rſect , fell at 
variaunce, betwene whom the whole titee was no lefle 
deuided, than it was firſte betwene Bondelmonti and

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us long befoze this time the names of Gnelfe and Sbi⸗ 
belline was in maner ertincted and foꝛgotten, Vguici 


of Nleci was cleane diſapointed. F oꝛ where he thought

one de Ricci(thynkyng to abate the reputacion of the 
Albizi)renued the olde law, that no Ghibelline ſhold 
enfoye magiſtrate within che citee , Put the purpoſe 


to pꝛoue the Albizt to be Ghtbel!fnes, they corrarpwiſe 
not onelp pzoued them ſelues Gaelfes but chiefe of the 


guelfes:and became ſo great in the citee that at lengih 


they determined to bſarpe the dominſon, which beynge 


diſcouered to the pesple, was occaſion , that their hous 


ſes were ſacke d, and ſome burne d, and they foꝛ the moſt 
parte fledde; and thoſe lawes , that the Gnclfes had 
made befoze in pꝛeiudice of che other cite ſins, were res 
noked. So that thoſe which were noted foz Ghibel- 
lines, finding them ſelfes recouere d in eredite, not con⸗ 
tented to be partetakers, but rather delirynge to rule 


their whole common wealth ;p:actiſed a newe meane, 


bowe by fo:ce thep mpghte atchieue their enterpzple: 
and perſuꝛdyng the multitude ts rebell againſt the lo 
des, they did ſo muche, that (notwithſtandpng the cont 
ſptracy was diſcouered befoze)yet the people ſo aſſem⸗ 
bled out of all oꝛder, renuynge bp and downe here and 
there, ſpollyng and burnyng where as liked them beff, 
that che power of the rulers coulde not telourme the 
mattier, t at length it grew to ſo great inconuenience, 
that the tozd?were tockreigned not onely to bdabandone 
the palaiee, but alſo the whole dominis vnto the peopl? 
fary,ſs that Michel di Lando acardet of woull, bere 
legged and all to toꝛne; mounted bppe in to the hall of 
the palalee, th the Candarve in his hand, aud kinding 
= f no man 
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no man there, tourned him cowardes the people, ſap⸗ 
ing: Now vou lee this palapce , with the whole cſtee at 
pour cemmaundement, what woull you doe,wherunts 
the multitude aunſwered , they wolde haue hym they; 
Gonkalonere and lozd:whpche incantinentlpe be coke 
dpoa him: and diſpoſyng him ſelfe to quiet che rumour 
to f;nde the people occupied, he ſente theim Fraigyte to 

ſeke one Nuto, that had been mfniffer of iuſtice befoze: 

whom he caaſed to be hãged by the legge in the market 
place, and there tozne to peeces: and cenſequentelpe 
p28ceded the other refozmactons and lawes, as it ſemed 
bett cohym , Put becauſe the commons pertepued, 

that he pꝛeferred the chiefe men ta dignptees x offices, 

and dpd net ſo much regardethe commons as they lo⸗ 

ked fo2,thep rebelled agatne againſt him, t dꝛewe them 
together to the charche of Santa Maria di Nouella, 
where thep began to erecte newe officers, and to make 
newe la wes after their owne maner. The meane while 
Michel makpng bim felfe fronge,departed oute of the 
palapce to mete theym: but millpnge one another by a 
wꝛonge waye, Pichell ar his retourne found thepm in 

the byghe ſkreete:aflauſtynge ot the palapce , Where 
be ſette on theim, and ſo diſcomifited them, that part he 
tonſtreigned co flee out of the citee, and part to caffe a⸗ 
wape their weapons. And( notwtchFandpng hys vile 
birthe)be was a man him ſelfe of a ryghr good nature, 
wiſe, and able to gouerne, pet coulde not his auctozitee 
ſo mach bztdel che communnaltee, but that they deuided 

theim ſelfes In partes, the one of men of eſtimac yon, 
wbpche called theim ſelfes the people, and the other ot 
the meane craſies, whicht called theim ſeltes the com / 
ons, Qua it Chas 
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CZhnsas they lined fighting and b;auling'togerheſſs 
newes came to the counſaple , that Giannozo da Sa⸗ 
lerno (a capitaine of Charles of Duras, than bente to 
conquere Naples )!\ſpng at Boloſgne,decermined,with 
belpe of the baniſhed men, to allaulte the citee bepnge 
pꝛomyſed by theim of the citee to haue a gate delſnered 
vnto them. Wherupon diuers were accuſed, amongeff 
whome Piero, the chiefe of the Albiziwas taken and 
put to execucion, and Charles Stro zi fledde. 

The Flozentines the better to mainteine theim ſelfes, 
reteigned John Sharpe ( ſurnamed Acuto by them) an 


John fyarpe englich capitaine, than abidyng in Italie with a great 


retine we, whole reputacion was ſuche, that well was 
that pꝛince in Italie, that mpgbce haue hys ſeruice in 
tyme of neede, Foꝛ his polver was ſo great, that wban 
be was oute of wages, he woulde cake one eitee oz an 
sther, and vſe it as his owne foz che tyme, till eccaſyon 
of ſernice happened againe, and than wolde he ſell it t 
that pꝛince oz common wealthe, that wolde gene molke 
fo2 it. F | 
About this time two the chiefeff citeline in Flozence, 
George Scali t Thomas Strozzi, with their auctho- 
ritee and credite amongett che people, dyd what they 
wolderigbte oz wꝛonge, ſo that whan the capitapne of 
faſtice wolde haue put to execucion a certaine offender 
their kriende, they by fozce aſlaulted and ſacked the cas 
pitaines palaice, and deliuered the giltie: whyche acte 
offended not the capitaine alonelfe, but alſo the magi⸗ 
ffrates,ſo that George Scali was therefoze taken, and 
againſt the comms opinton(notwicthfanding the great 
fauour of the people, whiche enermoze pzoueth incon⸗ 
N ante) 
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ſtante) was beheaded :and diners ol his deereſt fryen⸗ 
des with bym. Upon occaſion of whoſe death moTg- 
parte of the citee was armed to ffrength the iuſt ice, 
But whan he was deade, they were not ſo ſgane bnar-- 
med againe. Foz the partpes betwene the people of res 
putacion + the commòs did ſo kendle, that foz the ſpace 
of a whole peare, there was daplpe fightpnge betwene 
them: in ſuche wyſe that at lengthe by agreemente ot 
both partes, the Guelkes were reconſpled and reſtozed 


to their wonted honour and rule ouer the citee, and the . 


ether magiffraces and rulers were depoſed , amongelt 
whom Michel Lando befoze named, was one, whoſe 
vertues and merites( bepnge ſo notable as thep were) 
could not pet ſane hym from the peoples fury. 

Chus the Gnelfes being in auccoziree, and fearyng no 
man bur Benedetto d Alberti(a good man, riche, t of 
great auctozitee)becauſe he was not of their ſecte,thep 
found the meane to baniſh hym,and diners others that 
they thoughte contrarpe to them, and ſo ſetled the com⸗ 
mon wealth after their maner, and kepte it in qupet til 
the pere. 1387. At whiche time Giangaleazo Viſcon⸗ 
ti, Duke of Pillaine coke hys bncle Bernabo pzpſo- 


ner, and made charpe warres to the flozentines,ſo that 


(notwithTandpng their valiaunte reſiſtence) get tyng 
all ihe countreis aboute, as Bolognia,Piſa , Perugia, 
and Siena, he was in ſo greate towardneſſe to wynne 
Flozence, that he cauſed a crowne of golde to be made, 
to the intent to crowne him ſelfe there kyng of Jealpe, 
and had done it in deds, ik death had not pzeueced him. 
C Not long after the commons vpon light occaſion, re⸗ 
belled of new, fn greate noumber ranne to the houſe 

: Qqlit | of 
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df Veri di Medici, offeryng hym the rule of the state: 
but he leadyng theim with hym to the high ſtreete, and 
leaning them there, aſcended into the palaice amongeſt 
the lozdes;ercuipng him ſelle, that the peeple made him 
to come by fozce,and ſo with thankes of them returned 
to the people, and perſuaded them, that they ſhold haue 
the pʒ willes, ſo that thep waula lape downe theyz wea⸗ 
pons. Mhyche at his requeſt they dyd , Immedtat⸗ 
It lp wherapon che rulers ſecreteipe armed chep; power, 
13 and eſtablſchynge the oꝛder of the citee , put dyners of 
J ehoſe commons to death, that had been cauſers of this 
dplozder, | 
CNor long after cerraine of them that were baniſhed, 
beyng at Bolognia, determined vppon hope of the peo⸗ 
ples inconſtancp, to attempt the reconery of their coun 
frey,and to alter the aſfate of thep2 cttce , and ſo tho⸗ 
roughe conmfozte of one Piggiello, and of Barroccio 
Cauicciuli, than dwellynge in Flozence, ſecretly they 
entred the towne,and ſlew one oz two: tothe rumonre 
wherok the people beyng aſſembled,thep declared how 
theyꝛ compnge was to deliuer they conntrep from ths 
tirannie of them that ruled,#c, But foz all that, 
there was none that woulde alliſte theim , Wherefoze 
they wichdzetv into a churche, and there ſome in the ta⸗ 
kyng were ſlaine, and the reit taken, exampned and rar 
to execution. 
¶ Bt ſides this the Duke of Pyllaine, whileſt he wars 
red wich ß citee, pꝛactiſed ſecrerily by meane of the bas 
niſheo men, ta winne it, but the thing being diſcovered 
was gccaſ/on of the baniſhement of a noumber of cite⸗ 
n than within two peres died .

C Than had they warre with Ladiſlaus kynge of Na- 
ples about the eitee of Cortona, whyche the Flozent(s 
nes had befoꝛe purchaſed.

to make his full wape into Lumbardye, Where he de⸗ 
termpned with hys power to pꝛoue hys foztune , 6 
that the death of theſe two pztnces , the Duke of Ppl⸗ 
lane and the kynge of Naples,was moze auatlable ts 
the Flozentynes, than theyꝛ owne foꝛce. Put ther 
(wboſe nature could not wel beare any reff) lyued not 
fully. biii.pearts in peace , but that not onelpe the part 
tles within them lelfes renued thepz wdredcontencfoit 
againe, but alfo the citee attempted warre againſt Ph 
Up,than Duke of Ppllatne: in whiche warre they? ary 
mie at Zagonara was dſſconmfited,and conſequently 
al theyꝛ holdes iu Komagnialef,;Caftracaro x Mo⸗ 
digliana excepted. Whervpou they made ſulte ts the 
Uenectans,z obteined them in leage againfe the dune. 
Tp whoſe meane at lengthe they recsuered their row- 


nes in Komagnia;otwirhitiving the charges of that 


war re had hen ſo greatſamountinge to the ſame of thye 
millions and,F500000,dutiates )and that the Flozen-

Againſt the towne of Lucca, whlche endured. ili.peres 
wyth wonderful domage on bothe ſides:ſpecyallye on 
tbe Floꝛentine, whoſe army was diſcomfited by Nico- 


lo Piccinino, ſent by the duke of Pyl lapne to ſuccours 


the Luccheſe. 
¶ Than beganne contencfon within the citee betwene 
Coſmo de ꝙedici « Rinaldo degli Albizi. ot that 
Coſmo( who was a iuſte and a vertnoufe man) gaue 
ane accaſyon thereof. But vppon a conſaite that Ris 
naldo ſuſpected, ſeyng that Coſmo with his liberaly⸗ 
tee t bertue had gotten the love of che people, he {mas 
gined ſtreight wap, that be wer about to be lozd of all. 


Wherfoze he ſo conſppꝛed, and wzought agaynſt bim, 


that Coſmo was taken, laied in pꝛiſon, and in daũger 
of death. But finallpe he was confined vnto Padoa, 
where he rematgned the ſpate of a. ii. moneth, tyll by 


meane of bis friendes be was reconſiled home, and his 


enemies ſome put to death, and the reſt baniſſhed, and 
finally the whole aſtate of the common wealth rekour⸗ 
med afcer bys owne maner. Durynge whoſe cyme the 
Flozentines endeuoured them ſelfes much to conquere 
the citee of Lucca, to the enterpꝛiſe wherofchey enter⸗ 


teſned Franceſco Sfoꝛza(that afterwardes was duke 


of Pyllapne)to be theyz generall . But becauſe he 
than pꝛactiſed mariage with che daughter of Pyllaym 


(whole father Duke Philip was enemye to the flozen- 


nne a⸗ 
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tine afate)he ſo coldely p;oceded,that whan ie came to 


paſſe, that he mpgbte haue ſtreigned Lucca, he neuers 
theleſle wes oecaſion of peace betwene the Flozencines 


and the Luccheſe,in ſuch wpſe that Lucca ſtyl temap⸗ 1438.

C Not longe after folowed the counſatle offlozence : 


whiche the emperoure of Greece,with the chiefe _ 
Greektthe churche afſembled,and agreed with the Koz 
mapne churche, though they ſtode not by it longe. 
E Than aroſe Aſcolo Piceinino, and wpthout any fuk 
grounde moned warre to the Flozentines, wherein he 
Spd theim no ſmall dyſpleaſures , But finally he was 
diſcoumfited at Anghiari: and immedlatelpe after the 
Conte di Poppi( who befoze bad afſyſted Piccinino) 
was beſleged in his owne towne:and his whole aſtate, 
with che cowne of Foppe taken from hem by the Klo⸗ 
rentines. 

CAnd though the warre,whiche Piccinino made, was 
as well againſt the churche as the Flozentines , ſo that 
the biſhop ol Nome, of the victozy of Anghiari,enfopey 
as well his parte as the Flozentines:pet the charge de- 
fo:e,and the coſt that che biſhop was at in purſuing the 
victozye,was ſuche, that ſoʒ berye neede of money: he 
ſolde Borgo ſan depolchro, vnto the Flozentines fog 
25000.duckates, All this whple were the Flozenti⸗ 
nes in league with the Uenetians againffe the duke of 
Pyllatne,tn ſuche wyſe that the better to dyſburdeſng 
bis otvne charge, the duke ſteered kyng Alkonſe of Nas 
ples againtt che flozentines, who entred bps Tuſcant 
and did theim much hurt, thongh at laſt laiyng ſiege to

Than died Coſmo di Medici,whan be had governed 
the citee abonce.3r,yeares. He in his tyme was one of 
the notableſt men or the woꝛld, the rithelfe yꝛtuate man 
that pace! bene hearde of many peates, and fo (yberall 
wythalt that he relleued a number of his citelins, not 
onelp with lone, but alſo with the gift of large ſummes 
of monep:and many times he wolde him ſcife conſider 


. Who hab neede, and helpe them undellred. Bis wyſe- 


dome a8 luche( and was bulearned) that he rpled the 
vutuftett tttee of the woꝛld in peace withoute cluile ſes 
diclon which befoze his time was neuer in quytte. 

And though he night baue taken on him ſelfe the abſo⸗ 
lute power without ditkleultee beyng in ſuch auctoꝛy⸗ 
tee yet le dde he fl a pꝛtuate lifecno; fo; all hys greate 


than amongeik bis dwtiericeſins, e bullted. v p;ince- 
Myouſes, one within the cite, and. ill. without, beſidcs 
illi. monaſtaries. il. churches, and dpuers chappelles, 
lo thar be that wel eonfiderith his dopnges, wall ludge 
them rather mightlekpirges than etteſtns. 


; Finally his factions were luche in Mentee, in Naples, 


in Roms 
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fu Nome, and in other chiefe citecs of trafficque , that 
whan he was ſo diſpoled, he wolde matze them all bare 
of monep, ſo that with his only reputacien manp mes 
be wzoughte ſuche quyetneſſe and commodtice te his 
Cireezthar all the flozentine power was not able ta doe. 
C The rule that he bars was not grounded on lezte oz 
ur annie, but byon luch a loue to the people. that whan 
bo died the commons bewalled hym as a father of the 
countrep , The pzofe whereal was well ſern, what 
time chzoughe the plbpzocuremente,of Diotifalui(-one 
that be helde as his dere and ſecrete friende) a av 
Tacie was made again his lonne Peter. 2 810 

Kuban the olde Duke franceſco Skszza was dende 
and his ſonne Galeazo eſlahliſhed in the nb 


lirmacion of their fozmer amitee, whieb Peter the 0s 
of Coſmo, perſuaded, was neceſlory to be mainteigned 


In debatynge of whiebe mattier Peter began fa pers 


teige the intent ot bis aduerſarſes, and at length fullye 
aſtortained thereot be wꝛought ſo, that all the citce ar- 
med theim ſelfes in his fanour,fn ſuch wiſe that be yng 
very weake of bodte,and licke on bys bodde, the chyefe 
magictrotes of the citee were faine to reſozte to hym, 
and ts offer the im ſelfes at his pleaſure , Wherupon 
it tolowed, that tha gaincypall of bys ennem yes were 
ſome baniſhed and ſome ſlaine, his reputacion ſuche, 
that ( thongb he ruled not in office him ſelte) vet might 

be at all times commaunde and doe what he wold, and 
folowyng alwales the ſteppes of his father in ihe ſame 
reputacpon dped, 


¶ after whoſe death Italye happened to be deupded, 
Rr (> betwene 
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betwene the kynge of Naples and the byſhop of Rome 
on the one parte, the Uenerfans,the duke of Ppllapne, 
and the Flozentines on the other parte, and amongeſt 
all the ref the biſhop of Rome hated the Flozentines, 
ſpectallte the houſe of Medici, whereof two vertuouſe 
pong men, Julfan and Laurence,ſonnes of che fozenas 
med Peter, were than rulers, and in maner ( thonghe 
they liued pꝛiuately)pꝛinces of Flozence,and this hate 
was not ſecret, fo? the biſhop openly in rome fenoures 
the Paz i, t hindered the Medici, ſo that afier the death 
of Phillip D'i Medici, arthebichop of Piſa, the biſhop 
ol rome placed in his ſtede Franceſco Saluian, a mvzz 
tal enemie to the houſe ot Pedici , who norwpthſitari 
ding the Roiniſh election,con!de not be retelued of the 


klozentines. M berefoze with the holy fachers conſerits 


this newe archebiſhop beganne to pzactife,to alter the 
atate of Flozence,and touſultyng on the mattier with 
dluers of his friendes,fpectally of the families of Sal- 
uiati and Pazi, concluded, that withoute the veathe of 
Julian and Laurence D' i Medici, it was impoſſyble 
to bꝛyng the mattier to paſſe. Wherfoze they pꝛotured 


the Cardinal of ſafncte Geozge(nephews vnto the by- 


ſhop of Kome)to come co Flozence;fo the intente that 
in viſityng of him, they migbte haue bothe the bzethern 
togethers, and lo ſlea them. Ok thus their purpoſed in⸗ 
tente twyſe they myſſed. The thirde time they deuyſed 
a ſolemne maſſe to be ſonge befoze the Cardinal, onto 
the which both the bzethern came, and at the eleuacion 
tyme Julian was ſlayne, and Laurence purte, but de 
eſcaped. 
CThis meane while the archebiſhop crattely got into 

the pa⸗ 
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the palaſce with tertaine men with him, pꝛiully armed 
in hope that oha n the rumour ſhonlde ryſe he myghte 
haue not onely the palaice but alſo all the chiefe rulers 
ok the eitee in his handes: but his purpoſe bepng eſpyed 
er he could acchſene it, he with certatne of his complp⸗ 
ces were immediately hanged and thzowen out at the 
wyndo wes of the palapce , This fonle ende had they; 
curſed conlpiracie: foz whan Julian was ſlayne, and 
Laurencereturned to his houſe, it was a wander to ſee 
bowe ſoone the people were armed, rennyge bp and 
downe the fretes,and cripng, Medici Medici, killing 
and dꝛawyng as many as they coulde know of the con- 
trarye parte. And almoſte there was no citeſſn of anys 
reputacion, that came not vnto the houſe of Lanrence, 
to offer him ſelfe and his goodes is ſuccour him, incaſe 
be neded. 
C Finallye the tumulte beynge qupeted, as manpe ag 
toulde be founde of the Saluiati and Pazi, and of the 
other conſpiratours, were put to rxecucion:and the reff 
that fledde, were banyſhed. 
¶ But fo all this theyz trouble ceaſed not. os wan 
the byſhop of Rome ſawe that this pꝛyuie treaſon toke 
not effect in alreracton of che aſtate, he attempted open⸗ 
ly the deſtructiõ of the citee, not vnder pzetence of date 
to the kloꝛentines, but to the houſe of Medici onelp, 
Flrſt he excomuntcated the citee, t after ſent an armye 
of hys owne agaynt them, and pꝛocured the kynge ok 
Haples to inuade them with an other armp:pꝛoteuling 
al wales, that he deſired no moe, but to have Laurence 
Dẽ i ꝙ edici in his handes:whych done, he offered to be 
at peace. herfoze Laurence, to be the better aſſured

pꝛactiſed this ſecrete W alle openly mapntei⸗ 
gned it.

nes beyng defficnure of all ſuccsure, and werpe of thepz 
greate charge and loſſe of men, determpned to fall into 
the armes of the tone ok theyz enemtes, andeſteemynge 
the kynges amitee moze anatlable and maze durable ot 
the both, Laurence Di Pecdlici wente hym ſelfe to Ra⸗ 
ples, ⁊ ſo be haued him tow ardes the kynge that where 
mot me ſaſpected;he ſhold neuer retourne, he not dnes 
iy retourned, but alſo bzonghte a perfite concluſpon ot 
peace wyth hym. Mphercat the biſhoppe of Rome was 
out meaſure wꝛoth, but at laſt the klozẽtines lent their 


ambafſadonrs to hym. Mho bepnge bꝛought to audp⸗ 


ence in Pontſficalivus,at length obteined his abſolucl⸗ 
on. The rather becauſe euin than newlp the Turtze had 
aſſaulted and taken Otronto in Puglia, and minded to 
conquere Italte: which accalion cauſed ati the pꝛpynces 
of Italie to vnite them ſelfes together, mozefoz fears 
th3n lone, as afterwardes'dpd well appeare. F803 the 
Turke was no ſooner dead, t the feare of his inuaſp⸗ 
on paſte, but they fell oute againe as farre as euer thep 
were.

C Finally the moſt renoumed pꝛiuate man ot his time 
Laurence D* i Pedici died, leaupyng one of his ſonnes 
a Cardinal( who was called therunto beyng not fullp 
13. peres old) and his eldeſt ſonne Peter in great repu⸗ 
tacion, and his doughters alſe berp wel marped. 
¶ Þe fauoured cunnyng men, ſpectally them that were 
learned:he was eloquent in reaſonpnge, quicke of in⸗ 
uencion, wiſe in determining, and hardp in doing. Be⸗ 
ſides the conſpiracy wzonght agatnffe hym, whan hys 
b:other was ſlayne he was cwyſe in peryll of death by 
treaſon,and pet pꝛeuented the im both co the confuſion 
Of the conſpiratours. All the pzinces of Jtalp hononz 
red hym, the kyng Pathew of Hun gary ſhewed hym 
great ſignes of loue, the Soldan ot d egypte ſente hym 
pꝛeſentes t ambaſſadours, the Turke dellurred Ber⸗ 
nardo Bandini, that ſlewe his bzother Julian, into his 
bandes: and his owne citeſins ſo much loue d him, that 
I chynke ok his tyme died no wan happier than be. 

Contrarywiſe his lone Peter di Medici, who notwith 
Tanvpag his gentle interteigment of al men at the be⸗ 
ginning( whiche made the woꝛlde to hope well of hym) 
did at length pꝛoue ſo ambiciauſe, ſo wilfull and ſo on⸗ 
ante in his pꝛocedynges, that netther the magiſtras 
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tes, the citelins, no vet the people conld wel beare him, 
ta the encreaſe whereof, whan Charles the. vill. Frens 
che kyng,palſed by Flozence towardes Naples Peter 
mette bym on the wap, and ſapde to him, that his father 
comma undd hym. iii. ihynges, the fp2lf to honour god, 
the ſecounde to wozſhip the french kyng, and the thyꝛd 
to defende hys countrep. Do that Charles ſeeyng hym 
thus wel diſpoſed,entreated hym ſo fapze , that he de⸗ 
liuered into his handes Serezana, Pietra Santa, and 
finally ſet Piſa at libertee, whych was ſo greate a hyn- 
deraunce to the Flozentine aſtate, that the magiſtraces 
and commons, moued of iuſte dildeigne, dꝛaue him out 
of the citee, toke his goodes and patrymonpe as fozs 
faicte,and condemned him to perpetuall cxile , with a 
noumber of his friendes and partetakers:and the furſe 
of the people was ſuche, that they bzake and defaced al 
the armes that coulde be found of the Pe dicies in Flo⸗ 
rence, N 
¶ And albeit that he attempted many wales to recouer 
his countrep, vet was his foꝛtune ſo ill, that the moze he 
ſturred, the moze was he hated, whiche at lengthe was 


the bndopng both ol him ſelfe,and ola great many moe 


as wel of his adherences,as of his aduerſarpes. 
CLThbus the familie of Pedici loſt reputacion and cres 


dite faz the tyme;ſo that the aſfare of Flozence retours 
ned vnto the common rule of che magiſtrates and cites 
ſins, that endured til che tpme that Leo the,xr.of the fa, 
milie, ot᷑ Sedici was made biſhop of rome, who though 
be reſtozed not his bouſe vnto the full rule thep had be- 
foe in the citee, did neuertheleſſe ſo mach, partly wyth 
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name. were recelued and made partetakers of the com- 
mon wealth: whlche bp little and little ſo encreaſed as 
gatne;that in the tyme of biſhop Clemente the, vit,who 
alſa was of the Pedici, whan the duke of Burbon paſs 
ſed by Fiozence to Nome wardes, the commons. of the 
ciree.mave a-commocton againft Hippolitodi ꝓ edici 
then gouernoure of the ſame; he than beynge departed 
out of the citee in companp at the Cardinal of Copros 
na, to goe viſite the duke Urbſne, But aſſoo ne as he res 
tour ned, he did ſo much chat they ve lded (heim ſelfcs-a5 
gapnebnto (x bporramanans ts auld ure no man 
foz that mattier. 1 Oel Ty 
Than bie y Clement mode this. Hippolito 8 Cardls 
pall,whervoon he leſt the admynyFracton,of.che. comps 
— fa was ge citee at itherter agapney ; 
it Clemens bepng detexmined ta mat it perpetuali

ny enter pꝛiſes and batcatles fonghte on bothe partes, 
map be compared to the beſt Tratane, Greekiſh, 02:Koe 
mains warres, namelp becauſe the common wealth, as 
lone, without helpe or any ahr pꝛince oʒ date, ſuſteig⸗ 
ned the violence ot two ſe mighty powers as the cmpe- 
rours and the biſhops of Name, nil. fawpps and not 
fo:ce onercame them.

Shozrely afcer came Alexander Di Medici debe 
to biſhop Clement, ente by the emperour out of klaun⸗ 
ders, who at his fir coming made a ſhew of ſobzieter, 
in gopng p;inately bnts his houſe, and rereiuing the ei⸗ 
teſins amiable: but pet at length by little and lyttle he 
blurped the offices and magiſkrates, and finally dyſpo⸗ 
ſed theim all at his pleaſure, cauſyng him ſelfe openiye 
fo be called duke. 


CThan died Clenient the Biſhop, whervpon the Cars 


dinalles 
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dinalles Di Sedici and Saluiati, with the pzincipal of 
the other baniſhed Flozentines(couetpng the recouerp 
of their citees libertes ) ſent ambaſſadours to the empe⸗ 
rour, beſechyng hym ta conſider the cy;anupe of Duke 
Alexander ( who tha newly had builded the Cittadella) 
and to regarde the condicions of peace. Whyche am⸗ 
bafadours arriued at Barcelona. ent as the empcrour 
was takpng ſhippe towardes the enterpzile of Tuniſe: 
ſo that being returned to Kome,the Cardinal Hippo⸗ 
lito di Pedicippſpoſed hym ſelle ta goe buto Tuniſe 
tberfoꝛe. And tahpng bis journep towardes Naples 
dyed at [tri by the tyay: popſoned ( as the voyce wente) 
to pzocurement.of Duke Alexander. 

C This duke Alexander was pet but yonge,who br bi⸗ 
Hop Clements pꝛocuremt᷑t had maried the emperours 
bafſtarde, doughter,be was ſa ſtonte, that without ant 
reſpecte he wolde haue bys wpll in all thynges ; and 
namelpe in feates of love and chaunge of women was 
bis ſpeclail dellie. And amongeſt all other be delyted 
moꝛe in the companꝝ sf Laurẽce di ꝙedici( that held 
faccede him in the aſtate) than ol any other mau. But 
Laurence in ſteede of that lone hated the duke, and had 
long time determined to ſlea him, han he might finde 
occaſia, whether he did it in hope the rather to atteigne 
to the domynion bym ſeife,o; to xeſtoꝛe tothe cites bir 
auncient ly ber tee, be diners opinyons.. , 

¶ In effecte without makyng any man pꝛiuie to bis en 
tent, other chan a ſeruant of his owne,the dune beyng 
on a night all alone in Laurences houſe, and ſleppngs 
on a bedde, Laureuce and his man ſlelu hin: ann ther⸗ 


vpon counlallenge wich certayne of his ſriendes, and 
Ss it ſcepag

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feepng no man dilpoſed to tand with him in purfuing 
of his purpoſe, the ſelfe ſame nighte be fledde, and went 
fraſght to Uenict, where in companye of the Strozzi 
be tue dy til ot late certaine perlõs in bope of the Tag⸗ 
lia (a tewarde pꝛotlatmed fo; the byliyng of notable ofs 
fettders)he was alloſlapne. 

EImmedſaely bppon knowlage of the death of wks 
Alexander, che chzee flozencine Cardinalles, that wers 
than in rome,vc eparted thenſe, and makyng all the men 
they roulb# by! the waye,tame with an armye towarde 
Florence. Wherfozerhe Praici;/th their friendes 
in flozenc6(to make their party good, that the baniſhed 
men ſhoulde not pꝛeuaple to their deffructfon ( elected 
Coſmo di Medici to their duke , ayonge man ol. 20. 
peres of age, whote'father Jobn Di ꝙedici had bene a 
man tigbte baliaunt'in armes. And therupon ſentt to 
the Cardinalles, yꝛatynge them to ſta ie their armpe by 
the wap, and to come them ſelfes pꝛiuatelp to flozence, 
where they ſhould fyribe fo much reaſon offered them, 
that they ſhonlde neede to bie no fozce; 0 they ffayed 
their power beſides Cortona, and beynge come to flo- 
rence were entreated wich ſo faire pꝛomiſes, that they 
licenced theyz men to departe.

Some ſaye be kplled him ſelle rather than 
be wolde vndoe his childzen by paſynge the raunſome 
that was required of him, beynge in dede one of the1 p- 
cheſt pꝛiuate men that was in ois time, as it doth well 
appeare by the wealth of bys ſonne Peter, and of hys 
other childꝛen, which beyng bantſhed men, and having 
nothyng in their owne countrey, dos ne nerthele ſſe liut 
ab;oade in ſs mache reputacion, that fewe bꝛethern of 


CI bane ſpoken befozeof Cittadella buylded by duke 
Alexander fo2 the moze ſuretee of his dominion, which 
athys death remapgned in the keppnge of one of the 
Dukes capicaſnes , But aſſoone as Alexander Vitelli 
(one that had ſerued well the emperour in his warres) 
bearde ofthe Dukes death, he came to Flozence and

F the edificacion of Genoa be dyuers opinions: 
but becauſe no certaintee is wzitten thereof, A 
wil omitte theyz ſaſpnges that aſcribe it to Ja⸗ 
nus, o: to Genuus the ſanne of Saturne, and agreing 
with the opinſon of the biſhop ol Nebio ( that perticu- 
larlye wꝛote the Chꝛonycle thereof) J thinke it to be of 
ſach antiquitee, that neyther the cywe of foundacfen, 
noz pet the authour thereof can wel beknowen, As foz 
the name, it is not vnlyke, but that( becauſe it is the ve⸗ 
rap entrie from the ſeas vnto Lumbardp) it was ſy;ſfe 
tall lanua( a gate oz dooze) t afterwardes cozruptely 
Genoa . But howe oz whan it was buplded,o2 faz 
what cauſe it was ſo named, this is cleere, that in the 
Romafnes time, almoſf. zoo. peres befsze the cominge 
of Chꝛiſt this cſteo ruled the countrep about ſt, as ap- 
ptareth bothe by a table of bzafſe lateipe founde in ths 
bale of Poceuera,and alſo by the mencyon that Linſe 
maketh of the deffraction of it by P2go Anniballes 
bꝛother, and of the repatrpnge of it agapne by the Roz 
mapne Conſale Lucretius Spurius. 

C From whiche tyme tothe compngeof Charlemapne 
into Italie, à find nothyng notable of Genoa,ſave that 
it was one of the fyzif citecs,rhat openiye p;ofefſed the

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Chꝛicklan faythe , But after Charlemapne was crows 
ned emperaur, and his fonne Pepine made kinge of J- 
talle, Ademaro,a baron of Fraunce,was ſente chyther 
to be capttatne;who by commanndement of kpng Pe- 
pfhe,foughe by ſea with the Saraſines;and thosghe he 
was taken pꝛiſoner in the batcatle,yet the Genowayes 
ouercame they; enemics;toke. xii, Saraſtne ſhyppes, 
and the ile of Coꝛſica, which in maner ener ſens hache 
remained vnder the Genowates dominton;and is con⸗ 
ttaued Genoa obedlente to the emperours capptapnfs 
the ſpace of, loc. peres. | 
In the Fi there happened in a llrtle Arete than 
called Fontanella, now Bordigoto, nete ro the pitre 
of the hauen, a liccel ſpꝛyng in 5 of water calf fozth 
blond, and ranne ſo a whole dape, to the great wender 
ol the people: whervpon folgwed, that the Saraſines 
armie came ſodeinely vyon the towne, and takpag it by 
fazce,facked and rifled it, ſette it on tyʒe, and caryed a⸗ 
wap the people, men women end childzen;tn ſuch wile, 
that they lef'e the rowne as a plapne wildernefe , But 
the Geno vaſes army, whiche was than abꝛode, metre 
wyth cheſe Haraſines on the ſca abonte Sardegnia, 
wyhers they fanght with theim cutte them in peces,and - 
retouered thetr pz(ſoners with double pꝛape, and ſo re⸗ 
Kozed their eiter. 
After thts the emperonre Berengario graunted them 
tertaine pꝛiuileges, wich ful dominion over the townes 
that they than poſſeTed, By reaſon whereof they chozt⸗ 
ly encreaſed, not onelp in welth but alſo in ſuch power 
that in the volage made into the holp lande by Codfrey 
of Bolatg:1e and other pzinces, the Cenowales armpe 
| | | was 
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was one of che notablef of that companye, firffe at the 
wynning of Antioche, and after at the getting of Jern- 
ſalem, in compng to which ſecounde enterpziſe the ge⸗ 
nowates were faine to dzowne theyꝛ ownethips in the 
hauen of Iaffo, becauſe they were not able to reſiſt the 
Soldanes armie, that came vpon theim:thought better 

to dzowne them, than to encreaſe the enemyes power Voucit. 
with their lofe and ſhame both: how be it they firff dil⸗ 
charged all thyngs that might be had out st them, wht- 

che they caried with them vnto the ſiege of Jeruſalem, 
and there behaned them ſclfes ſo wozthilp, that almoſte 
none other company of the chziſtſan army was compa- 
rable to them, | n 
C After th's they armed. 27. Galleis and, bf, ſhyppes, 

and ſent theim into S021a in ayde of Foemonde than 
kynge of Jeruſalem, where thep gatte the citee of Cz- 
ſarea in Paleſtina, and leauynge it in poffeſſpon of the 
chziſtians, retourned home with greate trpumphe and 
payer, 

¶ Finally within the ſpace of. 13.yeres the Cenowaics 
ſear, vii.ſenerall armies into Sozta , by whoſe meanes 
the pꝛinetpal rownes from the golſe of Laiacia ſouth 
wardes, to the golfe of Riſſa, that is to wete Malini⸗ 
ſtra, Solino, Antioche, K aodicia, Tortola, Tripoli, 
Baruti, Accon, ſometime called Ptholemaida, acres, 
Ghibelleito, C æſaria, Aſſur, laffo, Acaron, and Al; 
calon, were gotten oute of the Turkes bandes. Fo 
whtch great ſerulce Bauldewyn than king of Jervuſaz 
lem next after Boemonde, gaue co the Genowayes dy⸗ 
ners notable pꝛtuſleges thꝛough al his dominion, whis 
ehe thep entoped longe time, 
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After theſe many victozyes retournpng to Seuoa, 
the warre that ceaſed ſo farre of,ſpzang bp nerer homs 
Foz the Piſan\ contended with the Genowates foz cd- 
ſecracton of the biſhop.of.Corlica,z fo the tle of Sar⸗ 
degnia, Wherupon fo!awed ſharpe warres betwene 
them, loꝛ the moſte parte to the diſauauntoge of ibe Pig 
ſani:ſo that at laſt beyng plainely ouercomen the Ges 
nowaſes entred into Pila by fozce,4 raſed all the hou⸗ 
ſes therot downe to the fy2it flooꝛe. 55 

Chus kiniching thoſe warres, and wanting occasion 
where to be octupied, thei made ont an armp againſt ches 
Haraſines, m firſte suerranne the ile of Pinorica', and 
after aſſaulteð the citees of Almeria and Tortola, in 


the confines-of Granata, which they toke by fozce, with 


the ſ{anghter of an infinite nomber of Poozes,befydes 
10000, ſlaues that thep caryed wpth them to Genoa, 
and ſuche a quanticee of treaſure and bosties, as fews 
lyke had ben ſeen in thoſe dales: dluidyng the domynp⸗ 
on that was gotten into thzee partes, the Erle of Bars 
celona (chiete of this enterpziſe)bad two to hym (elfe, 
and the Genowates the thpzde;. 1 

The glozte and wealth of which victoz(es were ſach 


to the Genowales, that fox many peres after they enter 


pziſed no great mattier farre from home, but ſuch ſedi⸗ 
clon fel among them ſelfes, that thep; owne' bzaulinge 
manp times gaue courage to fozeine pꝛinces to wozke 
againſt them. Foz the emperour federſke the fy:ſte at⸗ 
ter he had conquered Lumbardie) thought alſo to ſub⸗ 
due them: and made open pzeparacyon fo: it. Mhyche 


was cauſe of theyꝛ baſon agapne. F0z whan they per⸗ 
112d an outwardennemte,than were they intvardlen 
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ſoone agreed: and aToene as thep were ſure of peace 
ab:oade,fncontinetly chey warred againe within chem 
ſeifes, Nenerthelefie they bſed the emperoure ſo well 
with giktes and fayze woozdes,that he not onlp ſuffred 
theim to continue in thepz libertes , but alſo encreaſed 
thep; common wealth with a noumber of pzinilegee; 
and was occaſion, that after long eocencton with them 
of Piſa,the Senowales at lengthe enioied quietlpe the 
one halfe of Sardegnia, whiche befoze the Pilani had 
holly to them ſelfes, 
CAbout this time che Souldan of Aegypt gotte Jeru⸗ 
ſalem,and dpners other citees in Dozia out ofthe Chzt- 1:90 
fians handes. Mherkoze kynge Richarde of Eng- AIDES: 
lande, and kynge Phillip of Fraunce made their viage kyngeot 
into thoſe parties, and kyng Richarde arrpued at Ges England 
noa with. xv. galleys, where he taried but one dape. 
After whom the Genowates ſente. so. ſafle, wpth men 
and municion to the aſliege of A con 82 Ptholemaida 
To the ſuccours of which citie the Houldan ſent a ſhyp 
charged with vittali? and armare, and amongeff other 
a cage full of fleeyng ſerpentes,purpoſely ſent to be ſet 
fozth in the Chꝛiſtian army,that with theyz venim they 
mpght plage it. But it was mette bythe englyſh na⸗ 
uſe and taken. And the empergur federike coming to⸗ 
war des the lame enterpꝛiſe, beyng al ready entred into 
Sozia, by miſhappe was dꝛoloned in a riuer. 
C After whole death his ſenne Henrie nert emperonrs 1194, 
came to genoa in his one perſs,requtring their helpe 
to the conqueſt of Sicilia, pꝛomiſyng theim the pꝛolpte, 
ſo that he myght baue the hondure. Ahyche ſa muche 
enflamed the hertes of the people, that they made once 

Uy a great 
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a great uumber of galleis and other vefſelles , and dyd 
ſy much ſeruice, that che emperonr(in maner by their 
power) gatte the whole ile of Sicilia, whpche he bn⸗ 
thankekullpe coniidered , Foz whan thep had done 
theyꝛ beT koꝛ hym.he rewarded them with all the ſpyte 
be coulde,thzearnpng to oppꝛeſſe their libertee, and to 
make them his ſublectes: inſomuche that the Pilani, 
thꝛough conmfozte thereof, moleſted the genowapes of 
new, and foztifipng Poggio di Bonifacio, fel to ſpop⸗ 
lyng and riklyng of the Genswales goodes by ſea, 
But at lengthe the loſſe tourned to theim ſelfes , Foz 
the genowetes armed theim,and takyng Bonifacio by 
fo:ce,not onelp ſacked and munited it foz theim ſelfes, 
bur alſo toke a number of Piſane ſhippes,as they could 
fypnde theim. Mhereupon ſt folowed , that the Piſant 
made out their power, and ſo fought diuers times with 
the genowapes with diuers foztune, 
Che inhabitauntes ot Uintimiglia bꝛeakynge the ar⸗ 

ticles of accozde betweene the genowayes and chetm, 

were fatne to come barefoote with crofſes tn they; han⸗ 
des to Genoa and aſke pardon,foz feare of the pzepara 

cion that the citee made againſte theim , And the pears 
folowpnge,tys genowates purchaſed the dominyon of 
Gaui, of the vnheritours therok:and the inhabitauntes 
of the vale of Arocia ſubmptted their countrey to the 

Genowapes dominton, 
¶ And becauſe the Pilant pꝛepared to aſſaple certayne 

genoway ſhips, compng out of Sozfa,laded with riche 

merchandiſe, the citee armed certaine gatleſs t ſhippes 

to conducte them ſafelp: whyche metynge togethers in 

the mouth of the Adzlatike ſea, determined to atte mpte 
to wynns 
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to winne the citee of Saragoſa in Steile lately gotten 
by the piſani. In þ enterpꝛiſe wherof they toke certaine 
Piſane ſhyppes:and wtthoute greate feſght wonne the 
tites, deauynge it foztiſped and gouerned foz the coms 
mon welth of Genoa, Than the Piſan! made ont a 
newe armpe and beſſeged it, and of lykelphod ſhoulde 
haue put it to great afterdele,ſf Penry erle of Palea in 
Greece, with certapne galleps of his owne , and other 
ſhippes of the Genowates,thac came from the eaſt, had 
not comen to the ſuccours;who fonghte with the Piſa⸗ 
ne armſe,and with helpe of chetm that were within the 
towne,obteined the victo2y,to the great ſlaughter and 
loſe of theim of Pila. 
¶ And becauſe the erle Henry of Malea had done the 
-Senowapes great ſeruice dyners wafes,therfoze they 12:09, 
ayded hym te their great charge, with galleſs,ſhippes, 
men. and hoꝛſes to defende Candla, which he had vſur- 
ped bpon the Uenetians:ſo that the Uenetfans beynge 
therwith agreued, immedlatelpe publyſhed che Gens⸗ 
waies to be their ennemies, wherupon folowed charpe 
warres betwene thetm many peres after, 1216. 
Here is to be vnderſtand, that from ehe pere. 1080. bnto 
the pere. 1 190. the citee was gouerned frely by the cite⸗ 
ſins vnder the name of Conſuls without entermedling 
of ſtraũge rulers, and ſo in maner to this time, though 
foz the ſpace ot. 26. peres ſome ſfraungers had ben now 
and than bzonght in as Poteſtates (the conſules neuer 
theleſſe remainpng after the olde maner) but from this 
time foꝛeward the Conſulles craſed, and ſtraunge Po⸗ 
teſtates bare the rule a great tvme after, 
C The generall armye of the Chziſtlans lipnge at the. 
| Ul ſtege 
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ſyege of Datmfa in Aegypte was relpeued wpth. 10: 
galleis ſente by the Genowates:thzonughe whoſe helpe 
the citee was gotten, with wonderfull rpchefle and an 
fnfinite number of ſlaues, beſides the multitude of in⸗ 
fidelles that were ſlaſne ; howbeit the chziſtians kepte 
not the citee long, foꝛ the pere folowpng the Daraſines 
re touered it agapne. 


They of Vintimiglia rebelled againſt the genowates, 
ſo that after many light bicker inges, at laſte an armpe 
was ſent out agatnff them, which lay longe at ſiege bes 


foꝛe the to wne, and could not pzeuatle:ſo that the Pote⸗ 


fate to be aſſured of that enterpꝛiſe , edyfped an other 
towne berwene them and the ſea, and wpth a garryſon 
held them ſo ſtreight, that at laſt they pelded, wberupon 
the towne being recouered, the genowaies butlded ther 
two foztrefſes foz the moze ſuretee of the ſame. 

In like maner they of Sauona and of Albenga rebel- 
led, and were to their deſppte reduced to theyz koꝛmer 
obedpence , But the warre that happened betwene Az 
lexandria in Lumbardy, and Genoa, foꝛ tho dominion 
of Capriata and other townes in the confines betwene 
them, was not lo ſone appeaſed: thoughe in effecce the 
genowates at length pꝛeuatled. 

¶ Gregoꝛp the. ir.biſhop of Rome tranaflpng to ſende 
an armie into the holp land, agreed the Aenetians and 
genowapes togethers foz,fr.yeares,and bounde theim 


to kepe peace on payne of curſpnge, Vut lyke as his 


enterpꝛiſe came to naught:ſo his curſe coulde not kepe 
thoſe two affates from renewing of their malice, as by 


their ofte fighting with variable foztune appered after 


And beyng than tn cotencion with the emperour kede⸗ 
rike, and 
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tike, x calling a counſatle in rome againck themperour, 
he ſent to the genowapes, pꝛaiynge them to conueyghe 
in ſanfetce the legates and pꝛelates that came oute of 
the welk parts cowardes thatcounſaile, Wherfoze they 
armed. 27. galleis, and recetuing two Cardinaltes, end 
other pꝛelates to the noumber ot. 40. at Aiza in o⸗ 
tice, bought them ſolemnelp to Genoa, t goinge from 
thenſe with them towardes rome, mette wpth Anſaldo 
admirall of the @mperours naue: who foughte wpth 
them, and toke. 22. or thoſe galleis, withall thoſe good⸗ 
ly pꝛelates, and diners of the chiefe of the Genowapycs: 
and after vered the common wealth ſoze in diuers par⸗ 
tes of their dominion, And becauſe the emperoure had 
intelligence with diuers of the citeſpns, who withſtode 
the maintenannce of byſhop Gregozie: therefoze were 
thep foz the moffe parte banyſhed,and manpe of chey; 
bouſes raced to the earth, and as banyſhed men pꝛocu⸗ 
red many diſpleaſures to their countrep diners wales. 
And though the moſt part of the imperialles were thus 
baniſhed, yet diners of that affection remayned in the 
citee cloſely, inſomuch that the commons deuided them 
openlye by name, callynge the impertalles Maſtarati,

C Than died the biſhop egen nd Celeſtine his ſacs ,. 24% 
cellour liued but. 18. dates,afrer twhom ſucceded Inno⸗ 
cence the. iſii.a Genowayc bozne , He folowpnge the 
trade of hs pzedeceſſours contendyng with the empe- 


rour,4 beinge in his daunger at Sutri in ihe realme of 
UV (if Haples, 
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Ofthe aſtate 
Naples, wzoughte lo wpth the Genowayes , that they 


pꝛiuily made out certains galleys, whiche came to Ci⸗ 
uita Vecchia beſide Rome, ts receiue the byſhap ,whs 
as ſecretly as he could came thither, and toke ſhipping 
to Genoa, where he was recetaed with Gloria in excel 


ſis, as reaſon wolde: not a little to the emperours dyſ⸗ 


pleaſure, that befoze accompted him ſelfe in maner ſure 
ol hym. And Innocence reſtynge hym ſelfe a certapne 
ſpace in genoa, he departed towardes Lions in fraunte 
and there helde a general counſatle agaynſte the empe⸗ 
roar Federike, during whoſe like he durſk not retourne 
into Italp:but immediatelp after the emperours death 
be came backe agatne by genoa, and was there ne leffe 
triamphantly recelued, than be was the klrite tyme. 


¶ Upon the death of this emperour the Senowapes al⸗ 
ſa recanered Saona and dpners other townes, that by 


the emperours tyme rebelled agapnſt theim, and had 
dooen cheim notable dpyſplcaſures, as wel by ſea as by 
lands. And byſhop Innocence Hepnge departed from 
gensa to Ptlaſne wꝛought lo, that the baniſhed Paſta⸗ 
ratt were reTozed to they; countrep againc . 10000 
poundes pated them of the comminaltee in recompencs 
of theyꝛ goodes taken away befoze, 

¶ And not long after the people made a commocion az 
gainf the office of the Poteſtate, ſo that py rumour cea⸗ 
ſpng,they elected Quglielm Bocanigra , a citeſin, to 
be theyꝛ captratne t ſupertour vnto the Poteſkate, and 


all other mag iſkrates, who bevnge placed in that office 
;. r. pres, by lpitle and little bſurped che dompnpon 
nuer the whole, and ſo pzougked the chiefe citeſpns to 
kconſppꝛe agaynlfe hym: And though he beyng aduer⸗ 
F tiſed 


tited of the fp2if tonſpiracie pꝛeuented hid fall, by bans 
ſhyng of dpuers of the canſpy:atours; and by reronci⸗ 
lyng of che ret; Bet his tpzannie ſo muche encreaſed: 
that at length, not the chicke citeſins alone, but alfo the 
commons 6penly rebelled, and depoſed hym, reducyng 
the citee to the fozmer oꝛder of thepz raungs poteffate 


ſpectally wich the Uenetians, who haupng like pziniles 
ges in the citee of con, and in other partes of Sozia, 
as the gens wales had, vpon a light occaſion bzake the 
peace, that byſhop Gregozye befoze had made betwene 
theim:ſs that both che Uenetſans and the Genowayes 
made out notable armſes into Sozia, either of chetm to 
mainteine his party there, and after diuers ſky2zwiſhes 
and light bickerpnges, at laſt the armies met © fonght 
befoze Acon, where the genowates were diſcomkited, e 


xxv.ot᷑ theyꝛ galleis taken , So that thoſe Genowapes 


that than were in Acon, were conſtreigned to flie. 

And thervpon the Uenetfans tokt, ſacked 4 raſe d their 
bouſes to the earthe: and foz a moze deſpite, rooted bp a 
verie fapꝛe conre of the Genowates,and made a ponde 
of that place , and ſettynge botes thervpon, wolde ſays 
in ſco2ne:@ee where the genowates toure ſwpmmeth, 


CThis ouerthꝛowe cauſed the Cenowayes to enter in 


leage with Pichael Paleologo emperoure of Conſtan⸗ 
tinople, than enemie to the Uenetfans;whs gave to the 
Genawates the citee of Leſmirre, and the plt of S10,as 
ſome affpzme. 

CEither of choſe common wealches'perely made cut a 
noumber of galleis, which moſt common lp mette toge⸗ 
thers and fought:but the notablett conkllet of — 
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befoze Sicilia, betwene Trapani x Mazara, where the 
Uenetians toke,rrvif, genowayes gallets , withall the 
boott and pziſoners that were in them. 

CAnd thaugh the Genswales many times gotte from 
the Menetians dpuers of thepz armed galleis, e manys 
of theyz merchaunt ſhippes richelpe laden: pet all thyn⸗ 
ges reckened, the Uenetſans had the better, whether J 
chuld aſcribe it to foꝛtune oz fozce,J cannot wel fudge, 
CLeiwysthe'French kpng waged a certaine noumber 
of galleis and ſhippes, with. IoooO. men of the Geno⸗ 


wales, Ohh ſerued him in his enterpziſe made to Tu⸗ 


niſe in Alrike where the kynge hym ſelfe , one of hys 
ſonnes,and dyners other pꝛintes 4 a noumber of ſoul- 
diours.died af the plague:ſa that Charles kyng of Na- 
ples,thanlefts chizfe of the armpe, fell to compoſicyon 
with the kyng of Tuniſe, and vpon the receipte of cer- 
tains money, with pzompſe of other thynges, diſſolued 
the armp, and retourned ho ue wardes without any nos 
table ccte:in which tctourne be mette wyth Edwards 
our ꝑzince, that Hich a gaodlp companpe was departed 
cut of Gaſcopne tobardes the ayde of that enterpꝛyſe, 
and oer: d m part of the money gotten towards his 
charges: but the princerefuſed it. Uherefaze che reff 


ok the arme, (thet were lege tourmented wyth a great 
tempeck, in which a number of ſhippes and men were 


lot) leeyng ths engliche armie cleere,and ſafe withent 
loſſetattmtd, chat it was oneipe becauſe they woulds 


take no parte of mon reteiued of the infidelles. 
And thenghe the Senowapes bothefo2 ſhyppes and 
noam ber of men deſerued moſte in this biage: pet had 
weng * lo littel relgecte to them, that theſe that! 

remaps 
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remafned,reconrned to genoa not dnely without gaint 
o2 rewarde, but gladde loyth they; greate loſſe to be at 
home againe. 

¶ About this time, by reaſon ofthe Gaelfe and ghibel⸗ 
line parties, that cozrupted al Italie( as in the Flozen⸗ 
tine hiſks:ie appeareth),dpuers of the chiefe houſes of 
genoa likewyſe diuided cheym ſelfes into thoſe ſectes: 
inſomuche that they of the houſes of Doria and Spi⸗ 
noli, with helpe af the yz partetakers, by fozce expulſed 
the Fliſchi : Grimaldi out of the citee, and banyched 
thoſe two families, with a number of others, which ba⸗ 
niſhed mẽ, with helpe of a Cardinal of the Fliſchi, pꝛo⸗ 
uoked Charles than kynge of Naples , to make warre 
againft the genowates, whychendured not longe, 
Foz Oberto Spinola,x Oberto Doria, that toke vpon 
theim the abſolnce power, and ruled the cites certapnt 
peres, keping theyꝛ aduerſaries out, were by faire mea 
nes ſo entreated of Innocence the. v. than byſhopps of 
Nome, that the baniſhed men were quyetly reconciled 


and called home: the gonernaunce of the citee neuer⸗ 1376 


the leſſe remainynge in the bandes of the Dberti as it 
did befoꝛe. 

And than the common wealth bought of Nicolas De 
Fliſcho certaine townes and territozies to the value of 
ooo. pound, which they wel and truely payed hym. 
But the Fliſchi and Grimaldi continued ſcarcely. rf, 
monethes at home, but they were accuſed of conſpfracie 
againff the aſtate, and ſo banſſhed of new, 

CAnd though kyng Þhilifp of France had befoze this 
tpme made peace foꝛ a ſeaſen betweene the Uenctians

trouble the gens waye beſſels, and at lengthe to declars 
bim ſelfe open enemie to them. Wherefoze they made 
out a power againſt him, and expulſed hym out ot hys 


agapne:foꝛ the which the warre renewed betwene the 
genowales and the Piſant, one of che blouddieſt warr? 
and greatteſt bp ſea that hath lightly ben bearde of bez 
twene two commons wealthes. Foz within the ſpacg 
of thzee perea their armfes foughte.\f((f; batcailes ; and 
they; diligence was ſuch, that whan the ene army was 
dilcomfired(whiche foz the moſte parte hapt to the Pi⸗ 
ſani) they wold within a moneth z. bi. werkes repaire 
their number of galleis as ffrong as at the fyzſt, not of 
olde galleis, but of ne we tymber. And it wolde ſeems 
incredyble to hym that knoweth choſe two citees, thae 
they ſhould be able (bauyng ſo little dominion)to mabs 
ſache powers one againſte an other, as by their chꝛoni⸗ 
cles appereth thep did.

And this conſptracp'was lo cloſes 
kept(notwſchFandpnge chat in maner all the chiefe fa⸗ 
milſes,as Erimaldi, Fliſchi, Negri, Malloni,Saluaz 
tici,Embriaci,z others were confederarestntt)rhar it 
was neuer knowen,ep! they were in the ſtreetes armed 
on bez ſebacke t on faote,and had taken the churche of 
ſainete Laurence: But folowyng to the Abbotes houſe 
(tos ſo was the chiete ruler called ) the people allem 
dich and reſyſted the conſpiratours in ſuche wyle, that 
the nobilitee was fayne to lape downe their weapons, 
dpon p:ompſe to be pardoned of lyfe and goodes , Bp 
reaſan wherofehe commocpon ceaſed, and certatne of 
the pʒincipal cauſers were baniſhed foz a time. 

Upon eramfnacion ,whar power the genowapes were

had, 12 0 galleis, furniſhed with their owne choſen mt.

The Znrke at this tyme wared greate, and had cer- 
taine galleis goyng vpon the ſea called Pare Maggi⸗ 
ore( other wiſe Pontus Euxinus ) wobyche had robbed 
certaine merchaunte ſhippes of the genowates, where⸗ 
foe they armed them ſelles in Caffa, and meetpnge 
fought with che Turkes armp, and recouered not onelp 
their owne goodes, but alſo toke.x. Turkiſh galleis and 
a (Hippe with great bootie. 

CLtkewſſle the emperour of the Tartares made warre 
on the ge nolwales, and beſſeged them in Caffa(a towne 
ſituate in the confines of Tartarie ) oute of the whpche 
the Genowates iupng by night, burned the Tartares 
engines, and llewe. ooO.men:ſo that their emperourt 
ſent to geuoa foz peace, and vnder coloure thereof(ob- 
teignyng it) did them much moze hurt by treaſon than 
be had done in open warre.

C@þe Noblilitee of genoa (that than were banpched) 
ſeeyng the aſtate ruled all by the people, aſſembled the ir 
powers, and came befoze the citee, ſo that Bocanegra 
(ſeeyng alſo the nobilitee and people within the citee in 


maner at an open cõtencion foz the ſame) depoſed him 


ſelfe orhis dignitee, and departed oute ofthe citee: In

¶ Al this while, they of Monacho matnteigned warre 
against Genoa, t had newly armed. 34. galleis where- 
fo;e 
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foze they of Genoa armed alſo. 29. ſo that becanſe they 
wold not meete togethers,they of Ponaco wet to ſerne 
Phillip the french kyng again@ ure kpnge Edwards 
the. iii. in whiche warres they had lo good ſucceſſe, that 
one galley of theim neuer retourned home agapne: 
but the other armp of Genoa, bnder the leadyng of Si⸗ 
monde Vignioſo pzoſpered berap much, Foz after di⸗ 
ners encerpziſes atchieued in the realme of Naples, hs 
entred inta the Archipelago ( otherwyſe called Mare 
Egeum)and there gat the ile of S io, which in p;ocefſe 
of tyme hathe been occaſſon of wonderfull gapne and 
wealth to the Genowaſes,and beſpdes that at the ſame 
time he gat the two citces called Foglie Vecchie. 


Than renewed the warre betwene the Uenetians and 
the genowales, wherin were diners battailles fricken, 


one befoze Conffantinople,where the Uenetians were 
dylcomficed , wpth che lolle of, 30.gallcfs : an other in 
Sardegnia ,where the genowayes were dyſcomfyted, 
with the lofſe of, 4-1, gallets , and an other ar the ile of 
Sapſentia,where the Uenetfans loff.40.ſaple,beſſdes 
dyuers others of leſſe impoztaunce. 

C And thoagh it ſeeme,thac the Genowaſes got moſfe 


in theſe laſt warres with the Uenetlans: pet their gatne 1353 


was ſo blouddy x coſtlp, that in maner of neceſſicee thei 
ſubmitted them ſelfes to John than archebyſhop and 


ly. ſii.pt res, but that the people ( beynge offended wpth 
the taxes that the biſhop required of theim )reffozed Si 
monde Bocanegrato the aſtate ofdue-wherof he had 
depoſcd him ſelfs bekoze:and he in recompence thereof, 


depoſed all che nobilitee, and gaue the offices amongeſt 
Beit the 


lozde of Ppllapne. Under whom it continued ſcarce- 1354, 
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Of the aſtate 
the people > Foz whiche were dyuers confpfracyes 


W:0ught againſte hym:and(as ſome holde opinion) at 


length he was poyſonedat a bankette made to the king 
of Cypꝛus, as he paſſed that way into Fraunce, 


CE Gabriell Adorno was made Duke next after hym, 


who continued the ſpace ol v.peres, till che people mil ⸗ 
lyked his rule, and byfozce depoſing h im, created Do⸗ 


menike di Campo Fregoſo in hys reome, In whoſe 


time happened the bulinelle in Cipꝛus betwene the Ue- 
netfans and Genowates fo: goyng on the bpper hand, 
whych afterwardes was occaſion of cruell warres, 

CIt happened vponthe death of king Peter of Cipzns 
(who in the night was ſlayne by his bzethern) that as 
his ſonne Peter ſhould goe to the cerimony of his coꝛo⸗ 
nacfon,the Aenetians and genowapes than pzeſente, 
contended verap erneſtly foz the bpper hand, whych at 
length by oꝛder of the kynges counſaile was geuen to 
the Uenettans,ſo that the genowales, pꝛeparyng them 


elles to be reuenged, were dilcouered, taken, ſlapne, 


that of as manye as were in Cypꝛus, there eſcaped but 
one to bzynge home newes of this mattler: whpche at 
length cauſed the deſfrnceton of that lande. 

C Fo: the Genowafes made out an armp, and the ſame 
daye. rii.monethes, that they were beaten, they entred 
by fozce into Famagoſfa(thechtefe citee of cipꝛus) and 
toke all the nobylytee of the Nealme. il. of the chyefc 
they put to death,becanſe they had been their enemics, 


and haupnge all the realme at theyz diſpoſicion, they 


reſtoꝛed it to the pong king Peter, reſeruing Famago- 
ſa to them ſelfes, with a trybute of.4-0000, Flozines: 
whyche they enfoyed vnto the pere of our loꝛde. 14< 4,

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and beſides that they bzoughe diners noble men e gen- 
tilmen of the cipꝛiottes pztſoners vnto gettoa,amogeſt; 
whom was the kynges vncle James Luſigniano, who 
beyng kept in the tober Capo di Faro, begata ſonne 178 
called Jano, and was afterwardes kyng bym ſelfe, 

CAnd albeit that Domenyke di Campo Fregoſo 
(who foz the ſpace ot. viii.peres had ben duke) ruled the 
aſtate ſo well, that no man could fuffly repꝛoue him, vet 
the inconſtant multitude, with a little ferynge of ſome 
that were great, made a commocton againſte him, and 
not onelpe depoſed hym, and put hym and hys bzother 
Peter (general of the enterpꝛile of Cypꝛus) in pꝛyſon, 
bue alſo banyched all theim of the houſe of Fregoſo: 
who foz a greate ſpace had ben notable miniſters of the 
common wealth, 

But this ingratitude ofthe people can be no wonder . 

to thetm that haue redde hiſtoꝛpes. oz it is almoſt oꝛ⸗ 
dinarp with the people to render pll foz good. 

¶ Than was Nicolas di Guarco elected Duke: By 
whoſe tyme happened that notable warre betwene the 
genowayes and Ueneffans,wherin after dpuers foztu⸗ 
nes and victozies on both partes, the Uenetfans loked 
to be beaten oute of they; honſes, Foz the genowapes 
with belpe of thepz colleges ſo ſoꝛe oppzeſſed they? po- 
wer by ſea,that they were dꝛiuen into theyꝛ owne haz 
nen, and Peter Doria came with the armye befoze the 


two caſtels at Lio, within two mile of Uenice , ſo that 
if the Site of the place made not the citee impꝛeuable: 
of likelihode the Uenetfans bad been ſubdued. Foz 
they ſent their ambaſſadours to peter Dozia to requyze 
peace with large condictong,who( not bepng contented 
Py if to hane 
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4 Of the aſtate 


to haue the honour with a reaſonable adttancage)wold 
needes they ſhould yelde cheim ſelfes and thepz citee to 
be at hys diſcreacton, The extremitee of whpchs 


annſwere made the Uenetians ſo deſperate, that ſtrai⸗ 


nyng their vttermoſt powers cogetbers,at length they 
viſcoumkited the genowates army,flew Peter Doria, 
toke.rir,galleſs,and moze than. 40OO.pꝛiſoners: and 
ſo recouered Chiozza,with.all they; other places about 


they: marſſſhes,that were befoze taken from them. 


And than encreaſed their courage ſo much, that Carlo 
Zeno, with certaine Uenetian galleſs,entred the riuer 
of Genoa, and helde the genowates ſhoꝛzt, till by meane 
of the duke of Sauoye che peace was made berweene 
theim. 
CThan died kyng Peter o? Cypꝛus, whom to ſuccede 
the bards elected his vncle James, then pziſoner in ge⸗ 
noa: who vpon aduertiſement therot was not only put 
at libertee, but alſo( alter great feaifes and honoz )ſent 
home with. x. galleis of the common wealthes: fpzile 
binding him ſelfe to certaine articles aſwel foz the paſ- 
ment of a perelp tribute, as alſo foz the citee of Fama⸗ 
goſta, which remained in the genowales poſſeſſion, 
¶ About this time were lo many commociòs in the ci⸗ 
tee,foz choſing ol theyꝛ Dukes, that J chinke there was 
neuer ſo much alteracſon of rulers in one comon welch 
foz the tyme, And becanſe the reherſall thereof wolde 
occupte a greatter roume than mp purpoſe doeth here 
allo w:it hal ſuffice to ſape, that as longe as the rule of 
the common wealth conſiſted in the wyll ol che multt⸗ 
tude, neuer was ſo fuconftat an aſtate as that of genos. 
Foz ambgeff wee ta the change betwene Pomenyke 
di Cams 
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d campo Fregoſo and Nicolas Guarcs were. iii 


dukes in a day: Fregoſo depoſed in the moꝛnynge, and 
Adorno tncontinentlye made, and at after noone A⸗ 
dorno depoſed, and guarco made. Wherfoze as ſuper⸗ 
fluouſe to treate of all the Dukes elections, J woulle 
benſfo;th ſpeake no moze of they? chaunges, wpthoute 
great cauſe; 

C The Soszes of Barbarſe in this tyme ſcoured all 


the middle ſeas,robbirig and ſpoiling all that euer they; 


coulde take , Wherefoze the Genowapes wpth dyuers 
others made ſuite vnto the Frenche kyng foz an enters 
pꝛiſe to be made againT the kpng of Cuniſe , Mhyche 
the French kyng graunted and ſent the duke of Bour⸗ 
bone as a generall , not onely wyth a greate power of 
Frice,but alſo with aide that was ſent him out of eng- 
lade, in whoſe company the Gt nowales ſent. 40. gal⸗ 
leis, and. xx. ſhyppes of theirs „ under the leadynge of 
John Centurione. And thepz Ch:onicle maketh men⸗ 
cion, bow our Engliche archers behaned them ſelfes at 
they; landing in Barbarie ſs wel, that the Poozes gaue 
theim place: wheras withoute theim the armye ſhoulde 
baue had muche avoe ro lande. The ende of whyche 
fourney was, that the king of Tuniſe releaſed all Chzi⸗ 
fifan ſlaues, whereof there were a noumber in hys 
realme, and payed the Chꝛiſtpans. 10000 duckates, 
with pꝛompſe to trouble the ſeas no moze. 


¶ From the pere. 1390. till. 1396. was ſo muche a dooe ,;,, 


foz makyng and depoſpng of Dukes, that Antoniotto 
Adorno had beene,titf, tymes Duke, beſides. vill. oz 
ir.others,thathad been put in and out the meane time, 
with ſo mach bloudſhed, burnyng. and ſpoilynge , that 

at length

at length fo; veraie delperacion the titee ſent ambaſſas 
dours to Charles the. bi. Frenche kyng, beſeching him 
to take the dominion therof into hys handes , Who at 
they; reqneſt ſent the Counte of lainet Paule, and the 
byſhop of Meaur to be rulers there, and to recepue the 
foztreſſes into his poſſeſſion, whych immediately were 
deliuered to them, e feaulty ſwozne by al the ſubiectes. 
¶ The Frenche Gonernour had not been there fullp a 
pere, but the ſectes of Guelfes and ghibellines renued 
ſo ſoze,that after much burnyng, ſpollyng and kylling 
in the countrep theraboutes, the ghibellines entred in⸗ 
to the citee, and from the. xvi. ol Julpe, to the. v.ot Sep⸗ 
tember fought daye by dape wpth the guelfes, and foz⸗ 
tifipng che one halle of the citee,againft the other, they 
neuer ceaſed, tyl bothe parties were tyꝛed with the furp 
of they; owne blondde and flambe, Foz amongeſt their 
keigheyng it was a common matter to ſet one anothers

¶ The biſhop of Peaulr,than gonernour of the eite, 
koꝛ feare of his obne lyfe,fledde in the myddeſt of this 
furpe. Ss that whan it was paſt, the Frenche kynge 
ſent thither in his ſtede one Collarde, a counſailour of 
hys, who by the Genowaſes was honourablp receiued, 
He gouerned nat much moe than a pere, but by meant 
of a new ſect, called La Scorzola, he was faine to ha⸗ 
bandone the citee, leauing theim together by the cares 
afcer theyꝛ old maner, feighting and burning amongelt 
theim ſelfes dap by dape: whiche ceaſed not, till the co⸗ 
myng of Bouciquart marchall of Fraunce, who being 
the 
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the kpnges lienetenant, entred into genoa wſth a chow 
ſand ſouldfours,x incontinently pꝛoteded againſte the 
Feerrers of the common wealthe, cauſpnge two of the 
chiefe of the citee Battiſta Boccanegra, 4 Battifta de 
Frauchi, to be taken t bzougbt co the palaice, : behea⸗ 
ded Boccanegra;bppon whoſe death the people began 
ſach acrie,tharchey whyche had the other in kepynge, 
lette him go:ſo that whan the rumour was paſt, Bou⸗ 
ciquart in a greate rage, cauſed the chie fe officer of the 
wardes head to be ffricken ok, becauſe thozughe bys 
mens negligence, happened the eſcape, — 

C Than did Bouciquart alſo foztifis the little caftell, * 
now called Caſtelletto, and put a garriſon into (t;and 
whan he had taken aſwel from the men of the countref 
as of the cowne,all kynde of armure(they; ſwoꝛdes ex- 
cepted)chan ſpared he none of theim: But foz-enerpe 
occaſſon of any (mpoztannce, woulde behead the offens 
dour without any reſpect to his qualitee o2 kinne: And 
bis pꝛotedynges were ſuch, that the French kyng con- 
fyzmed hym in that office foz terme of life, to the greate 
contentaciò of the citeſins, vhs in his rigoꝛous iuſtice 
kounde greater eaſe, than in the ſofte pzocedpnges of 
the other gouernours:whoſe gentilneſſe gaue libere te 
to the pꝛeſumptuouſe multitude to do what they wolde, 
whpch was theyz owne deſtructton. 

¶ Chan Janokyng of Cypztis (who had been bozne, 
bzedde bp, t wel intreated in Genoa) lafedſtege to the 
eitee of Famagoſia, intãdyng to get it from the geno⸗ 
waies:but an army of,18,ſatle was inc6tinently made 
thither,vnder p leading of Bouciquare, who not onely

6000,fooremen,and,5o000 
boꝛſmen, not miſtruſtyng any alteracion in Genos) 
paſſed the Erefete into Lumbardye .

000. and toke the king 
way . bzetherne,a noumber of dukes and Erles, 
Z itt and 
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and aboue. 200. knights pꝛiſoners, with io much fpoile 
of golde, ſiluer, iewelles, and other treaſure, that the 
lyke bootp had not lightipe been heard of: All whyche 
thep bꝛonght in lauketee ta SGenos:ſasupnge the kynges 
perſon, whiche by the duke of Pyllapnes cemmaunde⸗ 
ment was had to Sauona, and froat thenſe to Pillaine 
were he was not entreated as a pꝛiſoner, but at length 
not onely without raunſome, but alſo with great pꝛeſẽ⸗ 
tes ſet at ubertꝛe, and that without the geno wales con⸗ 
ſent, whyche with diners other vnkyndneſſes and iniu⸗ 
ries dosen to theim by the duke, canſed the Genomaies 
to retourne to thepꝛ owne wonted wylles , ſo that tho⸗ 
rough pꝛocurement of Frances Spinola,þ whole cites 
was in armes, and expulſing and ſleaynge all the Du⸗ 
kes minifers,toke on them theyꝛ old liberty, and made 
Thomas di Campo Fregoſo Duke againe, who con- 
tin ned in the ſame abeute. bi. peares., In whpche tyme 
Raynalde Duke of Angio (that clafmed the realme of 
Naples)came to Genoa, and was not onelye well re⸗ 
ceiued there,but allo albes with certaine armed gallets 


towardes his enterpziſe, and Nicolas Fregoſo ſent;fog 


: + caplratne with þim:by whoſe belpe be gat te the Caſttei 


Nouo in gaples, and ſo muche pꝛolpered other wales, 
that it was a great whple doubted, who ſhoulde entoxe 
the realme, eber Raynolde, oz hynge Allonſe But 
at lat Nainolde ſoz lacke of men and money was la ine 
to leaus the enterpꝛiſe, othet the genawsgies retourned 
lultbaut any recompice af their great chargꝰſuſteigned 
in chat quarel. And than was king Alfiſe in iheyꝛ taille 
by ſea: fo that thep were no ſooner bizarmed,, bat that

and the citee of Pera againſte Conſtantinople(whpche 


apperteined befoze to the genowates )was pelded to the 1474 


Turke,whan Constantinople was gotten. 

John duke of Angie, ſonne to the fozenamed Rays 
nolde, came this pere bnto Genoa, where by accozde of 
the cite ſins, he receſued the citee into the domynyon of 
the french kyng, and therupon tokt their fegultee. Wut

C After whoſe death bis ſonne Glangateazo growento [3% 
— peres diuided the ſtate wich his vncle Bernabo 
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on this maner. He kepte to hym ſelfe Paula, Toztorte; 
Alexandzia, Nouara,and the other townes neere bneo 
the Alpes, with the one halfe of Ppllayne ; and gaus 
baco Bernabo Parma, Piacenza, Cremona, Lodt, Cre 
ma, Bergamo, Como, and the other halfe of Ppllapne, 
with this aduauntage: that foz as muche as Bernabs 
was the moze aunctent, he houlde dwell in Pyllapne, 
and Giangeleazo in Paula. Thus beynge agreed af- 
ter a certaine time Giãgaleazo was aduertiſed by his 
wyfe,bow Bernabo hir father « bys bncle, dad dpuers 
tymes ſoughte his death, co riode hym oute of the fate; 
ſo chat Glangaleazo fncontinentlye determined to pꝛe⸗ 
nente hym, and goyng bnto Pillatne vnder pꝛetence of 
paſtime oꝛ of ſome other bulpneſſe, Bernabo( to honour 
dym the moze ) illued ont againſt him, and ſo was taken 
died in pꝛziſon, and parte of his ſonnes ſlapne, parte bas 
nythed. Whypche acie onely excepted (thoughe it was 
not pet all sgaynſt reaſon )this Giangales zo in all bys 
doynges was accompted ſo woꝛzthp, noble, and balianne 
a pꝛince, that ot ibe people be was called. Il Conte di 
Virtu,that is to ſap, I he Erle of vertue, ez he was 
not onelp beautikull of perſonage, but alſo learned, elo⸗ 
quent, wi ſe, hardp, 1 liberal And was the fitſt that euer 
was inueſted duke of Þpllapne,paſypng therekoꝛe to th 
emperour Vinceſlao an IooOOO. duckates. After the 
obteinyng of this honour he encreaſed bis aſtate by the 
getting ol Verona, Vicenza, Padoa, aud Bologna. 
He diſcomkited che armies of the age made betwene 
the Flozentines t Bolognieſe with other their conke⸗ 
verates at Caſalecchio, t bzonght the Flozentines at 
length to that taxpnge, tpat be not died the tather, 
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Hey muff nedes haue yelded to bene his ſubſectes, 
He onercame Antonino della Scala, and buylded the 
fap:e palayce in Pauta, with that goodly libꝛarpe, that 
pet is ſeen there, walled the parke aboute, bepnge of a 
great circuite, and edified theCharterhouſe,cbar to this 
boure amongeſt the beautiful buildynges of the wozld, 
may be rekened one of the rareff, 

Ve bꝛought Italy into ſuch feare,that the Piſani, the 
Seneſi, the Perugini, the A ſceſiani, and the Luccheſt 
willyngly became his men, ſo that de founde hym ſelife 
loꝛd ouer.29.citee s, and thought to haue bene kyn ge of 
Italp, if death had not ſo fone taken hym, 
He had two wies, the one called Liſabetta doughter 
to the kyng ol Boeme, by whome de had a doughter na⸗ 
med la Valentina, maried afterwardes to the duke of 
Oꝛltens, with the do wer of che Erledome of Aſte, that 
bath ben cauſe of no ſmall trouble in Italye: and the 
otherwife named Caterina de Viſconti,bp whom de 
bad two ſonnes Giouanni, and Philippo Maria. 
Che had one baſt arde called Gabriello, who afcer- 
wardes ſolde Piſa to the Flozentines, 

Finally this notable pꝛinte at Parignano dyed:and 1402 
accoꝛdyng to his one oꝛder was from thenſe caried to 
ehe ſayd Chartcthouſe belides Paula, and there buried, 
C Than ſucteded in. the aſfate Gianmatia the eldeffe 
tonne, whole. dealinges were ſo greuouſe to the Plla⸗ Maria 
ne ſe, without anytrheirdeſeraing,that hearynge maſſe 
on a day in the churcbe, thꝛougg ihe furpe of the people 
and of his owne men together he was flapne,firlt tau · 
ſyng bfs mother to die in pziſon, Ar warnyng him 25 
of that that happened in dede. 
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lauolta, Giankranceſco Sonzaga, and Kannt Strozzia 
Floꝛttine knygbt. And on the ſide ot Philippo agayntt 
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Che was wonte to lay many times (in txeuſyng ot his 
erronts) that in a greate houſe it was necefſarpe there 
ſhould growe men ol diuers ſoꝛtes, and that he therfoze 
vled the cocrarp of his fathers doinges, ſo that thꝛough 
bis crueltee and his death together, manp cſtees rebel⸗ 
led, in ſuch wiſe that the Milaneſe were conſtreigned to 
cal the ſonnes of Bernabo to the Douchp, who enfoted 
the ſams butyl that Philippo maria recenered the do⸗ 
minton, and dziuing them out mette with one of theim 
called Neſtore in a ſhirmich, and ſlewe hym. | 
Chis Philippo was firſt loꝛd of Pauia, and had ma⸗ 
ried Beatrice the donghter, oꝛ( as other ſay) ſometime 
wife of Fazino Cane della Scala: foʒ none intent but 
bet auſe ſhe was enheritour of many fapze lozdeſhippes 
beyonde the Po, and had alſo very much moneßp:

Uercelli;As 
lexandria, and A ft e. And Nicolo da Eſte of Ferrara 
came to viſite him, render inge Parma, that befoe had 
ben taken from Ottone, and knowlagepnge hym leile 
to holde the citee ol Reggio in fee of Philſppo; + 
The citee of Floꝛence fearyng the power of this man, 
entred in leage with the Uenetians, whoſe two armies 
bnſted togethers were foughten withall by certaine of 
Philippo*s'capitapnes , in the Countie of Farenza, 
and there onercomen, 
C Notwithfanding that the ſame bictozp was orm uch 
lefle impoꝛtaunce, than that which the noble floꝛentim 
Coſmo di Medici shteigned in the plaine of Anghiart 
againſt the armye ol Philippo, led by Nicolo Picciui⸗ 
no, towardes the Flozentine damage : foz the whyche 
bictozy Coſmo at hys retourne ts ae was called 
father ot hys countrepz. 
C But foz all that thoſe warres haduevers nde as long 
as Philippo lyued: who finally fell oute wpth the foze-; 
named Alfonſe kynge of Naples, and by fozce reſized

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C Finally findyng hym ſelfe fallen in great adrerfites 
what thozoughe blindeneſſe that toe dym in bis age, 
wi at thꝛong the loſſe of Genoa,and what chzongh the 
diſcoumtiture ot his armpe at Caſale Maggiore: In 
folowpng the victozp wherof the Nenetians had alrea⸗ 
die paſſed the riuer of Adda, and ſcoured the conntrey 
euen tothe gates of Ppllaine, he at laſte a littell befoze 
his death, bequethed his aſtate by tecamente bnto the 
kyng alfonlo, as to one the dereſt friend he had, 
¶ Thts Phulippo had ben a pzfnce of a ſubtill nature, 
witrie,aloncr of trauaple, couetouſe to learne and to 
haue, and pet liberal in geuyng, eaſie of pardoning, but 
ſuſptctouſe oute of meaſure, x ſo lighte of credence, that 
many tymes he wꝛongekullp ridde oute ot the wave the 
deereſt frfendes hehad. Whercotic folowed, that in 
bis moſt buſtneſſe he fonnde him ſelke vtterly habando⸗ 
ned, it auyng the ſtate of Mpllaine in maner naked, *' 
Foz the duke of Ozliens in the righte of his wyfe Va⸗ 
lentina, daughter of Giangaleazo, entoꝛted bym ſelle 
to atteine the polleſſion, whych the emperour Federico 
koꝛ his parte in tytell ot the empyzc denyed. 
But Franceſco Sforza; as ſonne in lawe'of the desde 
Philippo, withſtode them bothe, inlomuche that tho⸗ 
rough this rumdur the Þylancle rent the teſtament in 
peeces, and toke ou them they? liber ter elertynge. ii. 
men to diuiſe oꝛder fo2 the gouernaunte of thepꝛ citees, 
wherebnto they had the hetpe of Carlo Sonzaga, who 
beyng lately departed from the campe of Sforza, was 
pꝛeſent in ꝙylaine the ſame time. And fo the urw otfi⸗ 
ters beyng oꝛdey ned, there were manye ol thoſe nobles

cara, be was dzowned hym ſelte, and couide neuer atter 
be found noz heard of, 
¶ Than was this Franceſco his ſonne fp;ife waged of 
the fozenamed Queene,and after the Uenetians, than 
of Philippo , and after Philippo of the Pylaneſe a⸗ 
gapnfte the Aenetians, and laftipe of the Uenetfans a- 
gaynfte the Pplaneſe . In all whyche doynges as well 
inthe realme,as in Lumbardie, he eucrmoze ſhewed 
great pꝛouſfes of his wozthinefſetand at laſt with belpe 
of the Henertans came againff Pyllatne and beſieged 
it.

¶ Aboutes the ſame time, whileſt Eugenio biſhoppe of 
tome was occupied at the counſaile of Baſile, Franceſ- 
co( as hys enemie )attempted to take the ſtate of area 
rom hym. And there kept warre longe time wyth 
kyng Alkonlo, whom the ſapde byſhop had ſent thither 
.agataft him: where they ſape Franceſco: was defied by 
Nicolo Piccinino, a bepnge chalenged to feight hande 
to hande, would in no wyſe accepteit. That notwyth⸗ 
ffandynghe was bndoubtedly a wozthy man of armes, 
the moſt happie and valianuce of all other in bys tyme.

Finally finiſchyng the rants AIP afre(bp, 
his wife Blanca), v.ſons Galeazo, Lodouico, ſurnamed 
Boro aſcanio,Philippo, Ottauiano , and a daugh- 
ter named Hippolita Maria that afterwardes, was 
maryed to altono duke of Cala bia. 
han Galeazo beyng in the warres in france wyth'© alcc39, 
kynge Lewys, beard of his fathers death, he retourned 
to Pyllaypne: where he was receyued as duke And 
all be it, he was expert in armes, pet did he nt uer ſhewe 
any honourable pzonffe chereol vag be that entred in⸗ 
to an aſtate ouermuche wealthve and aupete « And 
becauſe he had ſo muche feltcitee;that he thought it tm» 
poſſible euer to decap,be let lo litile by men and by vers 
tue, that many of his owne titeſins and ſeruauntes has! 
ted hym. and ther whom he ſayoured molte conſpyzed( 
bis death and Clewe hym. Che pꝛincypall wherrot was 
one Giauãdrea Lampugnanothat with his owne bũ⸗

Now incontinently as Giouanni was deede,this Lo⸗ 
douico Moro both of the people, and alſo by conſent of 
the emperonr Porimilfan was pꝛoclapmed Duke, and 
ſhoꝛtly after marſed his neece Bianca, doaghter of hys 
bꝛother Saleazo bnto the ſame Paximilian, takynge 
alſo vpon him the protection of his nephewe the ponge 
Franceſco-Sforza,andof his mother Zſabelie. 
Chan maried he Beatrice the doughtcrof Ercole duke 
of Ferrara, and begat on hir Franceſco Sforza, with 
a ſecounde ſonne, in whole birth the mother dred. 

C This Pozo was a wittte man, of veray good diſpaſi- 
tion, and one that delpted muche in the adminifracien 
of (nfice,in peintyng, and in cunnyng men, 

¶ In the begpnnpnge of his aſtate he entred in amptee 
with the Flozentines, the Seneſe, the Bolognieſe, with 
Ercole da Eſte , with the Marques of Mantua, wpth 
Lewis king of fraunce,and with. Alfonſo kyng of Nav 
plies, But lpke as he was eaſp to enter into frende⸗ 
pp, ſo fog a trifle wold he lodeinly bzeake with the beſt

Pe helped Charles Duke of 38 again Lodouice 


Car dinall aſcanio, vecanſe in Ferrara he had pzacty- 
ſed dpners new thynges agapuſt him, 

Ve toke Boccalino by ſiege, that had rebellen agaynd 
the Nomapne churche, and therby graryfled the bpſhop 
of Rome, Ecetl wpth 


Marques of Saluzzo, and confined, hys bzother the 
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'CWith hys great polyty he reconered Genoa;that bes 
foze had rebelled agaynſte hym. He kounde the meanes 
to bꝛyng Charles the. vii. frenche kyng into Italye, to 
erpulſe kyng Allonſo out of Aaples, becsuſe he had be⸗ 
foze taken him foz his enemp, koꝛ ſekyng to mainteigne

¶ This compng ofthe reetiche kynge not only annofed 
Alfonſo,bat alſo-croubled all Italy. 
Finally he made warre agatnff rhe Uenetfans, whych 
dured til that after the death of kynge Charles, Lewps 
ſacceded in the realme of kraunce, who hated lo muche 
"this duke Moro, that bepnge entred tn leage wyth the 
AUenetlans: Moro was confreigned to klee into Al⸗ 
maine, where he remained whilelf che krenchemen toke 
-Pillafne,and the benetlans Cremona 4 Gieradadda 
Mob be it not long after the fretichmen'c<zonghe ther 
pll gouernannce were dziuen from Millaine, xLodo- 
«uvicorenoked home out of Donchelande, who afcer his 
arryuall, takyng Nonara;and tranzplinge co chace the 
frenche men out'of Ftalp,was betrated of the Douche- 
men, and borhe he and Aſcano taken und ledde into 
kraunee, where finally he dyed. 2 
eats *This Lodouics reignyng in his domtnlon, vſed to an- 
ſwere them that coſiſatled him to encreaſe his treaſure 
with tares and tallages, That rhe offite ofa good thepe- 
herde Was to chere his ſheepe, amd not to klale them.

away, and Franceſco renoked home: though in effecte 
he entoyed it not longe. Fo2 the frenche kynge ſhoꝛtlye 
afcer with a great power came in his owne perſon into 
Jtaly,+ ſo chaced Franceſco againe oute of the tate of 
Pillatne,and pꝛoſpered much in his warres there, vn⸗ 
tyl the iourney of Pauia, where he with manye of his 
nobles were taken pꝛiſoners. After whych diſcomtiture

Foz the Pps 
laneſe couetyng the retourne of they; duke( whome foz

fall courſe oł his naturall terme. Leaning by bis firffe 
wife Barbara. v. ſennes, Federico: Franceſco made 
Cardinall, A uigi, Gianfranceſco, and Rodolfo, au 
notable and vertueuſe perſons. 
Federico as eldeſt, ſucteded in the aſtate, and was afs 
terwardes generall to the duke of Millaine, and mary 
ed La Margerita Tedeſca,on whom he be gat aſonne 
named Friceſco;and in the Aenetian warres againſte 
the duke of Ferrara, hauing gotten Aſola. whſch aſter 
war des he was conſtreigned by fozce to reſtoze, ſickned 
foz ſozow and dyed. 
¶ By reaſon wherof his fonmeF ranceſco,of the age of Franceſco 
18, yeares,entred into the aſtate, t at the age of,28,was 
made general of the Aenetians, in whoſe ſeruice he did 
wonders:ſpeciallp againf Charles the epghte French 
kyng, nere bats ß riuer of Taro beſides Parma, as the 
_ king retourning from the conqueſt, of the realme 
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Franceſco

of Haples, laden with great richeſle, was goynge inte 
Fraance, In which enter pziſe Franceſco ſo bebaued 
him ſelfe,that he led manpe noble men pzyſoners with 
him at his retourne, inſomuch that the Frenche kyngs 
made verie greate offers to haue had bys ſeruyce, but 
al in vaine. Foz continuing his ennemp he afterwards 
fought with the french men in Puglia and ſo dyſcom⸗ 
kited them, that he reſtozed the kyng Ferrandino vnto 
hys affate, And leaupng thzee ſannes byhis wife Bea⸗ 
triſe, doughter of Ercole, duke of Ferrara, that is to 
were, Federico that nexte ſucce ded him, Ercole made 
Cardinall, and Don ferrando that nowe is the empe⸗ 
rours general at Millaine, finally he dye. 

Alter whoſe death, Federico toke the aſtate bpon him 
and was made general of the Romaine churche by by⸗ 
ſhop X pon the. x. contirmed by Adꝛian che. vi. and con⸗ 
tinued alſs vnder Clemente the. bl. And as the empe⸗ 
rour (that nowe is) returned from hys cozonacyon at 


Bologna paſſinge thꝛoughe Mantua (where he was 
moſt honourabip retetued ) his maieſtee ſoz the vertue, 


wort hinelle, aud notilitee knowen in this Federico cal 
led hym fro the degte of Parques, created him duke, 
Ce maried argerite doughter and heire ot the lozd 


Guglielmo ꝙalſeologo, Marques of Yonferrato , in 
whoſe right by kauoure of the emperours maleſtee, he 


obtetgned hir fathers aſfate, that his to ſap, the domini⸗ 


on of Monterrato. And ſa notably foztifiynge the cites 
of Pantua,be died, leauinge. iii. ſons, Franceſco Guge 
llelmo, Lodouico and federiſo .

munten duc b beeauſe be ny than ol very tender peres,

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and paſſeth not pet the age of. 14. his father by teſtamẽt 
committed the gonernaunce ofhym vnto his wite, with

Foꝛ you ſhall finde abous | 
a douſen ffreetes ſo ſuſf and euenly ſette fozthe, that 1 
warrante pot there is not ſo muche as the cozner of a 
houſe to let a man of hie ful ſight from the tone end to 
the tother. Some of whpche freetes lacke lyttell of a 
mple longe, with the goodlp houſes and bulldynges on 
bothe ſydes ſo fapze and vatfozme , that fr ſemeth all 
dooen at one tyme and by one agrement, as no doubte 


the molt part hath been in deede, And than in the myd⸗ 
Ogg tit delt it 
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delt it hath a bery fayze greene,appoſncted oute foz the 
market place. But the Duke that now is, ba th had 
no mynde to folow it, althoughe his father Alfonſo be⸗ 
fowed che moff trauaile of all his daies about it, to bis 
wonderful charge :as he that ſhall ſee it mae well con⸗ 
ſider, So that the moſt habitacion of people reTech yt 
in the olde parte of the citee, whych is alſo indpfferente 
fapꝛe, but nothynge comparable to the newe.

Pke as of other places be dyuers opinyons, euen 
ſo is there ofthe beginnpng, and name of Ferrara 
Some woull, that che name therok bath growen of 
à certaine quantitee of pꝛon, that the ſame citee pelded 
fo a tribute vato the lozde of Kanenna; as Argenta, 
and Aureolo haue alſo doen of the papemente of ſpluer 
and golde , Some other woull, that it be ſa called of 
the mpnes of pꝛon that haue bene founde there, whypche 
opinton is moſt ſenſible, conlidering that Ferrare( af- 
ter the ble of the latine tounge) ſignifperh none other 
but che place where pꝛon is digged,fozth,as Cæſar in 
bys commentarpes, the. bili.boke of the Frenche war: 
res, and as Linle in the fozche of the Pacedonpcall 
warres doe affp;me. 
But to paſſe ouer theſe antiquitiees, and come nerer to 70% 
our * kinde, that the ſald cee of Ferrara was 
—flrſt eloſed wich walles by one Smeraldo, captaine fo: 
the Greekiſh emperour in Nauenna:and long time af- 
ter ( beyng a certaine ſpace vnder the obediẽce of Henry 
the ſecound emperour of Almaine )it was recouered by 
the counteiſe Matilda, doughter of the Cote Bonefacts 
as hir right cnyeritannce,th;ongh helpe ofthe Uenctt- 
ans, and of che lozdes of Rauenna, out of the handes of 
Venry the thirde than emperoure : whiche Conteſſe ac 
hir death, with other hir poſſeNſons,lefre it bnto the ble 
of the Romaine churche:inſomuche that longe tyme tt 
was governed of bicares x of legates, vnrill che houſe 
of Tfte gatte the rule thereof, Who fir obteigned it 
under

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vnder condſcfon,that they ſhould foz ener hold it in fee 
of the churche of Nome. 

And to relite the beginnyng of that houſe, ſome thinke 
the ſame is deſcended'of thoſe auncient Trotanes, that 


came with Anthenoꝛ into Italp:and ſome other woull, 
that their ſtocke ſhoulde be ol a certapne towne called 
Ce,nowe vnder the Uenetian dompnion, lipnge. xv. 
miles frõ Padoa,on the ſouthſide of the Padoan hilles 
From which towne( they ſay) this family otœ ſte came 
to dwell in Ferrara. But howe ſoetter it be, the fpꝛite 
not able man of that houſe, that ruled Ferrara, was na⸗ 
med A zo, who at his death lefte iNae two ſonnes, Al⸗ 
dobzandino , and zo: the fyꝛſte entred in poſſeſſyon, 
an lyuing but a ſhozte ſpate, lefte the aſtate vnto Azo 
the ſecond his pounger bzother. | 
C This Azo was dꝛiuen ont of it by Federike the em- 
perour,and one Salfnguerra put there in his place:tn- 
ſomuch that Azo fo} ſuccoure reſozted vnto a certapne 
Ferrareſe named Gregozochontelungo being at that 
time Komyſh legate in the citee of Bologna: by whoſe 
meanes, with helpe ol the Nenetlans , of the Pantua⸗ 
nes, and of Ezelino, than lozde of Uerona, bzother in 
la we vnto this Azo ; Salinguerra was by fozce expul⸗ 
ſed, and Azo reſtozed vnto his aſtate: bppon condicpon 
that he ſhoulde hold it foꝛ euer as bicar of the churche, 
and none otherwpſe. 
C Now this Ao the ſecond hauing by his firſfe wyfe 
a ſonne, named Freſco, maryed agapne tbe ſecounde 
daughter ot the kyng of Naples, named Beatriſe:whi⸗ 
che martage ſo much offended his ſonne Freſco( as he 
that was deſfrouſe to reigne( that pꝛiſonpng his father 
put 
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put hym baco death, and after with helpe of the Wene- 

tians toke on him the aſtate. Frelcss 
But his owne cireſins,abhozryng ſo groate a crueltee, 
pzocured ſo much che Romiſh legate Palagurra to the 
bengeaunce of Freſco,that both Froſco and the Uene- 
tians were excommunicated, and war moued againffe 
them: the general wherof was named Diego Catelano 
Now Freſco warynge moze cruell c<zonghe thele bu- Crueitee 
ſineTes chan befoze,put to death all choſe of his ſubiec⸗ 
tes, that were cantrarye to hym, and after burned the 
one halle ot the citee, purpoſpnge to deſtrope the whole. 
But the furie of the people was ſa moued therby , that 
takynge weapon in hande ,thep ſought hym, and as hs 
woulde baue fled out ac the Lyon gace,ſlewebym, 
And Rinaldo his bzother(to whome of right the eſtate 
oughe co haue deſcended)was alſs dead in pꝛiſon. 

¶ Ss than Obizone, ſonne of Rinaldo , coke on bym 94m 
the aſtate:and was the firſte that began to enlarge bys 
dominion ch:;ongh the gettyng of Podena and Keggſo 
Cand after Obrzone ſucceded Azo his ſonne,the, tif, 
of that name, who delited much in armes:many times 
attemptyng to conquere Parma and Bologna;and at 
lengthe dyed withone (ue, | 
Leauypnge hys aſtace bnto his nephewes Ninaldo and 2 
Miccolo, ſonnes of his bꝛother Aldobrandino. 

This Rinaldo deſirouſe to enereaſe his dominion, with 

the helpe of Paſſerino Buona Colſt, than loꝛd of Man⸗ 

tua, obteined Argenta,+ after iolgning his power with 
an army of the loꝛdes of Scala, lated ſiege to che towne 
of San felice on the Podeneſe, Which tolone the king 
Vþþ Panire-

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Manfred),togither with. 30. other tolones, had lefte in 
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cuſtody of Charles ſõne to the king of Boeme: ſo that 
che ſeme Charles, with Mankredi, and wpth Beltrame 
the biſhop of Romes general( unſting their campes to⸗ 
gether allaulted Ninaldo, and dilcomfited him, takyng 
part of his men, amongeſt whom Kicolo b2other vnta

But at laſt Rinaldo iſſued out and diſcomſited him, ta⸗ 
king pzyſoners Galeorto da Rimini, Frãceſco de gl.

da Polẽ̃ta, whom he deliuered in exchange foz hys bꝛo⸗ 
theri Hicolo, and after let the reſt goe frely vpon they

Finally this Rinaldo was ſo much perſwaded by his 
one elteſins, that he reſtsꝛed Argenta, co the byſhop 
ol rome, wherby he reconersed the byſhoppes ann 
and ſo at length dye d wſthont ine. 
Leauinge bys aftate vnto hys nephewe ©bizone the 
ſecond of that name, ſonne vnto hys bꝛother :Nicoto.

to the hyll Bozlano, 

He purchaſed alſo of Giouanni Aguto,an Eng ich ca- 
pltapne, the citee of Faenza,foz-20000. duckates,and 
boughte alto the towne of Baguacauallo, thoughe be 
kept it long,fo; Aſtorgio ꝙanfredi gatte it from him 
by treaſon, 

Finally he dyd muche foz hys citefins,and greatlp 
augmented Ferrara, 

He was eloquence,mercyfull and learned, conffante 
both of nature and of coutenaunce,and ſo liberall,that 
he neuer repulſed perſon that ſoughte benefyre at bys 
bandes. At laſte dying wythont ine,be lefte his afface 


vnto bis bꝛother Alberto, who allo at hys deathe, ha- Jlberts 


uyng no lawtul chylde, left it vnto iv olo his baſtarde 
Jonne, than beyng but a cyylde. 


Doe was there one Azo of the honſe of Effe, that Nico!s 


Tſeing Hlcolo yet tender of peares,vnder the gonerne of 
tutours, and vnapte to rule, did as much as he could ta 
pꝛeuaple bym ſelfe. But with the helpe of the Tenett- 
ans, of the Flozentines,and of the Bolognleſe, Nicolo 


was not onely mainteined in the aſtate, but Azo ſoz his 
Vöhl pꝛeſump⸗ 


kaſt frende to the Romaine byſhoppes,tn whoſe faudur Nicow 
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p;eſumpeſon confined alſo into Candia, And afters 
wardes beyng growen bnto age, this Nicolo became ſs 
moꝛtall ennemye bnco Ottone , Lozde of Parma, that 
teigninge at lengthe to mete with hym foz a treatye of 
peace,cauſed him ſecretly to be ſlapne by che waye , by 
meane of Sforza'Cotignola, « ſo reconerd the citees 
of Keggio i Parma, that Ottone befoze had occupied. 
CAfter the which, being all geuen vnto the commodi⸗ 
tee of Ferxara, he builded the great palaice o2 caſtell in 
the herte of the cite, wherin the Dukes euer lens haue 
dwelled: and beſides that the palaices of iecarolo, and 
of Belloſguardo, and toke vnto wife the donghter of 
Franceſco Vecchio da Carrara, By reaſon whereof

¶ But finally in feates of armes he became excellente, 
and in the gouernyng of his affate berpe pꝛudente, and 
of ſuche reputacion, that he cauſed the generall couns 
ſafle of that time to be kepte in Ferrara, At the wbyche 
the emperour ot Grece happened to be pzeſent;and not 
long after he died, leaupnge two baſtarde ſonnes, Lio⸗ 
nello and Borſo, and two lawful ſonnes by his ſecond 
wife,ofthe blond of the Parqueſes of Saluzo, named 
Ercole, and Giſmondo. 

Cf whom, Lionello beyng the eldeff ſucteded in the

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to encreafe his owne familſe,found the meane to ſepa⸗ 
rate theſe two citees wpth thepz territozpes from the 
churches dominpon, 4 to gene it bnto his owne ſonne 
named Peter Aluigt, creatyng him Duke therof, And 
in recompence annexed bnto the charch the Dachſe of 
Camerino, that he befoze had taken by fozce from the 
duke of Urbine. 

¶ This Pietro Aluigi, beynge the pere ot oure loꝛde 
1546. entred into the aſtate, beganne to beare him ſelfe 
onerffoutly againff the nobilitee of the ſarae, x ſpectal- 
ly towards the Signor Ieronimo Pallauicinidi Cory 
te Maggiore, who rather diſdeigninge then enutpnge 
this mis dominfon, was ſaine at laſt to flee, t to habã⸗ 
done wyfe and childzen, goodes and landes. In ſo mu⸗ 
che that this new duke toke all vnto him ſelfe, and fur⸗ 
niched the caſtel out of Corte Maggioreſ being a verp 
fronge holde) with his owne men, toke all the rentes 
(bepng. 12000 duckates a peare ) to his owne purſe: 
except a (mall pozcion affigned to the ladie wife of Je- 
ronimo,foz hir liuynge:with condicyon neuertheleſſe, 
that it ſhe reliued hir huſband with any part therol, he 
ſhould loſe che whole, Beſpdes this, he oppꝛeſſed bys 
ſubſectes, cauſyng them to bie harnets, and to furniche 
them ſelfes foz the warre on thepz owne coſt. But moſt 
of all he occupied a great noumber of labourers in his 
woozkes beginning the foundacion of a ſtrong caſtel, 
in the place where the Abbey of,. Benettes in Plas 
centia ſfode. The monkes whereof he appoiucted vnto 
a ſpittle hous, called ſafnt Lazares in Champaine. And 
theſe labourers were taken vp by fozce from all partes

' xpched atone time, with the fall of an hoſowe banke as 
boue. 5 o. perſons, ſe that what with one thyng, 4 what 
with an other (beyng allo a man knowen full of abho- 
minacion in all kinde of bices, and ſpecially in the vn⸗ 
natural) in concluſion he bi came hated of all men, in ſo 
much that the Conti Giouanni Aguzzolo, and tte 
Conte Auguſtino di Pallauicini, wpth certapne of 
theyꝛ kynne and frendes;conſpſred agaynſte hym, and 
at theyꝛ time appoincted, finding bim with a ſmal gard 
in his owne houle in Plancenſe, ſleiw him hangyng af- 
ter wardes the deade body oute at a n faz a read 
tacle vnto the people. 

Finally theſe — the dannger that 
foꝛ this doyng might folow-baco-them,fn caſe the fate 
chould continew/of the charchc/)pzaceyſed befoze wyth 
Von Ferrando Cr0nzaga,, 10 ſee; whether be wolde 
backe them, by reteiupng the ſtronge cites of Placenſe 

vnto the emperours behenſe:ſo that being at 8 poincte 
with him, the mattier was lo handled , that the nexte 
nypght after the dukes death, there were ſecretly retey⸗ 
ned into the towne.S00.0f the empei ours men, end ſo 
the citee wonne without krone ſtrikynge. 

All che money, plate, iewelles and Uuffe that could be 
faunde of the Dukes, to the value of 20000,crolwnes 
and bpwards, weredfu(ded amongeſt the confederates 
and the Conte Giouanni A guzzolo, who kylled ihs 
Duke his oone handes, allowed by the emperoure. 20. 
men ko hys garde. 
¶ F inolly the biſhop of rome being hereof aduertiſcd) 

incontinente tanſed Parma to befozetfped,and furnys 
they wth men of warre,and tempted by cozrupcion of

¶ Amongeſt other this Dukes father builded an houſe 
within a mile of Peſaro, called Imperiale, whyche in 
mine opinion is one of the beſt deniſed litle things that 
mape lighilpe be founde. It fandech on the ſpde of an 
bpl, and hath pzoſpert both to the citee and to al the va⸗ 
lep, it hathe manpe fine little chambers , goodlye open 
vaultes, and ercellit faire fountaines. But that whych 
moſt of all pleaſed mpne epe, was that being of a great 
befght,you may out of the higheff gardetne ry de about 
on the toppe of the houſe, whiche is verpe fafre paued 
with bꝛicke, and railed on boths ſpdes with fine pillers 
and railes of white marble. 

As foz the edificacton of Urbine , oꝛ other notable me⸗ 
mozy befaze the pere. 1345, 4 finde nothing mete to be 
wzitten. At whyeh time ( by reaſon of the barfaunce 
betwene byſhop Clement ol Rome, and the emperours 
Lewis of Bauarie, who to maße their parties ſtronge, 


feltro was made bicare foz the emperour in the cite:s 
of Urbine and Eugenio, againſte the byſhop of Nome 
and his adherentes:in which his ſucceſſion contynfied. 
enherltours onto the peare. 1444. that Feder tke, after 
made duke, obteigned the aſtate. The occaſion whereof 
was, that Guido Conte di Vrbino, hauyng no heirt 


male by his fir ſte wpfe, feigned, that he hadde gotten a 


Concubine with childe, and ſo ſecretely toke the ſonne 
ol his nere kinneſman Bernardino della Corda, whi⸗ 
che euen than was newly bone, and namyng it Fede⸗ 
vikezcauſed it to be nouriched as hrs owne,. 4 
ok 
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CNot longe after his wyfe died, and mariyng egaine, 
engendzed a ſonne named Oddo, who in dede ſucceded , 
the father in hys aſtace , But he was (ſo biciouſe of lps: 
nyng,and ſo-buſis with gentiimens wifes,that in a ſo⸗ 
delne rumour of the people, he was llaine, and a Pzoto- 
notarp, called Car peſiano with him. 

Wherebpon this Federike the putatiue ſonne , by the 


in hys pouthe had ben very well bzonght vp, ſpectallye 
in feates of armes, in the rte wherof he loft one of 


hys epes. 


well learned, and ſo happie a man, that in his tyme he 
was general of.biii.ſeueral armies, and died captapne 
of the Wenetians armp in the field befoze Ferrara, 
C The bpſhop of Kome foz his wozthyneſſe made hym 
duke, the kyng of England not onely gaue him mony, 
but allo made hym of the Carter. Foz whiche curteſye 
all Engliche men haue a certatne pꝛiuilege of fredome 
in his dominlon, and the French kynge made him-aiſo 
ol his ozder. Beſides that, there was none aſtate in Ita⸗ 
lp, but that at one tyme oz other pzeſented hym wpth 
ſome wozthp gyfte. 


And aboue all the reſt his fydelytes ſemeth tome moſte 
wozthyof commendacſon. oz whan Franceſco Sfor 


Za, was fozſaken of all his other friends s, and purſted 
with.20000, men, he onelp rece(ued him, aud thereby 
put hym ſelfs and his whole aſfate in ſeopardp, whycye 
be determined rather to loſe, than to ſeme an bnfapth- 
ful trend, and in effecte maintergned Sf0;34 tyll time 
ſerued him to reconer,

gapae, But Nalentines foꝛce was ſneb, that at length 
this Dake coke ſuche treaſure as he had, and fledde co 
the Parques of Mantua, whoſe ſiſter he had marped!s 
there dipng without iſſue, ended the houſe of Pontefel 
tro, that had reigned in Arbine the ſpace of. 157. yeres 
Valentino Borgia held? it but a vei pe ſmalle ſpace, 
fo; ſhoztly after his fathers death, July the ſeconde by⸗ 
ſhop of Rome perſecuted him, and bꝛonght the houſe of 
Borgia to naughtes:and therbpon gaue the aſfate of 
Urbtne to his nephetew Franceſco Maria Prefettino 
della Rouete: whom he created duke there, 
CThis Franceſco Maria was a bery wiſe and vallant 
pꝛince, nothinge inferpoure to Federſke befozenamed; 
who reigned not fallp. v. peres, but Leo the. r. that ſuc⸗ 
ceded Julie the. ti made a puiſlaunt army, and expulſed 
bym our ol his attate, and raſed the walles ok the citee 
euen to the earthe. Whervpon he effabipthed hys nes 
phe we Juliano di Medici Duke in bys place, and af- 
ter his death ( ſoꝛ he liued but a while) his brother Lau⸗ 
rence di Medici: who continued in the ſame, tyll Adzi⸗ 
an the. vi that ſucceded Leo, expulſed him, and rettozed 
the aſtate vnto Franceſco Paria, that enioped it til he 
died, the lpace of.rvt,peres in ſo great reputacſon, that

all pꝛinces and affates of Jtalyloued and honozed him 
and the greatef of them were glad to enterteyne bpm 
Foz their general in che warres.

But he was ſo greate a bullder and 
lo ipberall vn:o hs ſouldyoues , that whan be v 
lefte no kynde of money in his coſſerss. 

¶ By bis lite time he bullded che palace belides Pelas 
ro, called Impertale, and fozcified che citee of Peſaroz 
and the caffel.chere,tvith diaers other go lding?
